The  subjoined  paragraphs  give  the  gist  of  the  mire  important 
matiers  in  this  issue,  with  the  object  of  showing  at  a  glance  what 
has  happened  during  the  week.  Seealso  "  Contents"  in  thefirst 
column. 

There  is  no  Lack  of  interesting  events  to  record  this  week. 
Daily  we  have  been  receiving  evidence  that  the  Winter  Session 
of  Chemists'  Associations  will  seriously  begin  in  October,  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  leading  off  next  Monday  with  an 
inaugural  address  by  Sir  George  Watt,  CLE. 

Our  English  News  Section  extends  to  over  three  pages, 
with  a  column  of  contracts  settled,  and  notes  from  our  Bir- 
mingham, Manchester,  Nottingham,  and  Sheffield  correspon- 
dents. Chemists  are  familiar  with  the  "  Corassa  Compound  "  ; 
the  makers  of  it  are  under  remand  at  Brighton  on  a  charge 
of  fraud  (p.  491).  There  is  little  of  first-class  importance 
going  on  in  Ireland,  and  matters  are  quiet  in  Scotland,  but 
we  mention  a  few  business  changes  there  (p.  492).  In  the 
Transvaal  (whose  Pharmacy  Board  President  has  been  attend- 
ing the  Pharmaceutical  Examinations  in  Edinburgh  this 
week)  the  Opium  Ordinance  has  been  gazetted.  It  puts  the 
handling  of  the  drug  entirely  with  chemists  (p.  494).  Houses 
which  export  goods  to  South  Africa  will  be  interested  in  our 
Cape  Correspondent's  remarks  on  p.  518. 

The  Aberdeen  University  has  been  holding  high  holiday 
this  week  in  celebration  of  the  quater-centenary  of  its  founda- 
tion (p.  493).  During  the  four  centuries  it  has  done  a  remark- 
able work  for  the  North  of  Scotland,  which  we  endeavour  to 
indicate  in  a  note  on  p.  503. 

The  Chinese  Imperial  Edict  to  suppress  the  cultivation  of 
the  poppy  in  the  Empire,  the  importation  of  opium,  and 
opium-smoking  in  ten  years  is  the  most  important  public 
event  of  the  week.  We  question  if  the  Edict  can  be  enforced, 
in  the  time.  China  at  present  produces  67,000,000  lb.  of  opium, 
and  imports  only  10  per  cent,  as  much  (p.  503). 

Our  Readers  will  bear  in  mind  that  on  and  after  next  Mon- 
day they  may  sell  (if  they  have  a  methylated-spirits  licence) 
4  gallons  of  the  spirits  at  a  time.  The  new  regulations  have 
now  reached  the  public,  and  we  give  some  indication  of  the 
industrial  directions  in  which  the  change  is  expected  to  work 
benefit  (p.  489).  In  connection  with  this  subject  we  publish  an 
article  entitled  "  Spirits  in  Bond,"  which  describes  official 
procedure  (p.  510). 

"  Xrayser  "  supposes  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  makes  a  present, 
of  10.000/.  a  year  to  retail  chemists  in  consequence  of  his  fight 
which  freed  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  from 
stamp-duty  (p.  501).  We  question  "Xrayser's"  conclusion, 
and  show  from  the  official  figures  that  a  remarkable  change 
is  occurring  in  the  stamped-medicine  trade,  articles  above  the 
ljf7.  duty  having  increased  from  25  to  100  per  cent,  in  number, 
while  the  cheapest  have  only  increased  10  per  cent.  (p.  503). 

The  Chemist's  Window  illustrated  in  this  issue  is  that  of 
Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.,  24  Sloane  Street,  S.W.  It  is  typical 
of  tho  high-class  windows  in  which  display  of  goods  _  is 
perhaps  prejudicial  to  business  rather  than  beneficial 
(p.  500). 

Among  other  Editorial  Notes  is  one  on  the  standards  for 
disinfectants  arranged  by  Victoria  (p.  504).  We  also  call 
attention  to  the  great  variation  in  the  cascarilla  of  commerce 
due  to  many  species  of  Croton  being  barked  in  the  West 
Indies  (p.  505). 

Our  representative,  in  describing  the  Grocers'  Exhibition, - 
endeavours  to  show  chemists  what  there  is  in  it  which  they 
mav  use  or  sell  (p.  508). 

Some  Time  Since,  Mr.  G.  A.  Hill.  B.Sc,  described  in  the- 
C.  &  D.  his  work  on  the  presence  of  lead  in  medicinal  chemi- 
cals. Mr.  Cocking,  one  of  his  assistants,  now  supplements 
that  with  observations  on  the  presence  of  lead  in  metallic 
zinc,  and  consequently  in  zinc  salts.  Mr.  Cocking  incidentally 
comments  upon  the  analytical  methods  employed  in  the  re- 
search (p.  507). 

In  Respect  to  Market  Matters  it  may  be  noted  that  the 
price-alterations  include  an  advance  in  cascara  sagrada, 
sulphate  of  copper,  green  copperas,  lead  salts,  and  prussiate 
of  potash.  Cod-liver  oil.  golden  seal  (hydrastis),  and  euony- 
mus  bark  are  firmer.  Quicksilver  in  second-hands  is  easier, 
and  pimento  and  white  pepper  lower.  There  was  an  auction 
of  first-hand  drugs  on  Thursday,  and  it  is  fully  dealt  with  in 
the  Trade  Report  beginning  on  p.  513. 

Our  Correspondence  Pages  are  once  more  rich  in  sugges 
tion  and  comment.  Several  correspondents  write  protesting 
against  the  introduction  of  a  new  proprietary  by  the  Bile 
Beans  people,  which  will  yield  retailers  a  bare  penny  per 
shilling  (p.  517  and  p.  505).  Mr.  Wilson  conclusively  proves 
that  lime-water  does  not  sensibly  deteriorate  in  a  shop-round 
used  daily  for  ten  days.  A  chemist  who  has  recently  visited 
Canada  indicates  to  the  home  trade  the  splendid  field  there 
for  English  specialities,  which  he  believes  could  easily  displace 
American  (p.  517).

SCHEME  OF  HOME  STUDY. 

By  David  J.  Williams,  F.C.S.,  Pharmaceutical  Chemist. 
Pharmacy  and  Dispensing. 

THE  commonly  recognised  text-bcok  on  this  subject  is 
"The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  which  the  student  should 
keep  by  his  side  so  that  he  may  carry  out  his  work  according 
to  definite  rules,  and  not  by  rule  of  thumb.  Where  the 
amount  of  practical  work  in  the  shop  is  not  sufficient,  it 
will  be  a  great  advantage  for  him  to  'practise  for  himself, 
■and  the  beginner  will  find  Ince's  "  Elementary  Dispensing 
Practice  "  most  useful  here,  as  it  gives  graduated  exercises. 
It  is  an  unfortunate  but  not  uncommon  case  for  a  man  to 
leave  his  apprenticeship  without  having  seen,  let  alone 
using,  a  plaster-iron  or  suppository-mould.  It  is 
urgently  advocated  that  where  the  demands  of  the  business 
are  not  sufficient  to  supply  the  beginner  with  examples,-  he 
should  create  a  course  for  himself.  Here,  as  before,  he 
will  be  able  to  prepare  many  things  with  rough  apparatus. 
For  instance,  a  large  spatula  well  cleaned  and  polished 
suffices  for  a  plaster-iron.  The  student  should  follow  the 
directions  given  in  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing,"  and  attempt 
tj  spread  a  menthol  plaster,  persevering  until  he  obtains 
a  passable  result.  A  suppository -mould  for  practice  may 
be  constructed  from  clay,  by  forming  it  into  a  brick- 
shaped  mass  and  making  holes  in  it  with  a  conical  stick,  or 
the  end  of  a  stout  penholder,  and  lining  these  with  tinfoil 
i  (several  other  methods  are  given  in  "A.D.").  The  shape 
is  not  the  great  point  of  attainment.  It  is  rather  the  pre- 
paration of  the  mass  in  presentable  form,  and  whether 
or  not  the  resultant  suppository  is  homogeneous,  that  is 
the  question.  The  making  of  emulsions  is  also  of  great 
importance.  It  takes  long  experience  before  one  obtains 
expertness  in  preparing  good  emulsions,  therefore  it  must 
not  be  imagined  that  everything  concerning  these  may  be 
picked  up  during  a  college  course.  The  castor-oil  mixture 
of  the  B.P.  is  a  good  one  to  start  on,  and  as  the  ingredients 
■  are  cheap  the  student  can  afford  to  spoil  a  few,  but  he 
should  never  leave  the  mixture  until  he  can  prepare  a 
thoroughly  good  one. 

Posology  is  the  next  important  item.  It  seems  needless 
to  point  out  that  this  part  should  be  absolutely  perfect. 
If  the  learning  of  doses  is  started  early,  a  man  cannot  fail 
to  master  them  in  such  a  way  that  they  become  part  and 
parcel  of  himself.  To  obtain  such  perfection,  repetition 
is  the  only  method  which  can  be  adopted.  Laxity  in  this 
direction  is  inexcusable.  It  can  hardly  be  expected  that 
an  examiner  can  conscientiously  pass  a  man  who  makes 
mistakes  in  doses.  Although  repetition  is  the  method  of 
learning,  matters  may  be  made  a  little  easier  if  a  few 
tabulations  are  made.  The  tinctures,  for  instance,  have 
two  sets  of  maximum  doses— namely,  15  minims  for  the 
potent  and  1  drachm  for  the  remainder.  There  are  a  few 
exceptions  in  tincture  of  iodine  5  minims,  tinctures  of 
aconite  and  cantharidis  5  and  15  minims,  opium  15  and 
30  minims,  aloes  1  and  2  drachms,  rhubarb  and  senna  1  and 
4  drachms.  The  syrups  also  have  1  or  2  drachms  for  their 
maximum  doses,  and  it  is  not  difficult  to  arrange  groups 
of  things  that  are  so  cioee  akin. 

Prescription-reading  occupies  a  part  of  the  examination. 
All  pharmaceutical  students  have  to  take  Latin  as  a  subject 
for  their  Preliminary  examination.  In  many  cases  it 
seems  to  be  the  endeavour  of  the  youth  to  forget  the 
subject  as  rapidly  as  possible  after  'he  has  obtained  his 
Preliminary  certificate.  Now,  it  must  be  clearly  under- 
stood that  the  reading  of  prescriptions  intelligently  entails 
a  knowledge  of  the  rules  underlying  Latin  grammatical 
construction.  It  is  therefore  necessary  to  keep  in  touch 
with  the  subject  subsequent  to  passing  the  examination. 
If  this  is  done,  future  trouble  will  be  averted.    It  is  some- 


what disgusting  to  find,  after  fighting  one's  way  nearly 
to  the  end  of  the  trial,  that  this  comparatively  easy  subject 
floors  one,  and  all  owing  to  a  little  want  of  vigilance. 
Therefore  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  all  who  read  this 
article  will  pay  attention  to  Latin.  Specialising  of  the 
knowledge  of  classical  Latin  to  the  demands  of  the  pre- 
scription should  be  the  endeavour.  The  habit  of  reading 
prescriptions  in  abbreviated  form  is  a  nuisance  to  the  young 
student.    Instead  of  reading 

Recipe    Sod.  bic  two  drams 

Pulv.  rhei    one  dram 

he  should  put  it  mentally  into  Latin  each  time,  as  follows  : 

Recipe    Sodii  bicarbonatis    drachmas  duas 

Pulvcris  rhoi   drachmam 

noting  at  the  same  time  the  endings  and  rules.  This  may 
be  laborious,  but  all  learning  is  laborious  at  the  beginning. 
Constant  repetition  makes  one  master,  however,  and  there 
is  little  fear  of  such  a  subject  when  the  fateful  moment 
arrives. 

Conclusion. 

From  what  has  been  said  in  these  articles  it  is  apparent 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  work  has  to  be  done  for  the 
Minor  examination.  It  is  no  use  minimising  the  ground- 
work that  has  to  be  covered.  Students  too  frequently  trust 
to  a  possibly  lucky  fate  which  in  ninety-nine  cases  out  of  a 
hundred  does  not  occur.  It  is  one  of  the  faults  of  all 
examination  systems  that  occasionally  a  man  of  very  inferior 
knowledge  slips  through  :  the  questions  which  have  been  set 
have  just  suited  him,  perhaps  he  has  luckily  read  up  recently 
the  work  given  him.  But  no  man  who  means  to  make  his 
living  in  the  craft  can  afford  to  ignore  the  fact  that  the 
examination  is  the  test  of  his  ability  as  a  craftsman.  The 
course  of  study  which  has  been  outlined  has  been  followed 
approximately  by  numbers,  and  in  nearly  all  cases  has 
brought  the  desired  result. 

It  is  impossible  to  do  thoroughly  and  with  lasting  benefit 
the  work  set  in  the  short  time  often  spent  at  a  college.  We 
must  all  agree  with  Voltaire  that 

Perfection  is  to  be  attained  by  slow  degrees : 
She  requires  the  hand  of  time. 

In  a  mad  rush  to  acquire  the  requisite  knowdedge  a  feeling 
of  utter  disgust  displaces  love  for  the  task  and  interest  in  its 
side-issues  ;  while  the  work  that  appears  at  the  beginning  to 
be  herculean  will,  when  spread  over  three  or  four  years  of 
conscientious  application,  become  surprisingly  easy.  Edu- 
cation for  purely  examinational  ends  is  much  to  be  depre- 
cated. The  rising  generation  should  realise  that  to  hold 
their  positions  of  respect  in  the  eyes  of  the  public  they  must 
make  themselves  masters  of  their  profession.  This  is  not 
altogether  the  easy  matter  it  might  have  been  years  ago. 
The  advancement  of  general  scientific  education  in  schools 
makes  it  necessary  for  the  pharmacist  to  carry  his  scientific 
education  considerably  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Minor 
examination.  Therefore  the  youthful  student  is  urged  to 
spend  that  time  which,  if  he  could  only  be  made  to  believe 
it,  is  the  best  he  will  as  a  rule  see,  in  gathering  up  all  the 
fragments.  As  he  gets  older  new  responsibilities  crowd 
round  him,  and  his  difficulties  to  make  time  for  study  in- 
crease while  his  brain  loses  its  youthful  freshness  and  its 
capability  of  retaining.  It  is  at  this  early  period  of  his 
career  that  he  may  prove  the  truth  of  the  phrase  Labor 
omnia  vincit;  and  the  writer  of  these  articles  trusts  that 
he  has  helped  them  to  direct  the  energies  and  thoughts  of 
his  young  friends  in  pharmacy.

Brevities. 

St.  Lawrence.  Kent,  is  at  last  to  get  the  public  water- 
fountain  for  which  the  late  Mr.  C.  J.  Saunders,  chemist 
and  druggist,  collected  funds  about  twenty-five  years  ago. 

The  breaking  of  a  ten-gallon  carboy  of  sulphuric  acid  in 
one  of  the  main  streets  of  Scarborough  caused  some  delay 
to  traffic  until  the  acid  was  flushed  with  water  and  directed 
to  the  sewers. 

The  business  premises  of  Mr.  Stanley,  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, ot  3  and  5  Carter  Street,  Uttoxeter,  were  disposed  of 
by  auction  last  week  for  1,300?.,  the  purchaser  being  Mr. 
Rest,  of  Derby. 

With  reference  to  the  "Strange  Case"  reported  in  the 
C.  Jh  D.,  September  15.  p.  420,  we  are  informed  that  the 
Margate  chemist  therein  referred  to  is  not  a  registered 
chemist  and  druggist. 

On  the  morning  of  September  20  a  fire  broke  out  in  the 
basement  of  the  premises  of  the  Sussex  Drug  Co.  at 
135  Queen's  Road,  Brighton.  Much  damage  was  done  to 
stock,  but  the  loss  is  covered  by  insurance. 

Thomas  Pratt  (47) ,  described  as  a  chemist,  died  in  a 
Southampton  lodging-house  on  September  22.  He  had  been 
drinking  heavily.  Nothing  was  known  of  him  except  that 
he  came  from  Scarborough  and  intended  to  go  to  Natal. 

The  entertainments  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry 
in  London  and  provinces  in  connection  with  the  annual 
meeting  of  1905  cost  3.745/..  or  629?.  less  than  the  guarantee 
fund.   The  balance  has  been  divided  among  the  subscribers. 

At  Lambeth  County  Court  a  man  whose  business  it  is  to 
supply  bottles  to  doctors  complained  that  his  business  was 
slack  c:i  account  of  the  absence  of  epidemics.  He  added 
that  doctors  complain  of  the  great  number  of  patent  medi- 
cines on  the  market. 

Among  a  large  number  of  passive  resisters  proceeded 
against  at  Kettering  on  September  19  were  Mr.  John  H. 
Thursfield,  chemist  and  druggist,  Rockingham  Road,  and 
Mr.  John  F.  Thursfield.  chemist  and  druggist.  A  distress 
warrant  was  issued  in  each  case. 

At  Bury  last  week  Mr.  Clarence  P.  Windle,  L.R.C.P. 
&  S.Ed.,  was  charged  with  attempting  to  commit  suicide 
by  taking  poiscn  on  August  31.  After  evidence  which  in- 
dicated doubt  as  to  whether  the  poisoning  was  belladonna 
or  opium,  Dr.  Windle  was  remanded  for  eight  days  and 
was  taken  back  to  the  infirmary. 

Torquay  education  authority  have  decided  to  employ  an 
ophthalmist,  at  a  cost  of  60?.  per  annum,  to  take  care  of 
the  eyesight  of  children  in  attendance  at  the  local  elemen- 
tary schools,  subject  to  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  the  Local  Government  Board.  The  spectacles  will 
be  provided  from  a  voluntary  fund. 

During  the  night  of  September  19  burglars  entered  the 
premises  of  Boots,  Ltd.,  King's  Road.  Chelsea,  and  took 
away  silver  goods  to  the  value  of  150?.  The  goods  were 
taken  away  in  a  gladstone  bag  obtained  from  the  leather 
goods'  department.  Nothing  has  since  been  heard  of  the 
burglars,  but  the  loss  is  covered  by  insurance. 

At  Sleaford  on  September  17,  Mr.  Hugh  Heald  was 
summoned  to  show  cause  why  he  should  not  contribute 
towards  the  support  of  his  father,  Benjamin  Heald,  phar- 
maceutical chemist,  formerly  in  business  at  Sleaford,  who 
has  been  an  inmate  of  the  Workhouse  since  1899.  De- 
fendant keeps  his  mother,  and  for  this  reason  the  summons 
was  dismissed. 

Allegations  that  Dr.  C.  E.  Adams,  of  Buckhurst  Hill, 
had  neglected  a  patient,  who  subsequently  died,  were  dis- 
posed of  at  an  inquest  held  on  September  24.  Dr.  Adams, 
in  his  evidence,  said  he  prescribed  citrate  of  iron  and 
arsenic  on  two  occasions,  and  once  sent  a  mixture  contain- 
ing Indian  hemp.  The  Home  Office  analyst  found  no  trace 
of  poison,  but  much  evidence  of  heart  and  lung  disease. 


New  Methylated  Spirits  Regulations. 

"  The  Times,"  in  calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
new  regulations  affecting  the  sale  of  methylated  spirits  come 
into  force  on  October  1,  also  mentions  the  improved 
industrial  spirits  and  the  5f?.  per  proof  gal.  decreased 
cost,  adding  :  "  The  effect  of  this  latter  concession  will  be 
to  enable  British  manufacturers  to  make  something  over  a 
hundred  chemical  products  which  at  the  present  time  cannot 
be  economically  produced  in  this  country  on  account  of  the 
cost  of  alcohol." 

The  "  Revenue  Review  "  in  its  latest  issue  deals  sympa- 
thetically, so  far  as  manufacturers  are  concerned,  with  the 
Revenue  Act,  and  states  that  General  Order  19,  1906  (which 
was  abstracted  in  the  0.  A  D.  of  September  1),  "is  possibly 
the  lengthiest  order  ever  issued  to  the  Department,  and  one 
which  reflects  considerable  credit  on  those  responsible  for 
its  compilation."  This  does  not  refer  to  the  Regulations, 
a  quite  different  document.  In  respect  to  the  immediate 
utilisation  of  industrial  methylated  spirits  and  tax-free 
undenatured  spirits,  it  is  not  to  be  expected  that  English 
manufacturers  can  move  until  the  application  of  the  terms 
of  the  General  Order  and  Regulations  to  specific  branches 
of  manufacture  has  been  ascertained,  a  matter  which  neces- 
sarily takes  time. 

Extended  Halfpenny  Post. 
The  revised  regulations  for  the  halfpenny  post,  promised) 
in  the  Budget  speech,  have  now  been  issued  from  the  General 
Post  Office,  and  come  into  force  on  October  1.  The  effect 
of  the  revision  is  to  include  practically  all  formal  partly 
printed  documents  in  general  business  use  and  to  allow 
writing  on  circulars  a  little  more  freely.  The  benefit  of 
the  general  rule  that  "  printed  or  written  matter  not  in  the 
nature  of  a  letter"  may  be  sent  at  the  halfpenny  rate  is 
now  extended  in  the  case  of  commercial  papers  of  a  formal 
character  to  the  following  documents  : 

Invoices,  orders  for  goods,  or  for  work  to  be  done,  con- 
firmations of  orders,  advice  notes  of  the  despatch  or  receipt 
of  letters,  documents,  goods,  or  money  (with  or  without  in- 
structions for  their  further  treatment),  waybills,  bills  of 
lading,  receipts  for  goods  or  money,  statements  of  account, 
price-lists,  prices  current,  market  reports,  delivery  and 
shipping  notes,  tenders  for  goods  or  advertisements,  quota- 
tions for  goods,  inquiries  for  quotations,  contract  notes, 
confirmations  of  contracts,  share  transfer  notices,  and  such 
other  similar  documents  as  the  Postmaster-General  may 
from  time  to  time  prescribe. 
Lists  and  tabular  statements. 
The  conditions  for  the  above  now  require  that  the  document 
consist  of  a  printed  form,  and  "that  any  writing  refer 
solely  to  its  subject  matter"  or  consist  of  courtesy  or  con- 
ventional fomiulas  not  exceeding  five  words  or  initials.  The 
sentence  within  quotation-marks  is  new.    The  conditions 
which  previously  applied  to  invoices,  orders,  despatch  notes, 
etc.,  now  apply  to  circulars,  which  means  that  the  per- 
mission for  writing  to  appear  includes  particulars  of  goods 
or  sums  of  money  and  mode  of  consignment  of  the  goods  or' 
money. 

Early  Closing  Orders. 

The  Home  Secretary  has  confirmed  the  closing  Order 
under  the  Shop-hours  Act  for  chemists  and  druggists  at 
Leyton.  Thursday  is  the  scheduled  day,  the  closing-hour 
being  2  p.m.  for  all  purposes  other  than  the  sale  of  medicines 
and  medical  and  surgical  appliances. 

The  result  of  the  vote  recently  taken  among  the  chemists 
and  druggists  of  West  Ham  for  an  early-closing  Order 
under  the  Shop-hours  Act  was  made  known  on  Septem- 
ber 24.  Of  53  papers  issued,  48  were  returned  :  34  in  favour 
of  the  Order,  13  against,  and  2  informal.  The  Town  Clerk, 
in  his  report,  says  :  "  By  Section  3  (1)  of  the  Shop-hours 
Act,  1904,  it  is  provided  that  if  the  local  authority  are 
satisfied  that  the  occupiers  of  at  least  two-thirds  in  number 
of  the  shops  to  be  affected  by  the  Order  approve  the  Order, 
they  may  make  the  Order.  The  number  of  shops  entered  in 
the  register  to  be  affected  by  the  proposed  Order  being  53, 
and  34  only  having  voted  in  favour  of  the  Order,  the 
requisite  number  approving  the  Order  has  not  been  ob- 
tained." No  objections  in  writing  were  lodged  in  respect 
of  the  voting-papers  ;  but  Mr.  A.  W.  Maguire,  of  61  West 
Ham  Lane,  attached  a  letter  to  his  voting-paper  objecting  to 
his  name  being  placed  on  the  register  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist,  stating  that  his  business  is  that  of  a  medical 
herbalist  and  manufacturer  of  artificial  teeth. 
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Manchester  Notes. 
The  sudden  death  of  Dr.  Thomas  Harris  removes  one  of 
Manchester's  best-known  medical  men.  He  held  high  rank 
as  a  consulting  physician  on  diseases  of  the  throat  and 
chest,  was  lecturer  at  the  University  on  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  organs,  and  held  the  appointment  of  honorary 
physician  at  the  Infirmary.  Dr.  Harris  was  only  forty-five 
years  of  age. 

The  practice  of  using  unclean  second-hand  bottles  in  dis- 
pensing, and  by  bottlers  generally,  is  being  discussed  un- 
favourably in  a  local  evening  paper.  "Consistency" 
asks  all  householders  to  break  them  as  soon  as  done  with, 
and  calls  upon  all  medical,  sanitary,  and  pharmaceutical 
authorities  to  join  in  putting  an  end  to  the  practice. 
"  L.R.C.P.(Lond.) "  endorses  "Consistency's"  remarks, 
adding  that  he  has  many  times  seen  consumptive  patients 
carrying  their  medicine  about  with  them  and  drinking 
their  periodic  dose  from  a  graduated  bottle.  A  bottle- 
dealer,  interviewed  by  an  "  Evening  News"  representative, 
says  his  washed  second-hand  bottles  are  bought  by  doctors 
and  chemists,  and  Infirmary  bottles  are  resold  to  that  in- 
stitution. He  gives  3s.  a  gross  for  them,  and  gets  6s.,  but 
reckons  his  net  profit  at  Is.  Greasy  bottles  he  breaks,  and 
other  odd  bottles  are  sold  to  the  people  who  own  shooting- 
saloons  at  fairs.  So  far  as  he  knows,  none  are  gathered 
from  middens  or  tips.  "  L.R.C.P.(Lond.)  "  says  that 
since  he  can  buy  new  bottles,  shape  and  graduations  to  order, 
for  7s.  a  gross,  there  is  no  excuse  for  the  use  of  second- 
hand bottles.    Are  they  reliable  at  this  price  ? 

Sheffield  Notes. 

A  man  who  was  assisting  in  ticketing  goods  for  an  auction 
sale  came  across  a  jar  of  red  fluid,  of  which  he  drank.  As 
he  died  shortly  afterwards,  it  was  thought  death  was  due 
to  poison,  but  at  the  inquest  "  death  from  natural  causes  " 
was  the  verdict. 

At  an  inquest  held  on  the  infant  son  of  a  hawker  it  was 
stated  that  the  child,  suffering  from  diarrhoea,  was  taken 
to  a  chemist,  and  he  advised  the  administration  of  two- 
pennyworth  of  quinine  powder  in  milk.  The  child  died  a 
few  days  afterwards,  but  the  Coroner  could  not  find  that 
the  parents  had  criminally  neglected  the  child. 

A  number  of  the  employes  of  Boots,  Ltd.  (Sheffield), 
•together  with  a  few  friends,  drove  to  Low  Bradfield  on 
September  20.  A  cricket-match  was  played  between  teams 
captained  by  Messrs.  Paddon  and  Greenfield,  Mr.  Paddon's 
side  proving  successful  by  27  runs,  mainly  due  to  his  per- 
forming the  "hat  trick."    Afterwards  tea  was  partaken 

•  of  at  the  Plough  Inn,  and  Sheffield  was  reached  at  nine 

•  o'clock,  after  a  most  enjoyable  afternoon's  outing. 

The  report  of  the  attendance  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  six 
meetings  which  have  been  held  during  the  year  shows  that 
four  members  attended  every  meeting — viz.,  Messrs.  H. 
Antcliffe,  G.  Squire,  F.  W.  Whitworth,  and  H.  G.  Williams 
(Hon.  Secretary)  ;  five  attended  four  meetings — viz.,  Messrs. 
P.  Carr,  R.  D.  Douglas,  A.  Russell  Fox  (President),  J.  G. 
Jackson,  and  G.  T.  W.  Newsholme ;  Mr.  J.  B.  Pater 
attended  three  times,  Mr.  J.  Austen  twice,  and  Mr.  J.  F. 
Eardley  once. 

Mr.  C.  0.  Morrison,  Ph.C,  of  West  Street,  having  failed 
to  dispose  of  his  business  as  a  going  concern,  has  closed 
his  pharmacy  and  is  disposing  of  his  stock  and  fixtures  by 
auction.  The  stock-in-trade,  drugs,  etc.,  will  be  sold  at 
the  Auction  Mart  on  October  3,  and  the  fixtures,  etc.,  on 
the  premises  on  the  following  day.  Mr.  Morrison  has  been 
in  business  in  Sheffield  for  many  years,  and  it  is  a  deplor- 
able sign  of  the  times  that  an  old-established  business  like 
this  (it  was  founded  in  1831)  should  go  to  the  wall.  The  fact 
that  the  premises  will  ultimately  have  to  come  down  to 
provide  for  the  extension  of  the  Royal  Hospital  has,  no 
doubt,  militated  against  the  disposal  of  the  business. 

As  mentioned  in  the  last  issue  of  the  C.  <t  D.,  an  electrical 
exhibition  organised  by  the  Electric  Supply  Department 
of  the  Sheffield  Corporation  was  opened  on  Thursday, 
September  27,  at  the  Corn  Exchange.  A  number  of  exhibits 
of  interest  to  pharmacists  are  shown,  a  local  firm  (Ellis, 
Son  &  Paramore)  exhibiting  some  up-to-date  electrical 
surgical  and  optical  apparatus.  Another  local  firm  (W.  E. 
Brooke  &  Co.)  show  recent  inventions  in  x-ray  and  high- 


frequency  apparatus.  There  is  an  interesting  display  of 
electric  welding  and  metallurgical  work  and  air-purifying 
and  deodorising  apparatus.  Several  exhibitors  have  photo- 
graphic and  optical  apparatus,  and  Pawson  &  Brailsford 
show  an  automatic  photo-printing  lamp  for  producing  con- 
tinuous prints  in  blue  and  white  or  black  and  white.  The 
exhibition  is  well  worth  a  visit. 

Midland  Notes. 

An  appreciative  article  on  Mr.  F.  C.  Clayton,  J.P., 
Ph.C,  an  alderman  of  Birmingham,  appears  in  the  "Bir- 
mingham and  Moseley  Society  Journal." 

The  pharmacy  students'  classes  at  the  Technical  School 
began  last  week,  and  there  was  a  goodly  number  (fifty  or 
sixty)  attending  the  chemistry,  botany,  and  physics 
sections. 

At  Welton,  near  Daventry,  lives  an  old  man  103  years  of 
ao-e.  He  told  a  "  Mail "  interviewer  the  other  day  that  he 
had  just  had  a  bottle  of  medicine— the  first  in  his  life— 
and  "I  haven't  been  so  well  since,"  said  he. 

The  publication  of  the  will  of  Mr.  Lucas  came  as  a 
surprise  to  the  local  brotherhood,  for  he  had  for  some  time 
received  aid  from  the  Pharmaceutical  Benevolent  Jmnd, 
and  would  assuredly,  had  he  lived,  have  become  an  annuit- 
ant at  this  year's  election. 

Aston-juxta-Birmingham  is  indignant !  Some  years  ago 
(1889)  a  lion  escaped  from  a  menagerie  there,  and  sought 
refuge  in  a  sewer,  being  at  length  captured.  The  inhabit- 
ants have  been  teased  about  it  ever  since,  and  now  a  well- 
known  patent-medicine  vendor  is  using  the  incident  to  push 
his  wares. 

It  is  reported  that  Mr.  Charles  Thompson,  the  energetic 
and  genial  organiser  of  the  B.P.C.  doings  in  Birmingham 
this  year,- is  rather  ill,  and  perhaps,  while  all  regret  this 
very  much,  they  will  not  be  surprised,  for  the  work  done 
by  him  and  his  helpers  was  enormous.  All  wish  him  a 
speedy  recovery.  . 

From  a  talk  with  an  Indian  student  of  the  Birmingham 
University  it  seems  that  the  usual  methods  of  pronouncing 
"  chiretta  "  are  not  right.  He  thinks  "  kiretta  very  bad, 
and  "sheretta"  worse,  and  insists  upon  "  char-etta.  tie 
illustrated  this,  too,  by  the  pronunciation  of  cheeroot, 
which  means  cigar,  by  the  same  style,  "  char-root. 

Sources  of  Government  Vaccine-lymph. 
Before  Parliament  adjourned,  Sir  William  Collins,  M.P., 
tried  to  ascertain  from  the  President  of  the  Local  Govern- 
ment Board  what  the  lymph  made  by  the  Government  really 
is  and  Mr  John  Burns  told  him  it  came  from  Cologne.  We 
reported the  answers  at  the  time.  Then  Sir  William  Collins 
asked  by  letter  : 

Is  it  really  not  possible  to  say  whether  the  lymph  supplied 
bv  the  National  Vaccine  Establishment  was  derived  origin- 
ally from  the  small-pox  of  man,  the  pox  of  the  horse  or 
from  an  eruption  on  the  teats  of  a  cow,  and  if  the  lattei, 
whether  it  was  the  true  or  spurious  cowpox  > 
Mr.  Burns  replied  to  this  in  the  following  terms  : 

As  to  the  remote  ancestry  of  the  Cologne  lymph,  whether 
it  was  dorived  from  casual  cowpox  or  induced  cowpox,  we 
do  not  know.  The  Department  were  satisfied  when  it  was 
adopted  that  it  was  producing  and  had  long  been  producing 
in  calves  what  the  German  experts  regarded  as  characteristic 
vaccinia,  and  that  lymph  transmitted  from  such  calves  to 
babies  protected  them  against  small-pox. 

Notts  Notes. 

The  winter  session  of  the  Nottingham  and  Notts  Phar- 
maceutical Association  will  begin  early  next  month  with 
an  address  by  Dr.  W.  B.  Ransom,  F.R.C.P. 

The  Association  is  peculiarly  fortunate  in  securing  so 
distinguished  a  physician  to  inaugurate  the  session.  Dr. 
Ransom,  after  studying  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge  (of 
which  he  is  a  Fellow),  and  graduating  in  Arts,  studied 
medicine  in  University  College,  London,  and  graduated  as 
B.Sc.  (physiology)  and  M.D.  in  London.  He  is  physician 
to  the  General  Hospital,  Nottingham,  and  consulting 
physician  to  the  Notts  Consumption  Sanatorium.  He  has 
published  a  book  on  immunity,  and  his  published  papers 
deal  with  such  subjects  as  actinomycosis,  cardiac  affections, 
brain-tumours,  and  tuberculosis. 

It  is  understood  that  the  local  Association  committee  have 
arranged  a  good  programme  of  papers  on  trade  subjects, 
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and  the  social  side  will  not  be  neglected  ;  in  fact,  after  the 
formal  proceedings  on  the  opening  night  the  meeting  will 
be  purely  social. 

Th 3  .Wrong  Bottle. 
Mrs.  Ada  Williams,  wife  of  Mr.  G.  T.  Williams,  chemist, 
Cardiff,  accidentally  poisoned  a  neighbour,  named  Solomon, 
whom  she  was  nursing.  On  September  22,  Mrs.  Williams 
was  asked  by  the  deceased  for  some  panopeptone,  and  in 
mistake  gave  some  aconite-and-belladonna  liniment.  The 
Coroner  at  the  inquest  remarked  on  the  fact  that  the  pano- 
peptone and  liniment  bottles  wore  similar  in  shape  and  size. 
He  thought  some  provision  should  be  made  by  law  that  only 
poison-bottles  of  a  distinctive  shape  should  be  used.  The 
jury  returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  poisoning  through 
misadventure.  Mrs.  Williams,  who  was  prostrated  with 
grief,  was  arrested  and  charged  on  September  24  with  caus- 
ing Mrs.  Solomon's  death,  and  was  remanded. 

Machinery  Accident. 
A  deplorable  accident  happened  on  Thursday  evening 
'September  20,  to  Mr.  William  Desnois,  brother  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  Messrs.  Jules  Denoual  &  Co.,  Carlton  Works,  New 
Cross,  London.  Mr.  Desnois  was  accustomed  to  walk  round 
the  works  every  evening  just  before  the  machinery  stopped, 
and  on  the  Thursday  evening,  while  on  his  usual  tour  of 
inspection,  he  approached  a  mixing-machine.  For  some 
reason  which  has  not  been  ascertained  Mr.  Desnois's  left 
hand  was  caught  in  the  mixing-blades,  and  in  a  second  or 
two  the  whole  arm  was  dragged  in  and  fearfully  mangled. 
His  cries  brought  his  brother  to  his  assistance,  and  he  at 
once  shut  off  the  machinery,  thereby  avoiding  an  even  more 
serious  calamity,  as  the  younger  Desnois's  head  was  in 
danger  of  being  dragged  into  the  machinery.  First-aid  was 
rendered  to  Mr.  Desnois,  and,  this  done,  he  was  taken  to 
Guy  s  Hospital,  where  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  amputate 
the  arm  at  the  shoulder.  Mr.  Desnois,  who  is  twenty-six 
years  of  age,  showed  the  utmost  fortitude,  even  walking 
into  the  hospital  without  assistance.  He  is  makino-  a„ 
excellent  recovery  from  the  amputation,  and  no  complication 
has  followed. 

Not  a  Chemist. 
At  Portsmouth  on  September  24,  Percy  Bennett,  who  last 
week  had  described  himself  as  a  "  druggist  and  herbalist," 
was  brought  up  on  remand,  charged  with  performing  an 
illegal  operation.  Detective  Inspector  Matthews  said  that 
during  the  remand  it  had  been  discovered  that  the  defend- 
ant was  not  registered  either  as  a  chemist  or  a  druggist,  and 
had  no  right  to  the  description  "  druggist  "  ;  he  would  be 
more  properly  described  as  a  herbalist.  Over  his  shop  at 
lb  Lake  Road  was  the  term  "  Drug-stores."  Prisoner  was 
again  remanded  in  custody. 

Barring  Boots. 
Mr.  H.  Samuel,  a  Manchester  jeweller,  makes  it  one 
of  the  conditions  imposed  upon  his  assistants  that  if  they 
leave  his  service  they  will  not,  within  a  period  of  two  years 
accept  a  situation  with  Boots,  Cash  Chemists.  An  effort  is 
suggested  on  behalf  of  assistants  generally  to  test  the 
legality  of  Mr.  Samuel's  restriction,  which,  by  the  way,  is 
a  good  indication  that  Boots'  pressure  is  found  elsewhere 
than  in  the  drug-trade. 

Analyst's  Reports. 
Seven  samples  of  drugs  were  examined  in  Lambeth  durino 
the  past  fortnight.    All  were  genuine. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  public  analyst  of  Poplar 
states  that  two  samples  of  lemonade  were  examined,  and 
both  contained  a  minute  trace  of  metallic  impurity,  which 
appeared  to  be  tin,  but  there  was  an  insufficient  quantity 
of  either  sample  to  enable  him  to  ascertain  definitely  what 
metal  was  present.  One  of  the  lemonades  was  acidified 
with  phosphoric,  and  not  with  citric  acid,  and  was  there- 
fore adulterated. 

In  Hackney  last  quarter  the  public  analyst  examined 
the  following  samples  :  five  of  camphorated  oil,  six  of 
paregoric,  six  of  arrowroot,  five  of  malt-vinegar,  five  of 
pepper,  and  two  of  mustard.  Two  of  the  samples  of  malt- 
vinegar  were  adulterated  with  acetic  acid  derived  frcm  wcod 
or  other  material,  but  no  action  was  taken.  Two  of  the 
samples  of  camphorated  oil  were  deficient  in  camphor  to  the 


extent  of  69  per  cent,  and  5  per  cent.  In  the  former  case 
a  fine  of  10s.,  and  12s.  6d.  costs,  was  imposed;  in  the  case 
where  the  camphor  was  deficient  5  per  cent,  the  defendant 
pleaded  evaporation,  and  the  summons  was  dismissed  with 
10s.  costs  against  the  Council.

Corassa  Compound. 
At  the  Brighton  Police  Court  on  September  21,  William 
Henry  Hawkins  (62)  and  William  George  Hawkins  were 
charged  with  conspiracy  to  defraud  in  connection  with  the

sale  of  certain  medicines.    The  prisoners  are  father  and 
son,  and  have  carried  on  business  for  years  at  various 
addresses  in  Brighton  and  London,  trading  as  "Dr. 
Hawkins,  M.D.,  U.S.A.,"  "  Rev.    John   Wilson,"  and 
"Rev.  Thomas  Stone."    The  medicine  was  supplied  in  the 
form  of  powders  and  was  alleged  to  have  curative  powers 
in  forty-seven  diseases.    [One  of  the  medicines  sold  by  the 
prisoners  was  the  "  corassa  compound,"  well  known  to 
chemists  as  a  medicine  for  which  a  cipher  prescription  was 
supplied  (see  "Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  i.,  p.  756).] 
One  circular  stated  that  a  chemist  would  charge  for  making 
up  these  powders  28s.,. but  "our  charge  is  18s.  Qd.,  which 
is  really  cost-price."    One  of  the  powders  was  really  com- 
posed of  bromide  of  potassium,  bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  a 
little  powdered  cinchona. — Detective-inspector  Wood,  who 
arrested  the  elder  prisoner,  said  that  at  one  of  the  addresses 
he  found  a  barrel  of  powder  labelled  soda  and  a  large  stock 
of  the  powders. — Mr.  B.  A.  Cripps,  public  analyst  for  the 
borough  of  Bournemouth  and  practising  at  D' Avigdor  Road, 
Hove,  stated  that  he  examined  a  box  of  twenty-eight 
powders  which  was  given  to  him  by  Detective-inspector 
Wood.    He  analysed  them  and  found  that  the  powders 
varied  very  much  in  weight,  the  lightest  being  IO3  grains 
and  the  heaviest  51,  the  average  being  31^  grains.  They 
consisted  of  a  mixture  of  bicarbonate  of  sodium  72  per 
cent.,  bromide  cf  potassium  27.7  per  cent.,  and  the  remain- 
ing 3  per  cent,  was  accounted  for  by  impurities.    The  trade 
or  wholesale  cost  of  the  twenty-eight  powders  would  be 
about  one  penny.    A  chemist  might  make  up  the  twenty- 
eight  powders  for  about  Is.  6d.    The  corassa  compound 
consisted  of  potassium  bromide  56|  per  cent.,  sodium 
bicarbonate  38^  per  cent.,  and  powdered  cinchona-bark  4  per 
cent.    The  bark  gave  the  powders  a  dark  appearance,  and 
the  whole  twenty-eight  powders  could  have  been  purchased 
for  2d. — Dr.  E.  C.  Maguire,  police  surgeon,  was  examined 
as  to  the  suitability  of  the  powders  for  the  numerous  diseases 
mentioned  in  the  circulars,  and  he  stated  that  no  effect  would 
be  produced  if  the  powders  were  taken  but  once  a  day  as 
directed. — Other  evidence  as  to  the  large  number  of 
circulars  sent  out  by  accused  having  been  given,  the 
prisoners  were  remanded  till  October  1. 

Spurious  Beecham's. 

At  Chesterfield  Police  Court  on  September  24,  the  charge 
against,  John  Henry  Hempsall,  Chapel  Lane,  Chesterfield, 
of  obtaining  money  by  false  pretences  was  proceeded  with. 
(See  C.  &  D.,  September  22,  p.  453.)— Defendant  sold  pills 
in  bulk  to  a  shopkeeper  named  Annie  Gresn,  which  he  said 
were  Beecham's. — Other  shopkeepers  now  gave  evidence 
that  defendant,  trading  as  the  "East  Manchester  Drug 
Co.,"  tried  to  sell  them  pills  (360  for  2s.)  which  he  said 
were  bought  by  the   hundredweight  from  Beecham's. — 
William  Moss,  works  manager  for  Messrs.  Beecham,  St. 
Helens,  said  he  had  been  connected  with  the  firm  for  over 
thirty  years.    The  pills   sold  by   defendant  were  not 
Beecham's,  as  Beechman's  pills  are  not  sold  loose,  but  only 
in  boxes  cf  168  pills.    Defendant  was  not  a  traveller  for 
Beecham's,  and  the  East  Manchester  Drug  Co.  were  not 
customers  of  his  firm.    In  cross-examination  by  Mr.  Wilson 
he  said  the  pills  differed  from  Beecham  s  in  general  appear- 
ance as  well  as  in  smell,  taste,  and  colour.    The  outside  of 
the  pills  was  rougher  than  Beecham's  and  lighter  in  colour. 
Mr.  Wilson,  as  a  parting  shot,  said,  "  One  of  your  advertise- 
ments is,  '  Peace  on  earth  and  mercy  mild,  Two  for  a  man 
and  one  for  a  child,'  '  but  Mr.  Moss  at  once  replied,  "  You 
must  have  read  that  in  a  funny  paper" — a  reply  which 
evoked  much  laughter.— Mr.  Wiison,  addressing  the  Bench 
for  the  defence,  contended  that  the  prosecution  were  trying 
to  undermine  the  law  in  getting  beyond  the  evidence  of 
Mrs.  Green.    It  was,  he  added,  a  Beecham  prosecution 
and  a  very   good  advertisement   for  them.— Defendant 
denied  that  he  said  the  pills  were  Beecham's  or  that  he 
mentioned  Beecham's  name  at  all.    He  did  not  say  that 
he  was  related  to  Mr.  Furniss,  chemist,  but  that  "  his  wife's 
sister  married  Mrs.  Furniss's  brother." — The  Bench,  after 
a  few  minutes'  consideration  fined  the  defendant  10?.  and 
costs,  or  two  months'  imprisonment. 

The  Capsuloid  F.re. 

An  inquest  was  held  on  September  26  into  the  cause  of 
the  fire  at  the  premises  of  the  Capsuloid  Co.,  47  Hol- 
born  Viaduct,  Lcndon,  E.C.  (0.  <&D.,  September  15,  p.  419). 


The  Capsuloid  Co.  occupy  the  basement,  ground  and  first 
floors.  Mr.  William  Henry  Webb,  director  of  the  Capsuloid 
Co.,  said  that  while  in  his  office  he  heard  a  cry  of  "  Fire !  " 
from  the  street,  and  on  going  into  the  passage-way  on  the 
first  floor,  saw  a  small  jet  of  flame  issuing  from  a  partition. 
He  gave  instructions  for  the  fire-brigade  to  be  informed, 
and,  pending  their  arrival,  endeavoured  to  cope  with  the 
outbreak  by  means  of  buckets  of  water.  Suddenly  the  flames 
burst  out  fiercely  and  beat  him  back.  His  company's  stock 
included  some  celluloid  cases  ;  but  they  were  in  the  basement, 
and  the  fire  never  reached  there. — A  typist  on  the  company's 
staff  also  gave  evidence,  explaining  that  five  minutes  was 
wasted  in  calling  the  fire-brigade  owing  to  the  telephone 
exchange  not  acting  promptly. — The  jury  found  that  the 
fire  resulted  from  an  unknown  cause,  and  added  that  better 
means  of  exit  should  be  provided  by  the  firm  occupying  the 
upper  part  of  the  premises. 

Football. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  met  Tyneside  N.E.E.  in  a  Tyneside 
League  game  on  September  19,  and  scored  a  decisive  win  by 
six  goals  to  one.  Elliott  (3),  Embleton  (2),  and  Isaac  scored 
for  Pharmacy,  while  Yorke  replied  for  the  visitors. 

The  Swindon  Rates. 
Swindon's  latest  picture  postcard  depicts  a  scene  in  the 
pharmacy  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Borough  Finance  Com- 
mittee, which  has  increased  (owing  to  an  accident)  the 
tramway-rate  by  Is.  l^d.    The  postcard  bears  "A  little 
Advice  from  the  Chemist,"  who  is  speaking  to  a  customer  :

Tampering  with  Medicines. 
At  Monaghan  Guardians'  meeting  on  September  24,  a 
letter  was  read  from  the  Local  Government  Board  in  refer- 
ence to  the  tampering  with  the  supply  of  liquor  morphinee 
hydrochloride  The  Board  state  that  they  consider  there 
is  not  sufficient  ground  for  holding  an  inquiry  on  oath 
on  the  subject.  The  matter  is  to  be  investigated  by  the 
Guardians. 

Scene  in  a  Chemist's  Shop. 

An  exciting  scene  was  witnessed  on  Tuesday  afternoon 
in  the  branch  chemists'  shop  of  Messrs.  Hayes,  Conyng- 
ham  &  Robinson,  32  Upper  Baggot  Street,  Dublin.  A  tramp 
walked  into  the  premises  and,  picking  up  a  bottle  of 
medicated  wine,  threw  it  at  an  assistant's  head.  The 
latter  ducked,  and  the  bottle  hit  a  glass  case,  which  it 
shattered.  A  crowd  spesdily  gathered,  and  the  tramp  was 
given  into  custody. 
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Chemistry  Master  Wanted. 
The  appointment  of  a  new  headmaster  for  the  chemistry 
department  of  the  Belfast  Technical  Institute  was  con- 
sidered at  the  meeting  of  the  Library  and  Technical  Com- 
mittee of  the  Corporation  on  September  20.  The  majority 
of  the  members  thought  that  as  the  appointment  is  one 
of  the  most  important  they  will  have  to  fill  for  some  time 
to  come  the  salary  should  be  increased  from  310/.  to  350/., 
with  the  object  of  inducing  highly  competent  teachers  to 
become  candidates.  It  was  agreed  to  recommend  the  City 
Council  at  the  next  monthly  meeting  to  fix  the  salary  at 
350/.  per  annum,  the  committee  to  be  allowed  to  make  the 
appointment. 

Unreturned  Empties. 

To  the  Newry  Board  of  Guardians  Mr.  Fitzgerald,  solici- 
tor, Sligo,  wrote  on  behalf  of  Mr.  P.  N.  White,  chemist, 
Sligo,  claiming  12/.  3s.  3(/.  in  respect  of  empties,  and 
threatening  proceedings  if  the  money  were  not  paid.  The 
Guardians  decided  to  take  no  action  in  the  matter,  as  the 
Clerk  pointed  out  that  the  bottles  are  awaiting  removal  by 
Mr.  White. 

The  Local  Government  Board  has  replied  to  the  Cavan 
Board  of  Guardians  (see  C.  <t-  D.,  September  8,  p.  388)  that 
the  medical  officers  are  required  to  make  a  list  of  empties, 
and  the  dispensary  caretaker,  or  other  responsible  person, 
should  be  instructed  to  pack  them  at  a  remuneration  fixed 
by  the  Guardians  and  paid  for  by  the  contractors.  The 
L.G.B.  further  stated  that  in  the  event  of  its  becoming 
necessary  to  make  any  payment  to  the  contractors  for 
empties  not  returned  under  the  contract,  the  auditor 
may  hold  personally  liable  any  officer  by  whose  default  such 
payment  had  been  rendered  necessary.

Glasgow  Optical  Society. 
The  first  monthly  meeting  of  the  session  was  held  at  the 
Blythswood  Hotel,  320  Argyle  Street,  Glasgow,  on  Wed- 
nesday, September  5,  at  8  p.m.  The  President  (Mr.  H.  B. 
Doleman),  in  opening  the  proceedings,  drew  attention  to 
the  syllabus,  and  then  introduced  Dr.  William  Primrose, 
who  gave  a  lecture  on  "  The  Methods  Employed  in  the 
Examination  of  the  Eye."  The  lecture  was  much  ap- 
preciated on  account  of  its  great  educational  value.  The 
oculist's  systematic  examination  of  a  patient  was  fully 
explained  and  demonstrated  (practically)  both  by  the 
objective  and  subjective  methods. — The  lecturer  was 
heartily  thanked. 

Aberdeen  University  Quater-Centenary. 

The  celebration  of  the  completion  of  the  fourth  century 
of  the  Aberdeen  University's  existence  commenced  in  the 
Granite  City  on  Tuesday.  September  25,  when  delegates  from 
all  parts  of  the  world  were  received  by  the  Chancellor  (Lord 
Strathcona  and  Mount  Royal) .  the  Lord  Rector  (Sir  Frederick 
Treves,  Bart.,  F.R.C.S.).  and  the  Senate  of  the  University. 
The  reception  was  held  in  a  temporary  hall  built  by  Lord 
Strathcona,  a  procession  of  the  participants  walking  from 
the  Marischal  College  to  the  hall.  In  the  evening  the  Lord 
Provost  and  his  colleagues  gave  a  banquet  in  the  Music  Hall. 
On  Wednesday  honorary  degrees  were  conferred,  among 
those  getting  LL.D.  being  Sir  Henry  Roscoe,  Professor 
Liebreich  (Berlin),  and  Professor  Kobert  (Rostock).  On 
Thursday  the  King  at  1  o'clock  opened  the  new 
buildings  of  Marischal  College,  which  have  been  in 
hand  for  ten  years  and  are  the  finest  example  of  granite 
architecture  in  the  world.  They  have  cost  a  quarter  of  a 
million.  Several  departments  of  study  are  here  provided 
for  in  a  lavish  and  modern  manner,  the  provisions  including 
a  new  chemistry  department  which  occupies  almost  the 
whole  of  the  extension  towards  Broad  Street  of  the  north 
wing  of  the  quadrangle.  The  building  is  about  90  ft.  in 
length  by  60  ft.  in  breadth,  and  consists  of  three 
floors.  The  botanical  department  also  gets  a  new  lecture- 
room  and  several  laboratories.  On  Thursday  evening  Lord 
Strathcona  entertained  2,500  guests  to  dinner  in  the  Strath- 
cona Hall,  this  item  alone  costing  his  Lordship  9.000/.  The 
festivities  were  to  be  continued  on  Friday,  ending  with  a 
students'  symposium  that  evening. 

Entertaining  the  President. 

Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  is  one  of  the  guests  of  the  Aberdeen  University  this 
week,  and  the  chemists  of  that  city  and  district  entertained 
him  to  a  banquet  on  Wednesday  evening.  It  was  a  pleasant 
gathering,  for  when  Aberdeenshire  chemists  set  themselves 
out  to  entertain  any  distinguished  confrere  they  do  it,  and 
the  confrere  does  not  forget  it. 

The  Sawfly  and  the  Chemist. 

Judging  from  correspondence  in  Scotch  papers,  the  horned 
sawfly  (Sirex  gigas)  has  been  commoner  than  usual  in  these 
northern  parts.  Its  large  size  and  very  long  ovipositor  do 
not  contribute  to  that  "pleasing  appearance"  which 
Godfrey,  of  the  extract  of  elderflowers  fame,  regards  as 
"the  first  letter  of  recommendation."  So  thought  Mr.  A. 
Chalmers,  of  Newport,  Fife,  as  one  glided  into  his  pharmacy 
the  other  day. 

Praservatives  in  Milk. 
The  Local  Government  Board  for  Scotland  has  issued  a 
circular  to  the  local  authorities  on  this  subject,  especially 
calling  attention  to  the  fact  that  proceedings  may  be 
instituted  tinder  Section  3  or  Section  6  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Act,  1875,  notwithstanding  any  declaration  by 
milk-sellers  that  preservatives  are  in  the  milk.  The  Board 
has  been  advised  that  the  presence  in  milk  of  formalin  to 
an  amount  that  is  ascertained,  by  examination  within  three 
davs  of  collecting  the  sample,  to  exceed  1  part  in  4O.C0O 
(1  part  of  formic  aldehyde  in  100.000)  raises  a  strong  pre- 
sumption that  the  article  has  been  rendered  injurious  to 
health,  and  that  the  purchaser  has  been  prejudiced.  Similar 
presumption,  it  is  added,  is  raised  where  boron  preserva- 
tives are  present  in  milk  to  an  amount  exceeding  57  parts  of 
boric  acid  per  100,000,  or  40  grains  of  boric  acid  per  gal. 
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(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Paris  Correspondent.) 


A  Pharmacist  Assassinated. — The  last  Indo-Chinese 
mail  brings  news  of  the  assassination  of  M.  Mangin, 
military  pharmacist,  at  Haiphong  on  August  13.  A  dis- 
charged servant  is  supposed  to  be  the  murderer. 

Depositors  of  Serums. — The  Prefect  of  the  Ardeche 
Department  having  asked  the  pharmacists  if  they  would 
agree  to  become  depositors  of  serums,  the  Pharmacists' 
Association  voted  an  affirmative  reply,  with  a  rider  to  the 
effect  that  no  non-pharmacist  should  be  allowed  to  stock 
these  articles. 

The  Shah's  Pharmacist. — M.  Lecomte,  pharmacist- 
major  of  the  French  army,  is  attached  to  the  person  of  the 
Shah  of  Persia.  His  two  recent  communications  to  the 
Paris  Society  of  Pharmacy  were  (1)  a  note  on  Persian  wines 
and  (2)  a  simple  chemical  method  for  distinguishing  the 
materials  of  threads  in  mixed  woven  materials,  thereby 
facilitating  the  Customs  formalities  at  the  Persian  frontier. 

Boycotting  Unqualified  Retailers. — The  Pharmacists' 
Association  of  the  Cote  d'Or  Department  and  the  Eastern 
Pharmacists'  Federation  are  asking  wholesale  druggists, 
etc.,  to  sign  the  following  agreement  : 

I,  undersigned  [name],  druggist  at  [address],  being  de- 
sirous to  check  the  illegal  practice  of  pharmacy  which 
causes  such  grave  prejudice  to  pharmacists,  engage  myself 
not  to  deliver  to  grocers,  herbalists,  and  other  persons  not 
holding  the  pharmaceutical  diploma  any  pharmaceutical 
preparation,  exotic  plant,  or  other  simple  substance  of  a 
medicinal  character.  I  also  promise,  in  case  of  infraction 
(duly  proved)  of  above  engagement,  to  pay  the  sum  of  20?. 
to  the  President  of  the  [local]  Pharmacists'  Association. 
The  present  engagement  holds  good  for  five  years. 

It  appears  that  almost  all  the  drug-firms  of  the  district  have 
consented  to  sign. 

Foreign  Weighing-machines. — During  the  last  two 
years  several  pharmacies  at  Nice  and  on  the  Riviera  have 
installed  weighing-chairs  of  American  construction  in  their 
officines  for  the  use  of  their  Anglo-Saxon  clients.  The 
authorities  recently  demanded  the  removal  or  modification 
of  these  machines.  A  protest  was  addressed,  in  the  name 
of  the  Alpes  Maritimes  Association  of  Pharmacists,  to  the 
French  Minister  of  Commerce,  in  which  it  was  pointed  out 
that  they  are  simply  used  for  weighing  persons,  and  not 
for  buying  and  selling  goods.  The  Minister  replied  that  as 
most  of  these  weighing-machines  are  constructed  cn  a 
system  to  which  the  official  testing  and  stamping  has  been 
refused,  he  must  insist  upon  the  law  being  enforced.  A 
French  chemists'  journal,  commenting  on  this  deci- 
sion, says  that  a  doctor  may  have  such  machines  in  his  con- 
sulting-room without  let  or  hindrance,  and  concludes  that 
the  sooner  pharmacists  refuse  to  be  classed  as  tradesmen  the 
better. 

For  a  Bottle  of  Eau  de  Cologne. — One  of  Du  Maurier's 
inimitable  Anglo-French  jokes  was  that  of  the  English 
papa  who  enters  a  Paris  perfumery  and  says  :  "  Donnez-moi, 
s'il  vous  plait — I  say,  you  girls,  what's  the  French  for  '  Eau 
de  Cologne  '  ?  "  M.  Houdt  is  a  foreigner  also,  but,  being  of 
Belgian  nationality,  he  had  no  linguistic  difficulty.  So  he 
stepped  into  Madame  Latour's  perfumery,  rue  de  la  Paix, 
and  said,  "  I  am  Admiral  Fournier's  aide-de-camp,  and 
have  come  to  fetch  the  bottle  of  Eau  de  Cologne  he  has 
ordered."  Madame  Latour  locked  hard  at  her  client.  The 
buttonhole  of  his  impeccable  mouse-grey  frock-coat  was 
adorned  with  the  red  rosette  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  and 
his  elegance  faultless.  She  simply  replied  she  was  afraid 
there  was  some  error,  the  gallant  admiral  not  being  on  her 
books.  M.  Houdt  agreed  there  was  possibly  a  misunder- 
standing, and  asked  to  be  allowed  to  use  the  telephone.  A 
long  communication,  in  which  the  word  "admiral" 
punctuated  each  phrase,  gave  Madame  Latour  time  to  con- 
sider. She  delivered  the  bottle,  but  instructed  an  assistant 
to  track  the  customer.  Finding  himself  thus  followed, 
Houdt  took  to  flight,  and  the  assistant  called  a  policeman. 
It  is  said  he  is  an  old  gaol-bird,  although  belonging  to  a 
good  family  in  Belgium.  He  has  been  sentenced  to  a  year's 
imprisonment.

Cape  Colony. 

Mr.  John  Ronald  Wilson,  L.P.S.I.,  formerly  of 
Dergmoney,  Dublin  Road,  Omagh,  has  been  registered  as  w 
chemist  and  druggist  in  Cape  Colony. 

The  South  African  Exhibition,  to  be  held  in  London* 
next  year,  is  making  good  progr-ess.  The  Royal  Horticul- 
tural Society's  Hall  is  to  be  the  place,  and  the  time  Feb- 
ruary 13  to  March  18,  1907. 

Melville  C.  Cann,  who  was  employed  as  a  dentist  at  Dr.. 
Price's  establishment  at  the  corner  of  Longmarket  and  Par- 
liament Streets,  Cape  Town,  was  charged  at  the  ponce  court 
there,  on  August  31  and  September  4,  with  practising  as  a> 
dentist,  he  not  being  registered  under  the  Colonial  Medical 
and  Pharmacy  Act.  Proof  that  the  defendant  had  stopped 
a  tooth  and  charged  half  a  guinea  for  it  was  given,  also  that 
the  patient  was  informed  that  defendant  was  a  dentist.  His 
defence  was  that  he  is  an  American  and  a  Doctor  of  Dental 
Medicine  of  one  of  the  States.  The  Cape  Medical  CounciL 
had  refused  to  register  him  on  that  diploma,  as  British 
diplomas  only  are  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  Colonial  examina- 
tion.  Defendant  was  committed  for  trial. 

A  Municipal  Career. — The  "Cape  Times"  of  Septem- 
ber 5  published  a  sketch  of  Mr.  A.  Walsh's  life  as 
associated  with  municipal  affairs  in  different  centres  of 
South  Africa.  Mr.  Walsh,  who  is  standing  for  the  Cape 
Town  Council,  is  the  chairman  and  general  manager  of 
Messrs.  Lennon,  Ltd.,  in  South  Africa,  member  of  the 
Colonial  Pharmacy  Board,  and  Vice-President  of  the  Cape- 
Town  Chamber  of  Commerce.  From  1878  to  1880  he  was  a 
member  of  the  TJitenhage  Council,  and  from  1898  to  1902  a 
member  of  the  Port  Elizabeth  Council.  The  "ticket"  to 
which  he  belongs  numbers  six,  but  of  these  Messrs.  Ball, 
St.  Leger,  and  Walsh  are  generally  reported  as  the  best  men. 
Mr.  Walsh  is  a  good  speaker. 
Transvaal. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Dinwoodie,  President  of  the  Transvaal  Phar- 
macy Board,  has  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  in  Edinburgh  this  week. 

Morris  Minister,  a  Russian,  was  under  remand  when 
the  mail  left  Johannesburg  on  a  charge  of  selling  a  cake  of 
opium  to  a  Chinese  coolie. 

Trade- marks. — Applications  for  registration  of  the  follow- 
ing marks  were  gazetted  on  August  31  :  "  Imperial "  on  lion 
rampant,  for  photographic  plates,  by  the  Imperial  Dry  Plate- 
Co.,  Ltd.,  Cricklewood,  London;  "  Sanatagen,"  for  medi- 
cinal and  pharmaceutical  substances,  by  Bauer  &  Cie., 
Berlin,  S.W.,  48  Friederichstrasse  231;  and  "  Sanital,"  for 
toilet-preparations,  by  F.  A.  and  H.  C.  G.  Luyties,  Vande- 
venter  and  Laclede  Avenues,  St.  Louis,  U.S.A. 

Opium  Ordinance. — The  Opium-trade  Regulation  Ordi- 
nance was  passed  in  Council  on  August  4,  assented  to  by 
Lord  Selborne  on  August  18,  and  gazetted  on  August  31. 
It  contains  thirteen  sections,  and  comes  into  force  on- 
October  1,  1906.  Substantially  it  prohibits  the  importation, 
of  opium  and  extract  of  opium  into  the  Transvaal  by  any 
person,  other  than  a  registered  chemist  and  druggist,  subject 
to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  5021.  or  imprisonment  up  to  six 
months.  Chemists  may  only  import  on  permit  signed  by 
the  Colonial  Secretary.  Medical  practitioners  and  chemists 
may  buy  from  such  importers  on  orders  in  writing,  which 
are  to  be  filed  by  the  importer  so  that  they  may  be  open  to. 
inspection  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Pharmacy  Board,  who 
also  may  inspect  the  books  in  which  all  authorised  to  import 
or  sell  opium  have  to  record  particulars  of  each  sale  of 
opium  and  the  stock  held  of  it.    The  penalties  above  men- 
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turned  are  incurred  by  any  person  who  contravenes  the  pre- 
visions above  mentioned,  or  who  has  opium  in  his  possession 
except  for  medicinal  purposes.  Section  8  of  the  Ordinance 
is  the  longest  one,  and  deals  with  the  sale  of  opium  to 
Chinamen  or  similar  labourers.  For  such  a  permit  signed 
by  a  Resident  Magistrate,  or  similar  official  is  necessary, 
.such  permit  to  be  gocd  only  for  one  month,  and  to  cover  the 
sale  of  not  more  than  2  lb.  of  opium.  The  other  sections  of 
the  Ordinance  deal  with  police  powers  of  search,  and  pro- 
cedure for  infringement  of  the  law.  "  Opium  "  in  the  fore- 
going applies  also  to  the  extract. 

An  Assistant's  Discharge— At  the  Pretoria  Civil  Court 
on  Monday,  August  27,  Mr.  Alexander  A.  Lowe,  chemists 
.assistant,  sued  Messrs.  A.  A.  Bones  &  Co.,  chemists,  Church 
Street,  Pretoria,  for  47/.,  two  months'  salary,  in  lieu  of 
notice.  The  evidence  was  to  the  effect  that  the  plaintiff  on 
April  13,  1905,  was  engaged  as  the  manager  of  defendants' 
branch  in  Church  Street  West,  at  251.  a  month  and  a  room. 
On  August  13  he  received  one  month's  notice,  and  was  told 
to  work  it  out  at  the  East-end  shop.  On  August  15,  when 
going  out  to  lunch,  he  informed  Mr.  Bones  that  he  might, 
be  late,  as  he  was  to  look  for  a  room.  Later  in  the  afternoon 
he  telephoned  that  he  had  get  a  room  in  the  Daspoort  direc- 
tion, and  Mr.  Bones  replied:  "You  are  no  use 
to  me  in  Daspoort ;  come  to-morrow  morning  at  nine 
o'clock,  and  I  will  give  you  your  cheque."  Plaintiff 
went  to  defendant's  place  of  business  at  9  a.m., 
and  was  tendered  a  cheque  for  9/.  10*  ,  being  the 
amount  of  salary  to  date,  which  he  refused.  These  facts 
were  not  denied,  and  the  only  point  for  the  Court  was  the 
date  from  which  plaintiff  should  be  paid.— On  behalf  of 
plaintiff  the  case  of  Pemberton  v.  Kessell  was  cited,  in 
which  it  was  laid  down  by  the  Chief  Justice  that  notice 
given  during  the  month  only  takes  effect  from  the  first  of 
the  following  month. — For  the  defendants  it  was  ccntencled 
that  as  the  plaintiff  left  defendants'  employment  on  the 
afternoon  of  August  15,  that  was  sufficient  justification  for 
his  dismissal.  The  case  of  Smith  v.  Cold  Storage  was  in- 
stanced.—The  Magistrate  (Mr.  A.  F.  de  Villiers.  A.R.M.) 
held  that  plaintiff  absented  himself  in  gocd  faith,  and 
decided  in  his  favour  for  35/.  16s.  Qd.,  with  costs.

Celluloid  in  Japan.— As  the  Japanese  Government  is 
alleged  to  have  declined  to  supply  the  necessary  camphor, 
Mr.  Atkinson,  who  proposed  to  establish  a  celluloid- factory 
in  Japan,  is  reported  to  have  abandoned  the  project.— It  is 
stated  that  Mr.  Matsuda  Mataro,  of  Kobe,  has  made  arrange- 
ments, in  conjunction  with  other  local  Japanese  capitalists, 
to  establish  a  celluloid-manufacturing  company  with  a  fac- 
tory at  Takasago,  near  Akashi.  The  capital  is  to  be 
1,000.000  yen,  and  it  is  said  some  British  firms  have  been 
approached  in  the  matter.— The  principal  Japanese  pro- 
moters of  the  proposed  celluloid  company  to  be  established 
near  Osaka  by  Japanese  and  foreign  capitalists,  with  a 
capital  of  5,000,000  yen,  are  said  to  be  Baron  Shibusawa, 
Dr.  Soyeda,  and  others. 

Trouble  about  Morphine. — Procedings  were  taken 
before  the  Hong-ong  Magistrate  on  August  3  against 
Yansang  Loong  for  failing  to  declare  certain  compounds  of 
opium  imported  by  the  s.s.  iXubia,  and,  further,  for  im- 
porting opium  without  a  permit.  Evidence  was  called  to 
show  that  the  goods  (two  cases  of  morphine)  were  imported 
by  the  Nubia,  but  not  declared  by  anyone.  The  morphine 
was  despatched  to  the  Godown  Co.  and  delivered  on  a 
bill  of  lading  bearing  the  defendant's  chops  (trade-mark). 
For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the  morphine  was  not 
ordered  by  the  defendant's  firm,  and  was  not  received  by 
him,  it  being  owned  by  a  merchant  at  Canton,  who  in- 
structed the  London  firm  who  shipped  it  to  send  it  to  the 
defendant  in  Hong-Kong.  The  latter  knew  nothing  about 
it,  and  when  the  morphine  arrived  the  merchant  came  to 
Hong-Kong  and  got  the  defendant  to  countersign  the  bill 
of  lading,  saying  that  the  goods  were  "medical."  De- 
fendant was  ordered  to  pay  a  fine  of  $10  on  each  charge. 

The  Manganese-deposits  in  Murudu  Bay  (British  North 
Borneo)  are  being  worked,  and  arrangements  are  being  made 
tor  shipments  on  a  large  scale. 


Hmcncan  IRotcs.

Maine  is  a  Prohibition  State,  and  druggists  who  are 
not  permitted  to  sell  liquor  are  anxious  to  get  the  privilege 
of  selling  it  under  certain  restrictions. 

Mr.  Leo  Eliel,  a  well-known  pharmacist  of  the  pro- 
fessional type  in  South  Bend,  Indiana,  has  been  elected 
President  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr  Maklon  N.  Kline,  president  of  the  Smith,  Kline  & 
French  Co.,  wholesalers  and  manufacturers,  Philadelphia, 
is  a  candidate  for  the  mayoralty  of  his  city.  Mr.  Kline  has 
been  deeply  interested  in  public  affairs  for  many  years. 

Toothbrushes  as  Medicinal  Agents. — Recently  three 
drug  clerks  were  prosecuted  in  Boston,  Mass.,  for  the  sale 
of  toothbrushes  on  Sunday.  The  judge  held  that  tooth- 
brushes, under  a  reasonable  interpretaticn  of  the  law, 
might  well  be  considered  medicinal  agents,  and  the  de- 
fendants were  released. 

Dignified  Subjects  are  occasionally  discussed  at  pharma- 
ceutical meetings  in  America.  At  the  recent  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Kentucky  Pharmaceutical  Association,  for 
instance,  a  prize  was  offered  for  the  best  paper  with  the 
following  title  :  "  Honestly,  if  you  married  again,  would 
you  marry  a  druggist?  " 

The  Oklahama  Board  of  Pharmacy  is  one  of  the  few 
which  register  pharmacists  upon  diplomas  from  accredited 
colleges,  and  which  do  not  exact  an  examination  in  addi- 
tion thereto.  This  Board  has  recently  ruled  that  in  order 
to  be  registered  upon  diploma  a  candidate  must  be  a 
graduate  of  a  high  schocl  and  a  graduate  of  one  of  the 
pharmaceutical  colleges  represented  in  the  membership  of 
the  American  Conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Faculties. 

Sale  of  Carbolic  Acid. — The  pharmacists  of  Minnesota 
have  decided  to  work  for  the  enactment  of  a  law  restricting 
the  sale  of  carbolic  acid  to  physicians'  prescriptions.  The 
only  exceptions  will  be  when  the  acid  is  in  solutions  of  less 
than  5  per  cent,  strength,  and  when,  though  present  in 
greater  amount,  it  is  mixed  with  equal  quantities  of  alcohol 
and  glycerin.  Ordinances  of  this  character  have  proved 
very  successful  in  Chicago,  New  York,  St.  Paul,  and  San 
Francisco. 

The  American  Druggists'  Syndicate  seems  to  be  meet- 
ing with  considerable  success.  This  is  the  organisation 
formed  some  months  ago  for  the  co-operative  manufacture 
of  a  large  line  of  specialities  for  sale  by  retail  druggists. 
About  2,000  subscribers  have  joined  the  concern,  and  Dr. 
J.  Jungmann,  a  prominent  New  York  pharmacist,  is  active 
in  the  management  of  the  syndicate.  He  and  Mr.  C.  H. 
Goddard,  the  promoter  and  secretary,  recently  visited  the 
druggists'  associations  in  the  Middle  West  in  the  interests 
of  the  syndicate. 

Druggist  Postmasters. — In  the  larger  American  cities 
many  druggists  carry  on  sub-stations  for  the  governmental 
Post  Office  Department.  There  are  perhaps  sixty  pharma- 
cists in  New  York  City  acting  in  this  capacity  for  the 
greater  convenience  of  the  public.  At  the  last  Session  of 
Congress  insufficient  money  was  appropriated  for  carrying 
on  this  feature  of  the  Department's  work,  and  druggists  all 
over  the  country  have  been  notified  that  their  salary  or 
allowance  will  be  cut  down  about  one-third.  This  has  pro- 
voked a  storm  of  protest,  and  many  of  the  New  York  drug- 
gists have  declared  that  they  will  not  trouble  themselves 
with  the  innumerable  details  of  the  work  unless  they  are 
properly  remunerated  for  it. 

Pure-food  Law. — A  great  deal  of  interest  is  being  mani- 
fested in  the  pure  food  and  drug  law  enacted  by  the  recent 
Congress.  It  does  not  take  effect  until  January  1,  but 
meanwhile  several  moot  points  are  to  be  decided  by  govern- 
mental rules  and  regulations.  LTntil  these  have  been 
settled,  manufacturers  and  wholesalers  can  do  nothing  to 
conform  with  the  law.  They  are  anxious  to  comply  with 
its  requirements  as  early  as  they  can  in  order  that  January  1 
will  find  as  few  non-conforming  goods  as  possible  in  the 
hands  of  dealers  throughout  the  country.  A  governmental 
Board  has  been  appointed  to  frame  the  regulations,  and  the 
Chairman  is  Dr.  H.  W.  Wiley,  chief  chemist  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.    This  Board  had  hearings  in  New 
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York  beo-imin^  cn  September  17,  and  interested  manu- 
facturers and  wholesalers  were  invited  to  be  present  to  state 
their  cases. 

Against  Narcotics. — A  druggist  of  Kansas  City  was 
recently  fined  $1,000  for  selling  liquor  and  cocaine  contrary 
to  the  liquor  and  anti-narcotic  laws  of  the  .State.  Several 
State  pharmaceutical  associations  have  decided  to  seek  the 
enactment  of  more  rigorous  anti-narcotic  laws.  The  last 
decision  of  this  kind  was  taken  by  the  North  Carolina 
Association.  In  San  Francisco,  since  the  earthquake  and 
fire  the  local  Board  of  Supervisors  has  passed  an  ordinance 
putting  into  effect  the  model  anti-narcotic  law  of  the 
A.  Ph. A.  The  latter  is  now  in  force  in  several  States  and 
cities.   

Canadian  Botes. 

(From  the  "  C.  &  D."  Correspondent.) 


Honey— A  laboratory  report  issued  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Maefarlane,  chief  analyst  of  the  Inland  Revenue  Depart- 
ment of  Canada,  and  dealing  with  honey,  states  that  of 
ffty-four  samples  examined,  forty-four  were  found  to  be 
genuine.  The  highest  adulteration  was  found  in  the 
samples  taken  in  Manitoba,  three  of  the  four  examined 
being  declared  adulterated. 

A  Remarkable  Operation  was  performed  on  Engineer 
Glover  on  September  7,  in  the  Medicine  Hat  General  Hos- 
pital, by  Dr.  C.  F.  Smith  and  Dr.  Goodman.  In  a  collision 
at  that  place  a  week  previously  Glover's  back  was  broken 
and  the  spinal  cord  mangled.  No  hopes  of  his  recovery 
could  be  entertained  unless  the  cord  could  be  replaced,  and 
this  operation  was  undertaken,  the  spinal  cord  of  a  dog 
being  used  to  take  the  place  of  the  original  one  for  about 
an  inch.  The  case  is  being  watched  with  extreme  interest 
by  Medicine  Hat  practitioners. 

When  the  Hy.  K.  Wampole  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  manu- 
facturers of  drug  specialities,  decided  to  invade  the  Cana- 
dian market  some  years  ago,  they  established  a  house  in 
Toronto,  and  installed  as  manager  Mr.  Harry  W.  Brick  a 
man  in  whom  Mr.  Wampole  placed  such  confidence  that  he 
gave  him  power  of  attorney  to  do  business  as  he  pleased. 
For  a  number  of  years  this  confidence  seemed  to  be  war- 
ranted, and  Brick,  who  was  a  keen  business  man  and  well 
liked,  built  up  a  very  large  trade  for  the  company  through- 
out the  Dominion.    A  short  time  ago  it  was  decided  to 
remove  the  business  from  Toronto  to  Perth,  Ont.,  and 
thither  Brick  went  as  manager.    On  June  30  he  visited 
Toronto,  leaving  two  days  afterwards  for  parts  unknown,  a 
defaulter  to  the  Wampole  Co.  to  the  tune  of  over  $40,000. 
In  addition  to  this  amount  he  is  said  to  be  indebted  to  the 
Toronto  Baseball  Club,  of  which  he  was  Secretary  last 
season,  to  the  sum  of  $3,000.    It  is  now  believed  that  Brick 
is  in  Japan,  and  warrants  for  his  arrest  have  been  prepared 
at  the  instance  of  a  guarantee  company,  which  has  had  to 
make  good  a  part  of  his  defalcations,  and  they  will  be 
executed  as  soon  as  Brick  is  located.    In  connection  with 
this  matter,  it  has  just  transpired  that  Mr.  H.  K.  Wampole, 
the  millionaire  head  of  the  company,  has  become  a  nervous 
wreck,  and  while  being  taken  from  his  home  in  Philadelphia 
to  a  sanatorium  in  New  York  escaped  from  his  nurse  at 
Jersey  City.    It  is  thought  that  worry  caused  by  Brick  s 
unfaithfulness,  and  the  belief  that  his  partners  in  the  busi- 
ness would  think  him  careless  in  the  management  of  the 
firm's  affairs,  brought  on  Mr.  Wampole's  breakdown. 

Since  the  foregoing  was  received  from  our  Canadian  corre- 
spondent we  learn  that  Mr.  Wampole's  body  was  found  on 
Thursday,  September  13,  floating  in  the  Hudson  River  oft 
the  Wee'khawken  shore.  It  is  believed  that  he  committed 
suicide  by  jumping  from  a  ferry-boat.  _ 

In  the  Far  West.— Mr.  Joseph  H.  Emery,  Victoria,  B.C., 
has  been  elected  President  of  the  British  Columbia  Phar- 
maceutical Association.  Mr.  Emery  is  an  English  phar- 
macist—It rarely  happens  that  a  druggist  is  appointed 
coroner,  but  that  is  the  recent  experience  of  Mr  Robinson 
Ventress,  who  is  in  business  at  Duncans,  Vancouver 
Island  —A  movement  has  been  started  for  considering  the 
advisability  of  forming  one  Pharmaceutical  Association  to 
include  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British 
Columbia. 


Colonial  ano  foreign  mewa. 

German  Saccharin-makers'  Gold-mine.— Under  the 
Artificial  Sweeteners  Act  of  1902  the  German  Government 
has  paid  as  compensation  to  the  owners  of  saccharin  fac- 
tories, which  were  stopped  in  April  1902,  200,000?.  as  indem- 
nity. This  has  been  distributed  between  the  makers  and 
the  displaced  officials  and  workmen. 

German  Drug  and  Chemical  Trade.— Business  in  medi- 
cinal drugs  and  chemicals  with  the  apothekers  in  Germany 
during  August  showed  the  usual  summer  dulness ;  on  the 
other  hand,  there  was  a  brisk  demand  for  technical  drugs 
and  chemicals  for  industrial  purposes.  It  is  stated  that  the 
consumption  is  so  heavy  that  a  comparative  scarcity  is  felt 
in  crude  chemicals,  and  manufacturers  are  not  disposed  to 
enter  into  large  contracts  for  forward  delivery. 

Ditty-free  Alcohol  Wanted.— At  a  recent  meeting  at 
Antwerp  of  delegates  from  Belgian  pharmaceutical  societies, 
the  innovations  of  the  Belgian  Pharmacopoeia  were  dis- 
cussed It  is  considered  that  pharmacists  should  have  some 
compensation  for  procuring  the  new  apparatus,  etc., 
ordered,  as  well  as  for  increased  analytical  work  imposed 
by  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  and  it  was  proposed  that  this 
might  be  met  by  (1)  granting  duty-free  alcohol  for  phar- 
maceutical preparations,  (2)  limiting  the  right  of  medical 
men  to  dispense  their  own  medicaments  to  a  certain  degree, 
and  (3)  putting  wider  restrictions  on  the  sale  of  medicaments 
outside  pharmacies. 

Tuscan  Borax  —The  production  of  boric  acid  in  Tuscany 
averages  about  2,700  tons  per  annum,  of  the  approximate 
value  of  1,350,000  lire  (54,0001.).  This  industry  had  its 
halcyon  days  during  a  period  of  some  forty  years  when 
both  the  producers  and  the  parties  to  whom  they  sold  their 
output  for  a  term  of  years  obtained  practically  their  own 
prices.  But  the  discovery  of  borax  in  California  and  else- 
where brought  about  a  great  change  in  this  respect,  the 
Tuscan  industry  is,  however,  looking  up,  as  there  is  an  in- 
creasing consumption  of  borax  and  boric  acid,  and  the  out- 
look is  more  favourable  now  than  it  has  been  for  some  years 

^Cancer-research  Congress.  The  first  International 
Conoress  for  Cancer-research  was  held  at  Heidelberg  on 
September  25,  a  new  cancer-hospital  and  research  labora- 
tories beino-  opened  at  the  same  time.  The  new  buildings 
cover  liarly  a'n  acre,  and  have  cost  over  40.000/.  up  to  the 
present,  the  laboratories  being  still  incomplete.  ;  The 
laboratories  are,  it  is  said,  to  test  all  cancer  cures .  A* 
the  Congress  papers  were  read  by  Professors  von  Ley  den 
and  Czerny  on  the  problem  of  the  curative  treatment  of 
the  disease  and  unexpected  recovery  from  it.  A  formal 
reception  in  the  Town  Hall  closed  the  day  t .proceedings. 
The  Congress  was  resumed  at  Frankfort  on  September  26 
when  papers  on  cancer  in  mice  and  the  curative  effect  of 
Roentgen  rays  in  human  cancer  formed  the  principal  part  of 
the  business:  A  resolution  for  the  establishment  of  an  in- 
ternational society  to  combat  the  disease  was  unanimously 
adopted.

Cence  on  the  organisation,  the  method  of  working,  and  the 
Wness  attitude8of  the  State  chemico-analytical  institutes.

Pharmacy  Act,  1868. 

Serpents*  Eggs. 
At  the  Burnley  Police  Court  on  September  26,  Ralph  Hard- 
acre,  shopkeeper,  322  Gannow  Lane,  was  summoned  under 
Section  17  of  this  Act  for  selling  poison  not  properly 
labelled.  The  evidence  of  a  constable  was  that  on  Septem- 
ber 13  he  purchased  from  defendant  several  boxes  of  ser- 
pents' eggs,  which  were  analysed  by  Mr.  R.  St.  George  Ross, 
F.I.C.,  borough  analyst,  and  were  found  to  contain  94  per 
cent,  of  mercury  sulphocyanide,  a  scheduled  poison.  Mr. 
Ross  stated  in  evidence  that  three  or  four  eggs  would  cause 
a  child's  death.  Defendant  said  he  did  not  know  the  things 
were  poison,  and  was  fined  10s. 


Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cassia. 

At  Northallerton  on  September  19,  a  charge  against  Mary 
Ann  Urry,  of  Osmotherley,  for  selling  cassia  adulterated 
with  6  per  cent,  of  sand,  was  dismissed  on  payment  of  5s. 
costs.  She  said  the  cassia  was  sold  exactly  as  she  had 
bought  it. 


City  Court  Case. 

An  Oil-contract. 
At  the  City  of  London  Court  on  September  25  the  case  of 
Klausner  v.  Roscoe  was  heard  by  Judge  Rentoul.  On  be- 
half of  the  plaintiff,  an  oil-merchant,  it  was  alleged  that  he 
on  April  20  entered  into  a  contract  with  the  defendant,  also 
an  oil-merchant,  to  supply  him  with  twenty-five  barrels  of 
American  cotton-seed  oil  at  21s.  per  cwt.,  twenty-five  barrels 
of  salad  oil  at  24s.  per  cwt.,  and  five  barrels  of  white  Winter 
salad  oil  at  25s.  per  cwt.  Only  four  barrels  of  oil  as  speci- 
fied had  been  delivered,  and  the  plaintiff  claimed  527.  as 
damages  for  breach  of  contract,  alleging  that  it  was  on 
account  of  a  rise  in  the  market  that  the  oil  was  not  de- 
livered. The  refusal  by  plaintiff  of  a  parcel  delivered  also 
came  into  the  case.  The  plaintiff's  principal  witness,  Mr. 
Hyman  Klausner,  explained  that  the  oil  was  bought  "  on 
the  spot" — i.e.,  that  it  was  lying  in  England  ready  for 
delivery  in  seven  to  fourteen  days.  It  was  also  contended 
that  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  inspection  and  that  he  was  not 
called  upon  to  pay  on  pro  forma  invoice.  Mr.  A.  W.  Knight, 
Crosby  Square,  Mr.  Horace  Lewis,  of  Mr.  D.  T.  Boyd's, 
Mincing  Lane,  and  Mr.  Baker,  of  Mr.  Frederick  Boehm's, 
16  Jewry  Street,  gave  evidence  on  these  points.  Mr.  Tindal 
Bayis;  for  the  defendant,  said  if  he  had  refused  to  allow  the 
plaintiff  to  inspect  he  was  justified  in  doing  so,  but,  in  fact, 
there  had  been  no  refusal  on  the  defendant's  part,  inasmuch 
as  delivery  was  not  to  take  place  until  after  the  end  of  June, 
that  was  the  total  delivery.  The  defendant  was  never  under 
any  obligation  to  deliver  the  oil  until  called  upon  to  do  so. 
Evidence  for  the  defence  was  called,  and  Mr.  Simon  Rosen- 
thal, the  defendant  (who  trades  as  Roscoe),  was  under 
examination  when  the  hearing  was  adjourned. 

Count}'  Court  Cases. 

Pushing  Medicines. 
At  Blackpool  County  Court  on  September  19,  George  Holt, 
of  69  Albert  Street,  South  Shore,  sued  Mr.  Craddock, 
harness-manufacturer.  Walsall,  for  11.  10s.  6(7.  for  medicine 
supplied.  Defendant's  solicitor  said  his  client  defended 
the  case  in  the  public  interest.  Plaintiff,  he  said,  was  a 
quack  doctor  who  went  about  pressing  his  medicines  on 
persons,  but  defendant  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  him 
or  his  preparations.  Plaintiff  sent  medicines  to  defendant 
without  any  order  whatever,  and  although  they  were 
refused  an  account  for  1/.  10s.  6(7.  was  rendered.— Judg- 
ment was  given  for  defendant,  who  was  allowed  11.  railway 
fare,  27.  2s.  expenses,  and  costs  on  the  higher  scale. 

A  Bottle-account. 
At  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  September  25.  before  Judge 
Smyly,  Messrs.  Barnett  &  Foster,  Niagara  Works  Ea<de 
Wharf  Road,  N.,  sued  Mr.  Geo.  Llovd.  Much  Wenlock  "to 
recover  3?.  14?.  6(7.  for  bottles  supplied.    The  plaintiffs'  case 


was  that  the  defendant  ordered  through  their  traveller 
twelve  gross  of  bottles,  which  were  supplied,  but  on  being 
tendered  he  refused  to  accept  them  and  said  they  had  never 
been  ordered.  The  defendant's  contention  was  that  ho 
ordered  twelve  dozen  as  a  trial,  not  twelve  gross,  and  his 
Honour,  after  questioning  plaintiffs'  representative,  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  traveller  had  made  a  mistake. 
Judgment  accordingly  for  defendant,  with  costs.

Mr.  Walker  was  a  native  of  Letham,  Fifeshire,  and  served 
his  apprenticeship  in  Cupar.  He  was  afterwards  an 
assistant  with  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.,  Edin- 
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burgh,  and  on  the  passing  of  the  1868  Pharmacy  Act  he 
entered  for  the  Modified  Examination  and  qualified.  He 
was  in  business  at  14  Sciennes  Road  for  upwards  of  thirty 
years.  He  was  an  expert  photographer,  and  was  one  of 
the  first  chemists  in  Edinburgh  to  take  up  the  photographic 
side-line.  Mr.  Walker  had  for  the  last  twenty  years  taken 
cycling  tours  in  the  Highlands  with  his  camera,  and  used 
to  give  lantern-exhibitions  of  his  various  excursions.  He 
also  published  an  illustrated  description  of  his  tours  in 
the  Highlands.  He  had  recently  visited  the  Isle  of  Skye 
in  this  way,  and  when  he  returned  home  he  complained  of 
feeling  unwell.  He  supposed  himself  to  be  suffering  from 
indigestion,  but  his  medical  attendant  diagnosed  what 
turned  out  to  be  a  cancerous  tumour  of  the  liver,  and  his 
condition  was  hopeless.  Mr.  Walker  was  of  a  quiet,  retir- 
ing disposition.  He  did  not  take  any  prominent  part  in 
trade  matters,  all  the  time  he  could  spare  from  his  business 
being  given  up  to  photography.  He  is  survived  by  Mrs. 
Walker,  two  sons,  and  a  daughter.  The  younger  son, 
William,  is  a  chemist  and  druggist,  and  will  carry  on  the 
business.

To  Destroy  W.\srs.  cyanide  is  the  usual  and  the  effective 
chemical  to  place  at  the  mouth  of  their  nests.  But  there  are 
obvious  objections  to  laying  it  about,  and  there  is  also  the 
minor  one  that  it  renders  the  maggots  poisonous  and  conse- 
quently unfit  for  use  as  fishing-bait,  for  which  in  some  parts 
thev  are  much  sought  after.  Bisulphide  of  carbon  is  fully  as 
effective.  A  good  method  of  employing  it,  especially  when  the 
nest  is  not  in  a  vertical  line  with  the  opening,  is  to  cover  the 
mouth  of  the  nest  with  a  big  handful  of  cotton-wool,  and 
heavily  saturate  that  with  the  liquid.  Tho  vapour  descends 
and  permeates  all  the  crevices.  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  acid 
that  the  destroyer  must  steal  upon  his  victims  in  the  night 
season. 
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Cbemists'  Winoows. 


A  typical  window  of  a  modern  high-class  London  phar- 
macy is  depicted  this  week,  but  the  design  of  the  shop-front 
(by  Messrs.  S.  Maw,  Son  and  Sons)  is  so  elegant  that  we 
have  included  the  whole  as  a  complete  picture.  The  phar- 
macy is  that  of  Messrs.  Cooper  &  Co.,  24  Sloane  Street, 
London,  S.W.  This  is  a  business  established  in  1851  by 
Mr.  Day,  and  it  was  acquired  by  Mr.  Albert  Cooper,  of 
Gloucester  Road,  South  Kensington,  a  few  years  ago,  when 
he  had  a  new  front  put  in  the  shop.  Old  Spanish  mahogany 
is  the  wood  solely  used  in  the  fittings,  and  everything  is  as 
elegant  as  good  taste  and  pure  design  can  make  it.  As 
for  display  of  goods,  there  is  none  ;  the  pyramids  of  cartons 
in  the  corners  of  the  photograph  were  a  temporary  tribute 
to  modern  convention  which  was  promptly  suppressed.  Mr. 
Cooper  does  not  believe  in  displaying  goods  in  his  shop- 
window  ;  the  emblems  of  his  craft  sufficing,  with  his  repu- 
tation, for  his  business-purposes.  It  may  also  be  noted 
that  in  some  West-end  pharmacies,  particularly  those  with 
family  connections,  window-displays  of  goods  might  be 
detrimental  to  business  rather  than  beneficial.

Solubility  of  Benzoates. — R.  PaietU  ("Bull.  Chim. 
Farm.  Fasc."  and  "  Apoth.  Zeit.,"  1906,  737)  has  determined 
the  solubilities  of  the  undernoted  benzoates  ir.  water,  with  the 
results  mentioned — the  figures  being  the  weight  in  grams  of 
the  anhydrous  salts  in  100  grams  of  the  solution. 

Strontium  Bcnzoate  crystallises  with  one  molecule  of 
water,  which  is  dispelled  at  130°  to  140°.  Sol.  5.31  at  15.7°, 
increasing  to  5.77  at  40.9°. 

Potassium  Bcnzoate,  KC;H502,3H.O.  Sol.  41.1  at  17.5°, 
increasing  to  46.6  at  50°. 

Lead  Bcnzoate,  Pb^HsOj^ILO.  Made  by  interaction 
of  sodium  benzoate  and  lead  nitrate.  Sol.  0.149  at  18°,  in- 
creasing to  0.31  at  49.5°. 

Zinc  Bcnzoate,  ZnfCyHsOj^.  Made  by  interaction  of 
sodium  benzoate  and  zinc  sulphate.  Sol.  2.55  at  15.9°, 
decreasing  gradually  to  2.05  at  31.3°  and  1.45  at  59°. 

Radium  Emanations.— The  toxic  action  on  animals  of  the 
emanations  from  radium  have  been  further  studied  by 
Bouchard  and  Balthazard  ("  Lancet,"  September  15,  1906).  It 
has  been  previously  shown  that  radium  emanations  are  toxic 
to  mice  and  guinea-pigs  when  administered  by  the  respiratory 
tract,  and  these  investigators  have  now  proved  that  the 
emanations  are  toxic  to  guinea-pigs  when  radio-active  sul- 
phate of  barium  is  introduced  into  the  peritoneum.  Two 
grains  of  the  salt  having  an  activity  of  5,000,  and  containing 
about  5  to  6  mgm.  of  sulphate  of  radium,  was  inserted  in  a  sac 
of  collodion  and  introduced  into  the  peritoneal  cavity  under 
aseptic  conditions  after  laparotomy.  Guinea-pigs  treated  in 
this  manner  died  on  the  tenth  to  the  fifteenth  day.  It  was 
found  that  the  emanations  were  localised  chiefly  in  the  supra- 
renal capsules. 

Rue  Oil.— Carette  ("Jour,  de  Pharm.  ot  de  Chem."  1906, 
ii.,  58)  has  examined  samples  of  rue  oil  distilled  from  plants 
not  identical  with  Buta  graveolens,  which  yields  the  usual 
commercial  oil.  These  plants  were  obtained  in  Algeria,  where 
the  oil  is  distilled  at  two  different  seasons — the  "summer 
essence"  being  apparently  the  product  of  B.  montana,  while 
the  "  winter  essence"  is  distilled  from  B.  braeteosa.  The  oil 
from  B.  montana  consists  chiefly  of  methyl-nonylketone,  and 
it  therefore  solidifies  easily  in  winter.  Its  melting-point  lies 
between  +5°  and  +8°.  The  oil  from  B.  braeteosa  does  not 
solidify  till  about  -18°,  and  remains  liquid  up  to  -10°.  This 
oil  consists  almost  entirely  of  methyl-heptyl-ketone,  the  other 
ketone,  so  characteristic  of  most  rue  oils,  being  practically 
absent.  The  author  has  also  examined  the  oil  said  to  bo 
distilled  from  B.  Corsica,  a  plant  found  in  the  Corsican  moun- 
tains. This  examination,  together  with  that  of  the  plants 
themselves,  has  convinced  the  author  that  B.  Corsica  is  in 
reality  identical  with  B.  braeteosa.  He  finds  all  the  oils  from 
every  species  of  rue  to  be  soluble  in  two  or  three  volumes  of 
70-per-cent.  alcohol.

The  Medicine- stamp  Revenue 

which  was  sailing  on  so  serenely 
up  to  1902,  and  since  that  date  has  staggered  downwards 
so  that  last  year  it  was  ten  thousand  golden  sovereigns  less 
than  four  years  previously,  was  evidently  cheeked  by  some 
specific  cause,  and  there  is  only  the  judgment  in  Fanner  v. 
Glyn-Jones  in  1903  adequately  to  account  for  it.  It  can 
hardly  be  that  the  trade  in  patent  medicines  generally  has 
declined,  for  it  is  contrary  to  all  sense  and  experience  that 
the  number  of  licensees  should  go  steadily  up  while  the 
sales  licensed  went  steadily  down.  Moreover,  chemists 
know  very  well  in  their  own  businesses  that  they  are  now 
selling  dozens — in  some  cases  grosses —  of  packets  unstamped 
which  four  years  ago  they  would  have  stamped.  Do  we,  then, 
save  a  pound  a  year  each  on  the  average  ?  If  the  defendant 
in  the  case  cited  really  ladles  out  to  the  trade  some  10,000/. 
a  year  in  hard  cash — and  it  looks  as  if  this  is  a  simple  solid 
fact — a  statue  of  him  somewhere  wrestling  with  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  would  not  be  a  too  extravagant 
acknowledgment  of  the  service.  But  if  it  is  easy  to 
account  for  the  decline  in  stamp-revenue,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  explain  the  unvarying  rise  year  by  year  in  the 
number  of  licensed  vendors.  Chemists  are  now  only  about 
a  fourth  of  the  whole  body,  and  it  is  certain  that  the  in- 
crease does  not  come  from  them.  Grocers  and  drapers  are 
adding  drug-departments  to  their  businesses,  but  it  is  pro- 
bably the  case  that  when  they  do  this  one  or  more  chemists 
disappear.  It  has  been  assumed,  too,  that  the  tendency  of 
the  times  has  been  towards  larger  retail  establishments  and 
fewer  of  them.  This,  too,  would  diminish  the  number  of 
licences.  The  theory  that  the  Revenue  authorities  are  now 
more  particular  about  unqualified  vendors  of  exempted 
drugs  would  explain  a  sudden  spurt,  but  the  mystery  here 
is  that  a  thousand  new  vendors  are  added  to  the  roll  every 
year. 

No  Chemist  can  Stock 

every  new  proprietary  remedy  as  it 
comes  out ;  no  one  expects  him  to  do  so.  Even  if  the  manu- 
facturer protect  the  profit  on  it  through  the  P.A.T.A.,  all 
he  fairly  earns. by  that  policy  is  a  claim  to  a  sympathetic 
attitude  from  the  retailers.  But  supposing  that  the  article 
introduced  is  one  which  a  chemist  may  creditably  sell,  what 
ought  to  be  anticipated  when  it  is  not  kept  and  customers 
ask  for  it  ?  And  what  is  the  course  usually  taken  ?  A 
manufacturer  of  a  gout-remedy  writes  to  the  P.A.T.A. 
organ,  and  makes  the  remarkable  statement  that  on  asking 
for  his  own  article  at  chemists'  shops,  he  has  been  simply 
told  that  it  is  not  kept  in  96  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  and  only 
in  4  per  cent,  has  the  offer  been  made  to  obtain  it.  If  this 
statement  is  arithmetically  accurate,  the  gentleman  has 
a.  distinct  grievance.  It  is  just  in  the  early  days  of  a 
speciality  that  a  manufacturer  needs  the  assistance  of  the 
retailer;  and  if  he  has  shown  himself  considerate  towards 
the  latter,  he  has  aright  to  look  for  reasonable  consideration 
in  return  more  frequently  than  once  in  twenty-five  times. 
Nor  is  it  his  interest  alone  that  is  involved.  A  customer 
who  wants  a  new  thing  may  be  foolish,  but  he  has  a  right 
to  his  foolishness,  and  assuredly  if  in  his  quest  for  the 
novelty  he  is  defeated  at  twenty-four  shops,  he  will  be 
likely  to  become  an  eternal  customer  at  the  twenty-fifth 
where  it  is  courteously  obtained  for  him.  The  place  that 
he  will  religiously  avoid  will  be  the  one  where  he  gets 
lectured  on  the  insanity  of  his  demand. 


The  Middleman 

in  the  drug-trade  has  to  justify  his  existence 
every  now  and  then.  No  more  than  anybody  eke  can  he 
claim  that  he  "must  live."  Direct  trading,  the  abolition 
of  intermediate  profits,  and  co-operative  buying  are  dis- 
covered and  re- discovered  every  winter  session  by  the  local 
economist,  but  the  middleman  lives  on,  and  apparently 
flourishes  abundantly,  for  we  read  just  now  of  a  large 
London  firm  of  this  character  removing  to  premises  four 
times  as  extensive  as  those  they  have  hitherto  occupied. 
There  was  a  paper  on  "  Co-operative  Buying,"  contributed 
to  the  Commercial  Section  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  which  was  a  little  novel  in  that  the  author  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  as  soon  as  a  chemists'  club  got  large 
enough  to  yield  profit  worth  having,  a  distributor  became 
necessary,  and  that  he  was  in  fact,  if  not  in  name,  a  middle- 
man or  jobber.  It  scarcely  needed  a  formal  paper  to  esta- 
blish this  obvious  fact,  but  it  is  as  well  that  it  should  be 
emphasised  occasionally.  It  is  not  doubted  that  half-a- 
dozen  chemists  can  often  save  a  few  shillings  by  buying  in 
association;  but  for  general  trade  the  middleman  is  likely 
to  be  wanted  for  many  years  yet. 
The  Tabloid  Interview, 

or  series  of  interviews,  reported  last 
week,  was  at  least  amusing,  and  from  some  points  of  view 
may  be  said  to  have  been  amazing.  It  was  hardly  the  fault 
of  the  deputation  if  their  representations  appeared  to 
assume  that  the  trade  of  the  nation  was  at  their  back.  Nor 
certainly  could  the  firm  interviewed  be  held  responsible  for 
any  such  pretension.  All  they  had  done  was  to  give  a 
courteous  hearing  to  the  complaints  made  against  them.  It 
is  the  journalists,  if  anybody,  who  are  to  be  blamed  for  in- 
vesting a  discussion  initiated  by  probably  fewer  than  fifty 
persons  with  an  air  of  national  importance.  The  gentlemen 
who  pleaded  so  earnestly  with  Mr.  Wellcome  for  an  addi- 
tional farthing  profit  on  some  of  his  products  were  no  doubt 
duly  authorised  to  express  the  aspirations  of  the  London 
and  the  Eastbourne  Chemists'  Associations.  But,  dealing 
with  the  former  only — for  it  might  carry  special  weight  on 
account  of  its  comprehensive  title — it  ought  to  be  made 
clear  to  the  pharmacists  of  Siberia,  Patagonia,  Bithynia, 
and  other  parts  of  the  earth  that  the  London  Chemists' 
Association  is  very  far  from  representing  the  chemists  of 
London,  and  farther  still  from  voicing  the  sentiments  of 
the  chemists  of  Great  Britain.  Many  of  us  have  to  con- 
sider the  farthings,  and  most  of  us  are  glad  enough  to  take 
as  many  of  them  as  come  our  way ;  but  it  can  hardly  be  that 
a  moiety  of  us  are  disposed  to  go  on  our  bended  knees  to 
any  firm  to  beg  for  them.  Nor  would  we,  I  imagine,  endorse 
the  line  of  argument  which  the  deputation  adopted,  which 
seems  to  have  been  that  we  want  to  supply  the  public  with 
the  best  medicines,  but  we  really  cannot  do  this  for  15  per 
cent,  profit,  but  would  do  so  for  25  per  cent.  How  is  that 
for  pharmaceutical  ethics  ? 

Two  Pictures 

in  an  old  history -book  of  my  childhood  came 
back  vividly  to  my  recollection  as  I  read  the  reports  to 
which  I  am  alluding.  One  represented  the  barons  at  Runny- 
mede — fine,  gallant  warriors  encased  in  perfectly  fitting 
suits  of  armour,  and  all  with  drawn  swords — surrounding 
King  John  and  pointing  with  their  swords  to  the  Charter 
which  they  demanded  he  should  sign.  The  poor  king 
was  resting  his  head  on  his  right  hand — had  a  headache 
apparently — and  seemed  ready  to  sign  anything  to  get  rid 
of  his  unwelcome  visitors.  The  other  picture  showed 
Edward  III.  at  Calais,  crown  on  head  and  sceptre  in  hand, 
and  before  him  the  "six  principal  citizens"  of  the  con- 
quered town  with  halters  round  their  necks,  abjectly  im- 
ploring his  mercy.  I  was  wondering  which  of  these  scenes 
to  suggest  to  Mr.  Reynolds  as  the  model  for  his  great 
pictorial  record  of  last  week's  historic  event.

Ebltodat  Comments, 


China  and  Opium. 

The  Chinese  Imperial  Edict  to  the  effect  that  the  importa- 
tion of  opium  into  China  and  the  cultivation  of  the  poppy 
in  China  will  cease  ten  years  hence  is  one  of  those  astounding- 
things  that  occasionally  come  from  the  oldest  people  in  the 
East.  The  Edict  was  issued  at  Peking  on  September  20, 
and  Dr.  Morrison,  correspondent  of  the  "  Times,"  in  send- 
ing word  about  it  added  :  "  The  Edict  is  satisfactory  as  a 
preliminary  measure,  though  it  is  not  unlike  Edicts  issued 
in  the  past."  At  this  distance  from  the  enforcement  of  the 
Edict  it  would  be  vain  to  speculate  upon  the  influence  of 
the  move  upon  the  markets,  but  certain  features  about  the 
matter  are  even  now  of  particular  interest  to  our  readers 
and  may  be  indicated.  The  probability  that  China  would 
cease  to  be  a  market  for  Indian  opium  has  long  been  fore- 
seen, as,  apart  from  the  influence  of  the  anti-opium  agita- 
tion, the  extension  of  poppy-cultivation  in  China  and  the 
keen  interest  taken  by  Chinese  experts  in  improving  the 
quality  of  opium  have  made  those  interested  in  Indian 
economics  look  round  for  a  substitute  for  the  poppy  or 
an  outlet  for  the  produce  of  poppy-fields.  The  latter  is  an 
improbable  solution  of  the  difficulty  because  Indian  opium 
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is  remarkably  poor  in  morphine,  3  to  4  per  cent,  being  the 
normal  amount,  with  nareotine  a  trifle  higher.  The  opium 
is  valued  by  the  Chinese  and  other  opium-smokers  on 
account  of  its  flavour,  just  as  certain  kinds  of  tobacco  with 
low  nicotine-content  have  a  flavour  which  makes  them 
preferred  by  cigarette-smokers.  In  certain  parts  of  China  an 
opium  very  similar  to  the  Indian  is  produced,  as  well  as  two 
other  kinds  with  higher  morphine-content,  the  worst  (for 
smoking)  going  up  to  8  and  9  per  cent,  of  morphine.  The 
extent  to  which  the  poppy  is  cultivated  in  China  has  never 
been  accurately  ascertained  by  Europeans.  Fifteen  years 
ago  Sir  George  Watt,  in  writing  on  the  subject,  stated  that 
in  1880  the  opium  produced  by  the  Chinese  themselves 
amounted  to  about  20,000,000  lb.  per  annum.  In  1890  India 
produced  13,300,000  lb.,  of  which  two-thirds  only  went  to 
China,  so  that  of  the  opium  consumed  in  China  at  that 
time  more  than  three-fourths  was  made  in  the  country. 
The  proportion  has  been  growing  since,  for  imports  of 
Indian  opium  have  been  decreasing  and  poppy  cultiva- 
tion has  been  extending  in  China,  On  the  latter  point 
Mr.  J.  W.  Jamieson,  British  Commercial  Attache  at 
Peking,  in  his  annual  report  states  that  the  cultivation  of 
opium  is  extending  in  Manchuria  and  Ssuch'uan,  the  latter 
province  producing  upwards  of  250,000  piculs  in  1903— that 
is,  over  33,000,000  lb.  Ssuch'uan  was  at  one  time  a  great 
wheat  producer  and  exporter,  but  since  the  rapid  extension 
of  poppy-cultivation  that  export  has  ceased,  and  has  been 
replaced  by  opium,  which  is  a  much  more  profitable  crop,  it 
being  reckoned  that  a  field  of  opium  is  worth  to  a  farmer 
eight  times  as  much  as  a  field  of  wheat.  These  figures  refer 
only  to  one  province,  yet  they  exceed  Sir  George  Watt's 
figures  for  the  whole  of  China  in  1880.  Dr.  Morrison,  of 
the  "Times,"  gives  a  graphic  account  of  poppy-cultiva- 
tion in  a  book  published  a  few  years  ago.  Therein 
he  says  : 

From  the  time  I  left  Hupeh  till  I  reached  the  boundary  of 
Burma,  a  distance  of  1,700  miles,  I  never  remember  to  have 
been  out  of  the  sight  of  the  poppy.  The  largest  growers  of 
the  poppy  in  China  are  the  family  of  Li-Hung  Chang.  The 
Chinese  do  not  want  our  opium — it  competes  with  their  own. 
During  the  year  1893  2.250  tons  of  opium  was  exported  from 
Szechuen,  1,350  tons  from  Yunnan,  and  450  tons  from  Kwei- 
chow.  Edicts  are  still  issued  against  the  use  of  opium. 
They  are  drawn  up  by  Chinese  philanthropists  oyer  a  quiet 
pipe  of  opium,  signed  by  opium-smoking  officials,  whose 
revenues  are  derived  from  the  poppy,  and  posted  near 
fields  of  poppy  by  the  opium-smoking  magistrates  who  own 
them. 

Over  9,000,000  lb.  is  represented  in  these  figures,  which  do 
not  take  into  account  internal  consumption.  There  are 
some  later  figures.  Tang-Shao-Yi,  one  of  the  most  eager 
advocates  of  opium-restriction  in  China,  has  stated  that 
native  opium  is  produced  to  an  extent  ten  times  greater  than 
that  of  the  imported  article — in  the  proportion  of  30,000 
tons  (67,200,000  lb.)  to  3,000  tons  (6,720,000  lb.)— i.e.,  per 
annum.  These  figures  suffice  to  show  that  this  is  not  a 
question  mainly  of  Indian  opium,  although  that  happens  to 
be  the  sole  point  which  has  determined  the  anti-opium 
movement  in  this  country.  How  long  wiil  it  take  China  to 
suppress  the  cultivation  of  poppies  that  yield  67,200,000  lb. 
of  opium  yearly  ?  Considering  alone  the  monetary  interests 
involved,  we  think  ten  years  far  too  short  a  warning  of  the 
beginning ;  while  the  habits  of  the  people,  the  pleasure  and 
the  vice  involved  in  opium-smoke,  suggest  a  century  rather 
than  a  decade  as  a  period  of  warning.  India  has  a  million 
a,cres  under  the  poppy  ;  and  the  revenue  obtained  from  the 
produce  is  so  precarious  that  Government  officials  would 
gladly  replace  the  export-duty  on  opium  by  something  more 
certain.  The  Chinese  Edict  may  help  towards  that  end,  but 
as  an  effort  to  stop  the  national  indulgence  of  the  Empire — 
well,  "that  is  another  story." 


A  Quater-Centenary. 

There  is  an  old  University  Town 

Between  the  Don  and  the  Dee. 
It  is  not  possible  in  the  space  at  our  command  to  do 
reportorial  justice  to  the  proceedings  which  are  this  week 
marking  the  celebration  of  the  fourth  centenary  of  the 
foundation  of  the  Aberdeen  University,  but  we  may  at 
least  indulge  in  a  slight  reflection  upon  what  the  University 
has  meant  to  Scotland,  and  especially  the  North  of  Scotland. 
The  first  of  the  Tudor  kings  was  on  the  throne  of  England 
when  a  papal  bull  established  a  college  of  learning  at 
Aberdeen  in  1495.  Accident  of  circumstances  has  delayed 
the  celebration  until  the  present  year,  but  it  is  not  altogether 
accident  which  has  made  the  leading  figure  in  this  week's 
magnificence  one  of  those  sons  of  the  soil  for  whom  the 
Aberdeen  University  has  meant  so  much — Lord  Strathcona 
and  Mount  Royal,  Chancellor  of  the  University.  Perhaps 
only  Scotchmen  can  fully  appreciate  the  work  that  has  been 
done  by  this  University,  for  only  they  with  their  know- 
ledge of  the  doric  can  pick  out  from  among  their  fellows 
those  who  are  Aberdeen  awa',  and  it  is  astonishing  how  many 
there  are  of  comparatively  humble  parentage  and  high  learn- 
ing who  hold  leading  places  in  all  parts  of  the  earth.  These 
men  are  leal  to  their  Alma  Mater,  which  is  the  crown  of  a 
system  of  county  education  unequalled  in  the  world  for 
cheapness  and  thoroughness.  There  is  scarcely  a  parish 
school  in  Aberdeen  and  adjacent  counties  where  some  lad  is 
not  early  and  yearly  marked  for  sending  to  the  University. 
His  father  may  be  earning  less  than  a  sovereign  a  week  and 
there  may  be  the  better  part  of  a  dozen  children  at  home, 
but  these  are  not  obstacles  to  the  parish  schoolmaster. 
Generations  of  benefactions  and  mortifications  have  made 
the  way  easy,  and  a  10/.  bursary  with  a  sack  of  meal  has 
sufficed  to  set  a  lad  cheerily  to  Aberdeen  for  a  winter's  work. 
So  the  old  Granite  City  has  turned  out  many  a  host  of  men  to 
labour  in  higher  rank  than  that  they  were  born  to,  and  not 
a  man  of  them  whose  heart  is  not  warm  to  his  Alma  Mater, 
doing  for  her  what  he  can.  With  William  Forsyth  they 
have  felt  : 

My  heart,  half  fu'  o'  kindly  wunncr, 

Wundrin'  whar  the  lads  micht  be, 
Has  socht  them  mony  a  mile  asunner, 

O'er  the  lan'  an'  o'er  the  sea — 
In  hamely  hooses,  puir  and  prudent, 

Socht  my  kind  auld  neighbours'  cheer, 
An'  followed  mony  a  pale-faced  student 

Workin'  for  his  winter's  lear. 


Stamped  Medicines. 

"Xrayser"  on  a  previous  page  reckons  from  the  figures 
regarding  medicine-stamps  which  we  gave  last  week  that 
the  drug-trade  owes  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  10,000/.  a  year  for 
securing  the  exemption  of  known,  admitted,  and  approved 
remedies.  We  would  not  willingly  rob  the  chemist-barrister 
of  a  single  farthing  that  rightly  belongs  to  him,  and  without 
putting  Ransom  v.  Sanguinetti  in  the  scales  against  Farmer 
v.  Glyn-Jones,  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  if  the  deci- 
sion in  Farmer  r.  Glyn-Jones  has  appreciably  influenced 
the  sale  of  medicine-stamps.  The  presumption  is  that  it 
must  have  done,  but  do  the  official  figures  show  it  ?  We 
are  inclined  to  the  view  that  they  do  not ;  indeed,  we 
believe  it  could  be  shown  that  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  defence 
has  apparently  increased  the  revenue  from  medicine-stamps. 
The  action  against  him  commenced  early  in  1902,  and  was 
heard  by  the  Magistrate  in  April  of  that  year.  It  was 
carried  to  appeal,  and  decided  in  Mr.  Glyn-Jones's  favour 
in  April  1903.  That  brought  Exemption  3  into  force  at 
once,  but  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  almost  immediately 
declared  that  the  use  of  ailment-names  would  thenceforth 
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involve  liability  to  duty,  but  this  was  not  enforced  until 
April  1,  1904.  Now,  at  which  of  these  years  are  we  to 
reckon  the  influence  of  the  Exemption  3  case  ?  If  from  the 
time  it  first  came  into  court,  the  comparison  must  be  with 

1901-  2,  and  taking  l^d.  and  3<7.  stamps  only  as  those  most 
used  on  chemists'  own  specialities,  we  find  that  since  that 
year  the  annual  increase  amounts  for  the  four  years  to 
6,259,907  stamps  at  l£d.  (39,166/.)  and  3.427,751  at  Zd. 
(42,846/.)  more  than  in  1901-2,  or  a  total  increase  of  82,012/. 
Should  we  charge  that  against  Mr.  Glyn-Jones  ?    Not  if 

1902-  3  is  to  be  taken  as  the  last  of  the  old  regime.  If  that 
be  done,  then  1,395,937  stamps  at  l±d.  (8,725/.)  and  100,489 
at  Zd.  (1,256/.)  are  the  figures  of  the  decrease  for  the  three 
years — a  total  of  9,981/.  less.  There  is  thus  a  choice 
between  a  loss  of  82,000/.  and  a  saving  of  9,981/.  if  we 
assume  that  the  official  statistics  have  been  influenced  by 
the  decisions  in  the  above-mentioned  cases.  Our  own  opinion 
is  that  it  is  still  too  early  to  estimate  the  effect  of  the 
decisions,  and  that  a  more  careful  analysis  of  the  figures 
has  to  be  considered.  When  we  look  back  on  the  revenue 
for  several  years  we  observe  a  drop  in  alternate  years  ;  thus 
1905-6  is  less  in  l^d.  stamps  than  1904-5  but  more  than 

1903-  4,  and  the  latter  less  than  1902-3  but  more  than  1901-2, 
and  so  on.  The  same  is  true  of  Zd.  stamps,  but  1904-5  was 
the  record  high  year  in  these.  The  6d.  and  Is.  stamps 
showed  a  drop  in  1903-4,  and  since  then  increases  over 
1901-2 — indeed,  the  Is.  stamps  in  1905-6  numbered  134,357, 
compared  with  131,674  in  the  previous  highest  year  (1902-3). 
One  important  fact  that  examination  of  the  annual  returns 
brings  into  relief  is  the  marked  increase  in  the  sale  of 
higher-priced  stamps.  The  lgrZ.  stamps  have  since  1898-99 
increased  by  10  per  cent.,  but  in  the  same  period  Zd.  and 
6d.  have  increased  50  per  cent.,  Is.  by  25  per  cent.,  2s. 
stamps  have  practically  doubled,  and  3s.  stamps  have  more 
than  doubled.  This  comparison  is  the  most  interesting 
point  in  the  patent-medicine  trade.  The  makers  of  new 
articles  find  the  market  so  full,  and  the  expenditure  on  in- 
troduction so  great,  that  it  does  not  pay  them  to  market  a 
Is.  lgfZ.  article.  This  is  an  actual  fact,  and  not  one  deduced 
from  the  above  statistics.  It  accounts  in  part  for  the  check 
to  the  upward  tendency  of  l-$d.  stamps  as  compared  with 
the  higher  denominations.  There  is  a  grain  of  comfort  in 
this  to  chemists  and  druggists,  for  if  the  Inland  Revenue 
authorities  were  convinced  that  the  revenue  is  really  suffer- 
ing from  the  decisions  of  1903,  retailers  would  have  heard 
about  it  long  ere  now.  Exemption  3  is  being  given  a  fair 
trial,  but  as  yet  it  has  not  been  officially  tested  in  a 
systematic  manner,  and  what  the  result  might  be  if  a  few 
active  inspectors  were  to  add  this  group  to  others  which  they 
have  hitherto  watched  is  too  awful  to  conjecture. 


Disinfectants  in  Victoria. 

The  Board  of  Public  Health  of  Victoria  have,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Pure  Food  Act,  1905,  issued  as  a  circular 
the  following  regulations.  The  importance  of  these  is  that 
if  standards  for  disinfectants  are  agreed  on  by  Victoria  and 
Queensland  they  will  probably  be  adopted  by  the  Com- 
monwealth Government  to  apply  to  all  importations  into 
•Australia  : 

1.  Any  person  packing  or  selling  any  substance  or  com- 
pound under  the  name  or  description  of,  or  apparently  with 
the  intention  that  the  same  may  be  used  as,  a  disinfectant  or 
germicide  shall,  in  or  on  any  label  attached  or  affixed  to  any 
package  containing  such  substance  or  compound,  set  out 
explicit  information  and  directions  as  to 

(a)  the  strength  or  proportion  and  the  manner  in  which 
such  substance  or  compound  must  be  used  in  order 
that  it  may  act  as  a  disinfectant  or  germicide ; 


(J)  any  matter,  or  condition,  or  circumstance,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  which  the  disinfecting  or  germicidal  effect  of 
such  substance  or  compound  is  counteracted  or  ren- 
dered inoperative,  or  is  interfered  with. 

2.  Any  person  packing  or  selling  any  substance  or  com- 
pound under  the  name  or  description  of,  or  apparently  with 
t  ie  intention  that  the  same  may  be  used  as,  an  antiseptic, 
shall,  in  or  on  any  label  attached  or  affixed  to  any  package 
containing  such  substance  or  compound,  set  out  explicit  in- 
formation and  directions  as  to 

(a)  the  strength  or  proportion  and  the  manner  in  which 
such  substance  or  compound  must  be  used  in  order 
that  it  may  act  as  an  antiseptic ; 

(b)  any  matter,  or  condition,  or  circumstance  in  the  pre- 
sence of  which  the  antiseptic  effect  of  such  substance 
or  compound  is  counteracted  or  rendered  inoperative, 
or  is  interfered  with. 

3.  Any  person  packing  or  selling  any  substance  or  com- 
pound under  the  name  or  description  of,  or  apparently  with 
the  intention  that  the' same  may  be  used  as,  a  preservative, 
shall,  m  or  on  any  label  attached  or  affixed  to  any  package 
containing  such  substance  or  compound,  set  out  explicit  in- 
formation and  directions  as  to 

(a)  the  nature  of  the  active  agent  or  agents  in  such  pre- 
servative substance  or  compound ; 

(6)  the  strength  or  proportion  and  the  manner  in  which 
such  substance  or  compound  must  be  used  in  order 
that  it  may  act  as  a  preservative ; 

(c)  the  articles  of  food  for  sale  with  which  such  substance 
or  compound  may  lawfully  be  mixed  or  incorporated, 
and  the  proportion  above  which  such  substance  or 
compound  must  not  be  mixed  with  or  incorporated  in 
any  article  of  food  for  sale  ; 

(d)  any  matter,  or  condition,  or  circumstance  in  the  pre- 
sence of  which  the  preservative  action  of  such  sub- 
stance or  compound  is  counteracted  or  rendered 
inoperative  or  ineffectual,  or  is  interfered  with. 

4.  These  regulations  shall  take  effect  from  December  31, 
1906. 

5.  Any  person  contravening  any  of  these  regulations  shall 
be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

Endeavours  are  being  made  to  obtain  data  for  establishing 
a  bactericidal  standard,  and  manufacturers  of  disinfectants 
desiring  to  present  their  views  on  the  matter  should  com- 
municate with  Dr.  Norris,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Health,  Melbourne.  From  what  we  can  gather  it  seems 
probable  that  a  carbolic-acid  standard  will  be  adopted. 


More  about  Drugs. 

In  our  issue  of  September  22  we  published  several  notes 
regarding  recent  Continental  observations  on  calumba,  nux 
vomica,  and  other  drugs.  We  now  add  to  these  some  facts 
about  cascarilla  and  strophanthus  which  appear  to  us  to 
deserve  the  attention  of  British  druggists  and  pharmacists. 
Cascarilla 

is,  historically  at  least,  a  drug  of  some  importance,  and 
medicinally  it  has  been  so  good  a  thing  that  we  have  often 
felt  it  would  be  more  appreciated  if  we  had  the  old-time 
drug  to  work  with.    But  in  these  days  when  pharma- 
cologists frighten  folk  with  what  they  say  about  physio- 
logical standardisation  and  the  accuracy  of  active  prin- 
ciples, general  practitioners  are  prone  to  think  that  the 
alleged  cures  with  such  drugs  as  cascarilla  were  imaginary. 
We  have  indicated  that  we  believe  they  were  not.  Cas- 
carilla is  a  singularly  peculiar  drug,  which  for  a  generation 
at  least  has  been  changing,  owing  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
districts  where  it  was  wont  to  be  collected  the  plants  have 
become  extinct,  and  the  collectors  have  gathered  bark  in 
other  districts  from  apparently  similar  plants.    On  this 
subject  there  is  an  interesting  paper  by  C.  Hartwich  in  the 
"  Apotheker  Zeitung  "  (1906,  776),  the  contents  of  which 
we  here  indicate  in  a  general  way.    First  it  may  be  noted 
that  the  exports  of  cascarilla  from  the  Bahamas  in  the 
'fifties  varied  from  10  tons  13  cwt.  to  68  tons  8  cwt.  annually. 
The  greatest  amount  exported  in  a  single  year  was  622  tons 
in  1870 — an  extraordinary  figure,  but  it  is  given  by  Herr 
Hartwich.    In  the  first  half  of  last  century  the  bark  was 
obtained  from  Croton  Cascarilla,  Bennet  (Clutia  Cascarilla, 
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L.j,  but  in  1861  Dr.  W.  F.  Daniell,  F.R.S.,  stated  that  the 
ordinary  cascarilla  of  commerce  was  obtained  from  Croton 
eluteria,  Bennet.  He  mentioned  five  other  species  as 
flourishing  in  the  West  Indian  Islands,  and  the  curious  will 
find  all  particulars  in  "  Phar.  Jour,  and  Trans.,"  2,  iv.,  144 
and  226.  More  recent  writers  on  the  pharmacognostic  side 
show  that  these  species  have  gradually  been  drawn  upon,  all 
being  known  to  the  natives  as  cascarilla.  Herr  Hartwich 
has  himself  examined  the  barks  which  have  come  into  the 
market  during  the  past  five  years,  and  from  the  microscopic 
and  other  characters  he  comes  to  the  conclusion  that  there 
are  no  fewer  than  eight  distinct  barks  in  "  cascarilla."  We 
give  quite  briefly  his  sortings  of  five  parcels  : 

1.  Hamburg  Import:  Contained  (a)  bark  with  whitish 
cork  and  strong  bitter  taste;  (£>)  similar  to  a,  but  micio- 
scopically  different ;  (c)  brownish  cork,  taste  very  bitter  like 
strychnine. 

2.  From  Bahama  Islands  to  Hamburg  :  (a)  same  as  la  ; 
(b)  brownish-yellow  bark,  very  bitter  and  aromatic  taste; 
(e)  thin,  green  bark,  Litter  and  aromatic  taste  somewhat 
nutmeg-like. 

3.  From  Bahama  Islands  to  Hamburg :  A  bark  the  same 
as  2c. 

4.  London  Import :  This  contained  two  kinds  of  bark,  one 
with  brown  and  the  other  white  cork  ;  taste,  aromatic  bitter. 
They  were  old  and  young  bark  from  the  same  species. 

5.  London  Import :  Consisted  of  two  distinct  species — 
(a)  thin  bark  with  whitish  cork,  green  underneath,  strong 
bitter  and  slightly  aromatic  taste;  (6)  thick  bark  with  green 
cork. 

For  the  microscopic  details  we  must  refer  the  interested  to 
the  original.  Naylor's  work  on  the  chemistry  of  cascarilla 
has  already  proved  that  care  is  necessary  in  the  selection 
of  this  di'ug  for  medicinal  purposes,  and  now  Hartwich's 
revelation  that  a  selection  of  eight  kinds  is  represented  in 
commercial  supplies  surely  suffices  to  account  for  a  once 
highly  esteemed  medicine  falling  into  disrepute. 
Strophanthus 

is  another  drug  of  more  recent  introduction  which  tends 
to  go  the  way  of  cascarilla.  Many  lament  that  the  first 
method  of  importing  it  as  the  entire  fruit  was  abandoned, 
for  it  was  then  easy  to  tell  if  it  was  the  right  kind  as 
ordered  by  Fraser.  Since  the  seed  alone  came  to  be 
imported  we  have  got  into  a  tangle  of  botanical  origins, 
and  Mr.  E.  W.  Mann  remarked  in  his  recent  Conference 
paper  that  a  botanist  must  aid  the  chemist  in  determining 
whether  a  supply  of  seed  is  right  or  not.  Messrs.  Ca3sar 
and  Loretz  in  their  report  give  figures  which  corroborate 
Mr.  Mann  in  regard  to  variation  in  commercial  supplies. 
In  the  course  of  some  interesting  observations  on  the  drug 
they  mention  that  it  is  well  to  test  twenty  of  the  seeds  with 
sulphuric  acid,  noting  the  numbers  which  give  the  green 
and  red  colours.  It  seems  that  no  parcels  are  quite  free 
from  seeds  giving  the  red  colour.  The  following  are 
results  of  six  samples  of  Kombe  seed,  the  last  column 
showing  the  physiological  activity,  for  which  100  is  the 
normal.

It  almost  appears  from  a  comparison  of  these  figures 
that  the  proportion  of  green  and  red  is  a  measure,  approxi- 


mate at  least,  of  the  therapeutic  value  of  the  seeds.  Dr. 
G.  Fromme  comments  upon  Mr.  Mann's  paper,  and  apart 
from  the  fact  that  his  own  method  gives  higher  results 
(8  per  cent,  compared  with  Mann's  6.2),  he  thinks  that  Mr. 
Mann  works  with  too  large  a  quantity  (5  to  10  grams  is 
enough  in  his  opinion)  and  amyl  alcohol  is  an  objectionable 
solvent. 

Blaud's  Pills. 

Dr.  L.  Fiirst,  writing  to  "  Fortschr.  d.  Med.."  states 
that  this  year  is  the  seventy-fifth  anniversary  of  the  intro- 
duction of  Pilules  Fcrrigineuses  by  the  French  physician, 
J.  Blaud.  In  1831  he  communicated  an  article  to  the 
"Revue  Medicale "  entitled  "  Memoires  sur  les  maladies 
chlorotiques,"  giving  in  it  the  following  formula  for  the 
pilules  :

A  Penny  for  a  Shilling. 

Attention  is  called  in  our  correspondence  columns  to  the 
introduction  of  a  new  speciality  by  Messrs.  C.  E.  Fulford 
&  Co.,  a  firm  which  has  hitherto  been  better  known  as  the 
Bile  Bean  Manufacturing  Co.  The  new  preparation,  as  well 
as  bile  beans  and  zambuk,  is  offered  at  12s.  per  dozen  net  for 
the  Is.  l^d.  sizes,  or  lis.  6d.  per  dozen  net  by  the  gross, 
while  the  2s.  9d.  sizes  are  27s.  6d.  net  per  dozen,  or  25s.  6d. 
if  a  gross  is  taken.  A  gross  means  either  twelve  dozen 
of  two  kinds  or  eighteen  dozen  of  three,  and  carriage  is 
paid  on  a  gross  if  two  dozen  of  a  2s.  9d.  one  are  included. 
There  are  delightful  mathematical  problems  in  this  gross 
proposition,  but  what  our  subscribers  complain  about  is 
that  the  profit  yielded  by  selling  the  goods  at  the  minimum 
prices  does  little  more  than  pay  for  house-room.  This 
especially  applies  to  the  new  article.  The  makers  must 
know  that  its  introduction  largely  depends  upon  the  interest 
which  retailers  may  take  in  it,  and  they  certainly  discount 
that  interest  at  the  outset  by  telling  retailers  that  all  they 
will  get  for  their  trouble  will  be  Id.  on  each  shilling  they 
invest.  That  is  not  good  enough  for  any  retail  shopkeeper, 
as  it  does  not  cover  average  working-expenses. 

Public  and  Government  Analysts. 

The  differences  occasionally  exhibited  between  the  certi- 
ficates of  public  analysts  and  those  given  by  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory  in  respect  to  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
samples  are  exercising  the  "  British  Food  Journal,"  which 
says  : 

The  silly,  but  possibly  honest,  assumption  that  a  public 
analyst  is  of  necessity  wrong  in  cases  where  the  two  certifi- 
cates alluded  to  show  differences,  is  due  merely  to  ignorance 
or  mental  incapacity  on  the  part  of  those  who  make  it.  .  .  . 
We  strongly  recommend  the  immediate  institution  of  an 
action  for  slander  or  libel,  as  the  case  may  warrant,  in  every 
instance  where  the  offender  can  be  reached  by  the  law,  and 
we  further  advise  that  it  should  be  pressed  home. 

The  hiatus  in  the  quotation  represents  several  sentences  of 
abusive  and  vulgar  language,  but  w-e  have  printed  sufficient 
to  indicate  that  this  is  not  the  way  to  remedy  a  wrong,  if 
any  exist.  Nowadays  the  Government  analysts'  results 
rarely  differ  from  those  of  public  analysts,  the  latter  having 
found  Somerset  House  so  wholesome  a  check  that  they  are 
more  careful  with  their  work  now  than  they  were  in  the 
early  days  of  the  Acts. 
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perfumes : 

^Their  Source  and  Extraction.] 


MR.  J.  C.  UMNEY  delivered  a  lecture  with  the  above 
title  before  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society,  Vincent 
Square,  London,  S.W.,  on  September  25,  from  which  we 
make  the  following  abstract  : 

Perfumes  have  been  used  from  the  very  earliest  times, 
but  in  the  first  instance  appear  to  have  been  employed  in 
connection  with  religious  ceremonies.  There  are  very 
ancient  references  to  the  use  of  perfumes,  and  the  presenta- 
tion of  an  alabaster  box  of  perfume  by  Cambyses — son  of 
Cyrus — to  a  prince  of  Ethiopia  is  recorded  in  Herodotus 
(about  430  B.C.).  The  scriptural  allusions  to  perfumes  was 
next  dealt  with,  but  Mr.  Umney  cautioned  his  hearers  that 
all  the  spices  alluded  to  in  the  Bible  were  not  of  pleasant 
odour.  Shakespeare's  references  to  animal  perfumery-bodies 
are  numerous,  especially  civet.  The  cultivation  of  flowers 
in  Europe  seems  to  have  been  in  the  first  instance  principally 
carried  out  in  the  districts  round  Florence,  but  is  now, 
owing  probably  to  more  congenial  conditions,  transferred 
to  the  French  Riviera,  chiefly  Cannes  and  Grasse.  Mr. 
Umney  classified  flowers  as  (1)  those  like  the  rose  and  orange- 
blossom,  which  contain  their  perfume  practically  complete, 
and  which  can  be  extracted  by  maceration  and  distillation, 
and  (2)  flowers  like  jasmin  and  tuberose,  which  contain 
only  an  insignificant  amount  of  perfume,  which  they  con- 
tinue to  develop  and  emit.  From  the  latter  it  will  be  obvious 
that  a  process  which  preserves  the  life  of  the  flower  and 
extracts  the  perfume  emitted  is  the  best.  Passy  has  shown 
that  operating  on  1,000  kilos,  of  freshly  plucked  jasmin- 
blossoms  only  178  grams  of  essential  oil  was  obtained,  by 
distillation  194,  while  by  enfleurage  1,784  grams  of  oil 
was  extracted  from  the  fat,  195  grams  remaining  in  the 
blossoms. .  Reference  was  next  made  to  Charabot's  obser- 
vations with  regard  to  the  elaboration  of  perfumes  in  grow- 
ing plants  and  to  the  fact  that  the  constituents  of  essential 
oils  can  be  influenced  in  various  ways  by  modifying  the 
light  or  using  chemical  manures.  The  processes  used  for 
the  extraction  of  perfumes  from  flowers  are  : 

1.  Distillation  by  fire,  heat,  or  steam. 

2.  Extraction  of  the  petals  or  leaves  by  placing  them  on 

fats  in  the  cold,  a  process  only  used  for  the  most  delicate 
flowers,  such  as  tuberose  and  jasmin. 

3.  Extraction  by  warm  effusion  on  fat,  as  used  for  violets 

and  roses. 

4.  Extraction  by  various  volatile  solvents,  such  as  alcohol, 

petroleum  ether,  and  acetone. 

5.  Expression,  as  used  upon  the  peels  of  the  fruits  of  lemon, 

bergamot,  and  orange. 

Mr.  Umney  then  considered  these  processes  in  consider- 
able detail,  dealing  specially  with  the  distillation  of  laven- 
der and  rose  and  the  enfleurage  process.  The  fat  used 
in  the  latter  process  is  as  a  rule  a  varying  mixture  of  pork 
and  beef  fats,  carefully  purified.  The  fat  is  spread  in  a 
layer  ^  in.  thick  upon  glass  trays  framed  with  wood  3  in. 
deep,  and  upon  the  fat  the  flowers  are  placed.  Mr. 
Umney  had  a  good  deal  to  say  about  the  manufacture  of 
lemon,  orange,  and  bergamot  oils,  describing  in  detail  the 
processes  of  extraction.  He  calculated  that  it  requires 
from  1,000  to  1,400  lemons,  or  even  more,  to  yield  a  pound 
of  oil  of  lemon.  Bergamot  oil  is  obtained  almost  exclu- 
sively by  a  mechanical  process,  as  the  shape  of  the  fruit 
more  perfectly  adapts  it  for  being  mechanically  worked. 
The  next  part  of  the  lecture  was  taken  up  with  a  considera- 
tion of  the  odorous  bodies  which  in  recent  years  have  been 
made  synthetically — artificial  musk,  vanillin,  coumarin, 
heliotropin,  aubepin,  ionone,  artificial  neroli,  and  terpineol. 
Finally,  the  world's  production  of  perfumes  was  dealt  with, 
from  which  we  take  the  following  statistics  : 

France.-  Cassie,  20,000  to  30,000  kilos. ;  violets,  300,000  to 
400,000  kilos. ;  roses,  1,500,000  kilos. ;  orange-flowers,  2,000,000 
kilos. ;  jasmin,  500,000  to  600,000  kilos.  ;  oil  of  lavender,  80,000 
kilos.  ;  aspic,  30,000  kilos. ;  thyme,  20,000  kilos. ;  rosemary, 
20,000  kilos.— representing  a  value  of  more  than  30,000,000f. 

Italy. — Oil  of  bergamot,  oil  of  orange,  and  oil  of  lemon, 
1,600,000  kilos.,  valued  at  14,758.000f. 

Bulgaria— Oil  of  rose,  4,000  to  5,000  kilos.,  valued  at 
3,500,000f. 

Algeria. — Oil  of  geranium,  30,000  kilos. 
Zanzibar.— Cloves,  4,000,000  to  7,000,000  kilos. 


Bourbon. — Oil  of  geranium  and  vetiver,  some  30,000  kilos. 

India.— Sandalwood,  1,500,000  kilos. ;  oil  of  citronella,  oil 
of  palmarosa,  oil  of  lemongrass,  and  oil  of  cinnamon,  500,000 
kilos. 

Malacca. — Patchouli-leaves  and  vetiver-roots,  150,000  kilos. 

Central  China. — Thyme,  anise,  and  cassia. 

Philippines. — Ylang-ylang,  valued  at  500,000f. 

Japan. — Oil  of  peppermint,  200,000  kilos.;  camphor,  a  con- 
siderable amount. 

United  States.— Oil  of  peppermint,  100,000  kilos. 

Mexico. — Oil  of  linaloe. 

Paraguay. — Oil  of  petitgrain,  3,000  kilos. 

The  lecture  was  illustrated  by  many  lantern  slides, 
showing  the  cultivation  of  the  various  flowers  in  the  South 
of  France,  and  the  processes  by  which  the  perfumes  were 
obtained.  At  the  close  the  audience,  a  goodly  proportion  of 
whom  were  of  the  fair  sex,  trooped  to  the  table  to  inspect 
the  choice  samples  of  essential  oils  and  synthetic  perfumes, 
among  the  latter  being  artificial  musk,  which  seemed  a 
special  source  of  interest.  A  sample  of  English  lavender-oil 
of  an  exceptionally  high  distillate,  from  the  estate  of  Sir 
Walter  Gilbey,  was  also  shown. 


£be  Week's  potecmmos. 


THE  fatal  cases  of  poisoning  reported  during  the  week 
include  four  deaths  from  oxalic  acid,  four  from 
laudanum,  one  from  belladonna  and  aconite  liniment,  and 
one  from  carbolic  acid.  The  cases  of  oxalic  acid  poisoning 
include  one  at  Paddington  that  of  a  young  Danish  lady 
who  died  in  St.  Mary's  Hospital.  The  coroner  adjourned 
the  inquest  so  that  further  evidence  of  identity  could  be 
obtained.  Two  of  the  laudanum  poisonings  were  in 
Scotland,  at  Leith  and  Edinburgh.  Another  case  at  Not- 
tingham was  that  of  R.  A.  Squire,  a  butcher,  son  of  Mr. 
William  Squire,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Sussex  Street. 
He  seems  to  have  been  in  pecuniary  difficulties  and  to  have 
obtained  the  poison  from  his  father's  shop.  The  fourth 
case  of  laudanum  poisoning  was  that  of  an  Exmouth 
painter,  who  committed  suicide.  The  belladonna  and 
aconite  liniment  case  happened  at  Cardiff  and  is  referred 
to  in  another  column.  The  wife  of  a  Manchester  bill-poster 
used  carbolic  acid  as  a  poison.  She  obtained  it  from  the 
shop  of  Mr.  Needham,  chemist,  City  Road,  telling  him 
it  was  to  disinfect  a  bed.  Mr.  Needham  refused  to  put 
the  poison  in  a  common  bottle,  supplying  a  blue  poison 
bottle  in  its  place.  The  unscheduled  poisons  include  spirit 
of  salt,  phosphorus,  and  tartaric  acid.  The  spirit  of  salt  was 
used  by  Jane  Wyles,  a  Tooting  woman.  She  obtained  the 
poison  from  an  oilman  named  Odell,  who  in  evidence  said 
he  did  not  put  a  poison  label  on  the  bottle.  The  death  from 
tartaric  acid  was  that  of  an  infant  of  Thornton  Heath,  who 
was  given  tartaric  acid  in  mistake  for  arrowroot.  This 
seems  to  have  been  due  to  the  error  of  a  Croydon  grocer  who 
kept  tartaric  acid  and  arrowroot  in  drawers  side  by  side. 
At  the  inquest  the  grocer  acknowledged  his  mistake.  The 
phosphorus  poisoning  case  was  at  Scarborough,  the  poison 
having  been  obtained  by  soaking  matches  in  water. 
Liniment  was  the  cause  of  death  of  a  pauper  in  the 
Ormskirk  Union  Workhouse.  He  drank  the  liniment  out 
of  a  cup  that  had  been  left  near  his  bedside  by  a  nurse. 
"  Carbarite,"  a  compound  of  soap,  ammonia  and  tur- 
pentine, was  the  cause  of  a  child's  death  at  Bromwich.  A 
juryman  thought  the  preparation  should  have  been  labelled 
poison,  but  the  coroner  pointed  out  that  none  of  the 
ingredients  were  scheduled  as  poison. 

Extra-hereditary. — Ella  :  "  Where  does  Bella  get  her  good 
looks  from,  her  father  or  her  mother  ?  "  Stella  :  "  From  her 
father;  he  keeps  a  drug-store." 

Coffee-stains. — Glycerin  will  remove  from  the  most  delicate 
silks  or  woollen  fabrics  the  stains  caused  by  creamed  coffee. 
Brush  the  spots,  rinse  in  water,  and  press  on  the  wrong  side 
with  a  warm  iron. 

A  Farmer  was  asked  by  his  wife  to  bring  back  from  market 
some  indigo  dye.  He  met  a  convivial  friend  and  forgot  the 
name  of  the  article  his  wife  required.  After  vainly  trying  to 
remember,  he  boldly  marched  into  the  chemist's  shop.  "  Au 
say,  mistor,  what  dis  folks  dye  wiv?  "  "  Why,  many  things," 
said  the  chemist;  "numbers  are  dying  just  now  of  pneu- 
monia.'^ "That's  it,  mistor,"  shouted  Geordy;  "  ye've 
guessed  it  forst  go.

IN  a  communication  which  appeared  in  this  journal  under 
the  title  "Lead  in  Pharmacopoeial  Chemicals,"  by  Mr. 
C.  A.  Hill,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  during  the  early  part  of  last 
year,*  the  occurrence  and  estimation  of  traces  of  lead  in 
many  of  the  pharmacopoeial  chemicals  were  discussed.  At 
Mr.  Hill's  suggestion  I  took  up  the  work  relative  to  the 
estimation  of  the  lead  occurring  in  zinc  and  its  compounds, 
and  a  summary  of  this  work,  which  has  been  carried  on 
since  the  above-mentioned  paper  was  published,  is  given 
herein. 

_  Three  methods  have  been  used  for  determining  lead  in 
zinc  oxide  : 

(1)  The  substance  is  dissolved  in  excess  of  acetic  acid, 
boilod,  and  filtered.  A  little  potassium  chromate  is  now 
added,  and  the  whole  heated  on  the  water-bath  for  some 
hours.  After  standing  for  twenty-four  hours,  the  precipi- 
tated lead  chromate  is  filtered  off  and  thoroughly  washed 
with  5-pcr-cent.  acetic  acid  (hot).  It  is  then  dissolved  in  a 
little  dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  sodium  acetate  added  in 
oxcess,  and  the  lead  reprecipitated  with  potassium  chromate, 
filtered  off  through  counterpoised  filter-papers,  washed  with 
5-per-ccnt.  acetic  acid,  and  finally  with  water,  dried  at 
100°  C,  and  weighed. 

By  this  reprecipitation  any  zinc  or  iron  chromate  which 
may  have  been  carried  down  with  the  lead  chromate  in  the 
first  precipitation  is  eliminated. 

It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  on  addition  of  hydrogen 
sulphide  to  an  alkaline  solution  containing  lead  and  zinc 
the  lead  is  precipitated  before  the  zinc,  and  it  is  on  this 
reaction  that  the  following  gravimetric  process,  in  which 
the  lead  is  finally  weighed  as  sulphate,  and  also  a  colori- 
metric  process  of  estimation,  are  based  : 

(2)  The  zinc  oxide  is  dissolved  in  acetic  acid,  the  solution 
made  strongly  alkaline  with  ammonia,  and  filtered.  A  small 
quantity  of  ammonium  sulphide  (sufficient  to  precipitate  all 
the  lead  and  only  a  small  portion  of  the  zinc)  is  now  added, 
and  the  whole  warmed  and  filtered.  The  filtrate  should  be 
tested  for  lead  by  adding  a  few  drops  of  dilute  hydrogen- 
sulphide  water.  If  no  darkening  takes  place,  it  may  be 
rejected.  The  precipitate  now  contains  the  whole  of  the 
lead,  together  with  a  little  of  the  zinc,  and  any  iron  present 
as  sulphides.  This  is  washed  first  with  dilute  ammonia  and 
then  with  water,  and  dissolved  in  hot  concentrated  hydro- 
chloric acid.  A  little  strong  sulphuric  acid  is  now  added 
and  the  whole  evaporated  on  the  water-bath  until  all  the 
hydrochloric  acid  is  expelled  :  20-ner-cent.  alcohol  is  added, 
and  the  precipitated  lead  sulphate  filtered  off,  ignited,  and 
weighed  in  the  usjial  manner. 

The  results  thus  obtained,  as  will  be  seen  below,  agree  very 
closely  with  those  obtained  by  the  chromate  method. 

As  these  gravimetric  analyses  occupy  a  good  deal  of  time, 
the  following  colorimetric  method  was  devised.  This, 
while  being  perfectly  accurate  and  reliable,  may  be  per- 
formed as  quickly  and  as  easily  as  the  ordinary  colorimetric 
estimations  : 

Seven  grams  of  the  substance  (zinc  sulphate,  for  example) 
is  dissolved  in  water ;  ammonium  acetate,  excess  of 
ammonia,  and  potassium  cyanide  are  successively  added, 
and  finally  a  little  very  dilute  hydrogen-sulphide  water.  The 
brown  colour  which  is  produced  is  due  to  lead,  and  is 
matched  in  a  "  dummy  "  solution  containing  2  grams  of  the 
substance  and,  of  course,  ammonium  acetate,  ammonia,  and 
potassium  cyanide,  as  described  in  the  paper  by  Mr.  Hill 
with  the  exception  that  dilute  hydrogen-sulphide  water  is 
used  instead  of  sodium-sulphide  solution. 

In  the  case  of  metallic  zinc,  zinc  oxide,  and  zinc  carbonate, 
however,  a  special  procedure  has  to  be  followed,  as  these 
substances  are  so  heavily  contaminated  with  lead  that  only 
a  very  small  quantity  can  be  used  for  the  test. 

For  this  process  a  solution  of  ammonio-acetate  of  zinc, 
lead-free,  is  required.  This  is  prepared  by  dissolving  zinc 
oxide  in  acetic  acid,  adding  excess  of  ammonia,  and  a 
small  quantity  of  ammonium  sulphide,  and  filtering  exactly 
as  described  above  for  the  precipitation  of  the  lead  as  sul- 
phide in  the  estimation  as  sulphate — in  fact,  the  filtrate 
from  that  is  used  in  actual  practice.    This  solution  is  con- 
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veniently  made  to  contain  the  equivalent  of  10  per  cent,  of 
zinc  oxide,  and  is  kept  as  a  stock  solution. 

(3)  For  the  tost,  1  gram  of  zinc  oxide  (for  example)  is  dis- 
solved in  acetic  acid  and  made  up  to  100  c.c.  with  water. 
5  c.c.  of  this  solution  (equal  to  0.05  gram  zinc  oxide)  is  placed 
in  the  Ncssler  glass,  together  with  20  c.c.  of  the  ammonio- 
acetate  of  zinc  solution  (  =  2  grams  zinc  oxide);  ammonia, 
potassium  cyanide,  and  very  dilute  hydrogen-sulphide  water 
are  successively  added,  and  the  brown  colour  produced  is 
matched  by  the  addition  of  lead  to  a  dummy  solution,  also 
containing  20  c.c.  of  the  ammonio-acetate  of  zinc  solution, 
ammonia,  and  potassium  cyanide.  The  amount  of  lead 
which  it  is  found  necessary  to  add  to  the  latter  in  order 
that  there  may  be  equality  of  colour  upon  the  addition  of 
sulphide  is  the  quantity  present  in  0.05  gram  of  the  zinc 
oxide. 

Alter  standing  some  time  the  solution  will  become  cloudy 
from  precipitation  of  zinc  sulphide,  but  it  remains  perfectly 
clear  for  such  time  as  amply  suffices  for  completing  the 
test.  If  the  solution  of  sulphide  added  be  too  concen- 
trated, a,  cloudiness  is  produced  at  once,  and  in  this  case 
the  test  is  useless,  and  must  be  discarded. 

The  following  statement  of  results  shows  how  closely 
these  methods  of  estimation  agree  :

yu*>  iiiipuiictiiu  iaci  must  nere  be  noted.  Hydrochloric 
acid  must  not  be  used  for  dissolving  the  substance.  Acetic 
acid  should  be  used  wherever  possible,  and  metallic  zinc 
should  be  dissolved  in  nitric  acid. 

If  zinc  oxide  be  dissolved  in  hydrochloric  acid,  and  the 
solution  made  alkaline  with  ammonia,  an  opalescence,  vary- 
ing under  certain  conditions  to  a  white  precipitate,  will  be 
noticed.  This  is  a  basic  chloride  of  lead  PbCL,3PbO,4H,0, 
and  in  one  or  two  cases,  while  experimenting"  with  quanti- 
ties of  50  and  100  grams  of  zinc  oxide,  an  almost  complete 
separation  of  the  lead  was  obtained  in  this  manner,  and  a 
distinct  opalescence  was  noticed  in  a  solution  containing 
only  0.01  per  cent,  of  metal  lead. 

The  presence  of  lead  in  metallic  zinc  not  being  of  very 
great  importance  from  the  pharmaceutical  point  of  view 
it  will  be  sufficient  to  mention  that  it  has  been  found  to 
the  extent  of  0.4  to  1.6  per  cent,  in  the  ordinary  commercial 
metal,  and  to  the  extent  of  0.016  to  0.1  per  cent,  in  the 
punned  "arsenic-free"  metal. 

The  large  proportion  of  lead  which  occurs  in  much  of  the 
zinc  oxide  of  commerce  is  perhaps  somewhat  remarkable 
but  it  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  fact  that  it  is  made  from  the 
metal  which  contains  0.4  to  1.6  per  cent.    In  thirty-two 
samples  of  the  pure  article  which  have  passed  through  my 
hands  in  the  ordinary  course  of  business  it  has  been  found 
to  vary  from  0.05  to  0.4  per  cent,   (calculated  as  Pb) 
Needless  to  say,  zinc  salts  also  contain  lead.    The  acetate 
carbonate,  chloride,  sulphate,  and  valerate  have  all  been 
examined  and  found  to  be  contaminated,  and  the  propor- 
tions found  in  them  are  as  follows  :

THIS  is  the  short  name  for  the  Grocery,  Provision,  Oil, 
and  Italian  Warehouse  Trades'  Annual  International 
Exhibition  and  Market,  which  is  being  held  this  week  at  the 
Royal  Agricultural  Hall,  Islington,  London,  N.  A  repre- 
sentative of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  visited  the  Exhibi- 
tion on  the  look-out  for  items  that  interest  the  drug-trade, 
and  thus  records  his  impressions. 

Polishing  and  Washing. 
One  would  expect  to  find  the  predominating  note  of  such 
an  exhibition  to  be  tea,  sugar,  and  soap,  but  instead  what 
impressed  me  was  the  number  of  polishing-pastes  and  shop- 
accessories  which  are  being  shown.  I  noticed  quite  a 
number  of  exhibits  in  which  polishing-paste  or  liquid  was 
foremost,  the  chief  show  being  that  of  Messrs.  Raimes  &  Co. 
with  ' '  Globe  "  polish.  This  was  literally  a  brilliant  exhibit, 
and  well  conveyed  the  idea  of  brightness  and  polish.  Other 
polishes  were  "Bluebell,"  "Sky-blue,"  "Buttercup," 
"Durbar,"  "  Kanda,"  "  Mepo,"  "  Putz,"  "  Une  Minute," 
and  "  Samsonite."  The  "  Buttercup  "  polish  was  shown  by 
The  Chiswick  Soap  &  Polish  Co.,  the  tins  being  built  up 
into  a  resemblance  of  the  bridge  over  the  Victoria  Falls. 
Fer  preventing  the  steaming  of  windows  a  jelly  preparation 
called  "  Frottoline "  was  being  shown  in  the  gallery  not 
very  far  from  the  business-like  sponge  exhibit  of  Messrs. 
J.  Phillips  &  Sons.  This  was  arranged  in  the  form  of  a 
showroom,  the  door  being  labelled  "Wholesale  only,"  and 
all  around  were  open  cases  of  sponge  distinctly  labelled  with 
number  of  contents  and  price  per  piece,  so  that  a  buyer 
could  know  exactly  what  his  purchase  would  cost.  Not  a 
few  chemists  paid  this  exhibit  a  visit.  On  the  other  side 
of  the  gallery  I  "  spotted  "  a  new  idea  in  laundry-blue  which 
gets  over  a  difficulty  found  in  using  aniline  dyes.  Paper 
is  coated  with  the  blue — water-soluble — and  to  make  blue- 
water  all  one  has  to  do  is  to  put  a  piece  of  the  paper  in  a 
pail  of  water  and  it  is  ready  for  use.  This  is  called  the 
"Royal  Blue  Washing-paper,"  the  method  being,  I  was 
informed,  patented. 

Beverages. 

Tea  was  not  conspicuous,  but  I  noticed  two  brands  which 
are  specially  intended  for  those  of  weak  digestion.  These 
were  "  Volora "  (nicely  packed  in  square  tins)  and  the 
"Doctor's  Tea"  (a  China  tea).  Another  brand — "Ivy 
Tea" — was  being  vigorously  pushed,  but  it  struck  me  that 
the  title  is  somewhat  misleading,  as  Hedera  Helix  naturally 
is  not  adapted  for  the  purposes  of  a  beverage.  Messrs. 
Neweall  &  Mason  occupy  a  large  corner  on  the  right-hand 
side  as  one  enters  the  Exhibition;  the  extent  can  be  judged 
from  the  fact  that  there  are  three  good-sized  rooms  for  in- 
terviewing customers.  Each  room  has  a  complete  range  of 
samples,  this  in  addition  to  the  large  show  of  extract  of 
herbs  and  essence  of  coffee  on  the  outside  counters. 
While  sipping  a  cup  of  creamed  coffee  in  one  of  the  inter- 
view rooms  I  was  reminded  that  the  wine-essence  season  is 
now  approaching,  and  that  users  of  Mason's  extract  may 
now  usefully  be  prompted  as  to  the  existence  of  Mason's 
extract  of  ginger  and  ginger-ale.  Bovril,  Ltd.,  have  a 
good  position  in  which  to  dispense  tasting  samples  of  bovril, 
and  here  are  obtainable  further  particulars  of  the  bonus 
scheme  and  bonus  picture  referred  to  in  last  week's  0.  <£•  D. 
Messrs.  Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd  ,  are  showing  vigoral  and 
fluid  beef,  the  latter,  packed  in  opal  bottles,  being  distinc- 
tive and  attractive.  A  new  beverage  was  introduced  to  me 
at  this  stall — vigoral  and  cream.  It  sounds  a  curious  com- 
bination, but  it  is  very  tasty.  Liebig's  Extract  of  Meat 
Co.,  Ltd.,  occupy  a  special  position,  and  are  showing  both 
"  Oxo "  and  "Lemco,"  but  have  other  attractions  for 
grocers  in  the  shape  of  Fray  Bentos  canned  goods.  Messrs. 
Stephen  Smith  &  Co. ,  the  well-known  makers  of  Hall's  wine, 
have  obtained  the  right  to  use  the  name  "Lemco"  in  con- 
nection with  the  beef-wine,  lemco  being  the  meat  extract 
used  in  the  manufacture.  A  newer  introduction  is 
' '  Mariena  "  Australian  burgundy,  put  up  in  the  distinctive 
manner  of  Australian  wine.  Messrs.  Cantrell  &  Coch- 
rane are  showing  their  Belfast  ginger-ale  and  "  Club  "  soda ; 
and  on  the  stall  of  Messrs.  Beaufoy  &  Co.  I  noted  some 
medicated  wines  and  flavouring-essences,  in  addition  to  the 
pure  malt-vinegar  and  British  wines  with  which  this  firm 


are  always  connected  in  the  mind  of  a  chemist.  In  another 
part  of  the  hall  I  came  across  Zoedone,  which  used  to  be 
such  a  rage  in  the  'eighties,  other  lines  stocked  by  chemists 
being  Coleman's  wincarnis,  Eiffel  Tower  lemonade.,  Stower's 
lime-juice,  and  Stone's  wines.  One  company  using  a  basis 
wine  is  offering  a  great  variety  of  wines,  such  as  ginger, 
orange,  raisin,  and  burgundy,  and  a  special  brand  inge- 
niously called  "  St.  Timothy  Wine."  In  the  way  of  coffee 
the  only  exhibits  were  preparations.  Mason's  essence  of 
coffee  I  have  already  referred  to.  Messrs.  T.  &  H.  Smith, 
Ltd.,  are  showing  "essence  of  pure  coffee"  as  well  as 
flavouring-essences ;  and  a  little  further  on  is  Symington's 
"Edinburgh"  essence  of  coffee.  "  Solcoff "  is.  soluble 
coffee — presumably  a  solid  extract,  as  it  is  used  in  but  small 
quantities  at  a  time  and  leaves  no  sediment.  The  large  and 
growing  business  in  milk  powder  is  represented  by  the 
Kalakosa  Co.,  whose  product,  "  Kalakosa,"  is  sold  in  very 
large  quantities  to  bakers  and  confectioners.  It  would  form 
a  good  base  for  an  infants'  food.  I  noticed  another  firm 
whose  speciality  is  eggs  in  powder  form — the  powder.  I 
was  informed,  being  permanent.  To  produce  pure  water 
Messrs.  J.  Defries  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  are  showing  the  Pasteur- 
Chamberland  filters. 

Foods  and  Accessories. 
From  beverages  to  foods  is  a  natural  digression,  and  as 
a  food  I  must  class  Tate's  sugar,  although  in  pharmacy  it  is 
used  more  as  a  preservative  and  for  masking  the  taste  of 
nauseous  medicines.  Caley's  chocolate  was  the  main  feature 
of  another  comprehensive  exhibit.  "  Milo  "  food  was  shown 
by  Mr.  Henri  Nestle,  the  stand  being  a  picturesque  repre- 
sentation of  a  Swiss  chalet.  Horlick's  malted  milk  is  also 
being  exhibited,  a  new  form,  in  tablets,  for  the  use  of 
travellers  and  busy  persons,  having  been  recently  placed 
on  the  market.  I  was  here  initiated  into  another  new 
beverage  which  is  being  dispensed  at  a  soda-fountain  near 
Ludgate  Circus — Horlick's  food  and  an  egg  in  a  tumbler  of 
soda-water.  It  is  pleasant  to  the  taste  and  very  sustaining. 
To  take  with  food  man  needs  accessories  to  stimulate  the 
digestion.  These  are  represented  by  the  "O.K."  sauce, 
made  of  nineteen  ingredients  by  Geo.  Mason  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
"  P.  &  0."  sauce  (Poulton  &  Noel,  Ltd.),  the  Salt  Union, 
Ltd.,  and  Cerebos,  Ltd.  The  last-named  are  showing 
their  warrant  of  appointment  to  the  King  of  Spain  and  a 
new  table  salt-holder.  The  Salt  Union,  Ltd.,  have  several 
styles  of  packages  of  powdered  salt,  their  London  house, 
Messrs.  Weston  &  Westall,  exhibiting,  in  addition,  the 
"Mermaid"  bath-salt.  For  the  animal  kingdom  a  great 
variety  of  foods  are  shown  by  Spratt's  Patent,  Ltd.  Most 
of  these  are  known  to  readers  of  the  C .  <k  D.,  but  a  new  food 
for  chickens  is  being  shown  for  the  first  time. 

Soaps  and  Perfumes. 
Vinolia,  Ltd.,  have  the  largest  show  of  fancy  soaps  and 
perfumes,  and  are  already  offering  perfume-caskets  for 
Christmas  trade.  The  V.fl.S.  had  a  prominent  place  on 
the  stall.  Messrs.  Armour  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  portion 
of  their  stand  devoted  to  soaps,  new  lines  being  the 
"Venetian"  series,  very  prettily  wrapped,  tar-soap  for 
shampooing.  Pond's  extract  soap  (to  be  shortly  placed  on  the 
protected  list),  and  "  Florafoam  "  (a  tubed  shaving-jelly). 
The  Erasmic  Soap  Co.  share  a  stand  with  Messrs.  Cros- 
field  &  Sons,  Ltd  ,  and  exhibit  a  new  series  of  toilet-soap, 
the  "  Mikado."  Messrs.  Tidman  &  Son,  Ltd.,  have  a  full 
range  of  their  druggists'  sundries  and  specialities,  the  latter 
including  the  herbal  skin-soap  and  sea-salt.  The  stand  of 
the  Maypole  Co.,  Ltd.,  is  bright  with  dyed  fabrics,  the 
colour-effects  being  due  to  "  Maypole"  soap. 

Fittings  and  Apparatus. 
The  big  shoplifting  company — Messrs.  Parnall  &  Sons, 
Ltd. — have  a  large  allotment  on  one  side  of  the  hall,  the 
apparatus  shown  being  naturally  such  as  is  specially  appli- 
cable to  a  grocer's  business.  It  is  curious  to  note  what  a 
large  variety  of  labour-saving  machines  are  offered,  there 
being  numerous  contrivances  for  slicing  bacon,  cutting  up 
cheese,  washing  currants,  and  stoning  raisins.  At  the 
stand  of  the  Lamson-Paragon  Supply  Co.,  Ltd.,  the  atten- 
tion of  visitors  is  mainly  taken  up  with  an  automatic  machine 
for  making  paper  bags.  There  are  in  various  parts  of  the 
Exhibition  machines  for  measuring  and  filling  packets  with 
sugar,  peas,  rice,  etc.    One  of  these  machines — Prokofiew's 
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patent — exhibited  in  the  gallery,  actually  weighs  the 
material  on  scales,  and  so  satisfies  the  requirements  of  custo- 
mers who  ask  tor  weighed  quantities.  The  measured  quan- 
tities delivered  by  the  other  machines  are  nevertheless  very 
accurate,  as  was  proved  to  me  at  one  of  the  stalls  by  actual 
weighing.  As  regards  Prokofiew's  machine  it  is  working  on 
blocked  packets,  but  so  far  has  not  been  adapted  for  such 
material  as  seidlitz  powders.  Messrs.  W.  Gardner  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  show  mixing  and  sifting  machinery  similar  to  or  the 
same  as  they  exhibited  at  the  Confectioners'  Exhibition. 
Messrs.  Farrow  &  Jackson,  Ltd.,  exhibited,  among  other 
things,  soda-fountains,  but  the  prevailing  autumnal  weather 
could  not  have  infused  much  life  into  that  particular  de- 
partment. I  noticed  also  Slingsby's  trucks,  which  have 
been  often  referred  to  in  the  0.  &  D.  Check-tills  were 
represented  by  Messrs.  G.  H.  Gledhill  &  Sons,  Ltd., 
Mr.  O'Brien,  and  the  National  Cash-register  Co.,  Ltd., 
The  prevailing  pattern  in  check-tills  seems  to  be  one  which 
gives  a  voucher,  and  Mr.  O'Brien  was  good  enough  to 
explain  to  me  the  exact  working  of  his  receipt-giving  check- 
till,  which  is  made  in  mahogany.  Young's  Patent 
Hygienic  Bin  Co.  are  showing  the  "  Burrage "  display- 
stands,  which  help  to  facilitate  window-dressing  and  the 
making  of  shop-displays.  Regarding  this  question  of 
window-dressing  I  cannot  help  mentioning  a  display  of 
flowers  and  birds  modelled  in  butter.  These  are  exhibited 
by  an  "artist  in  butter,"  and  I  was  thinking  that  if  he 
turned  his  attention  to  the  chemists'  business  the  various 
coloured  ointments  would  give  some  relief  to  the  monotony 
of  yellow  butter. 

Miscellaneous. 

The  Victorian  Government  have  a  large  exhibit  in  the 
minor  hall  of  the  products  of  Victoria.  The  only  goods  of 
direct  pharmaceutical  interest  appeared  to  be  Bosisto's 
eucalyptus  oil  and  the  "Rock"  brand  shown  by  Messrs. 
Rocke,  Tompsett  &  Co.  Olive  oil  produced  in  Victoria 
was  also  shown.  Messrs.  W.  T.  Owbridge,  Ltd.,  have  a 
little  space  devoted  to  Owbridg'e's  "Lung-tonic"  and  other 
specialities.  Messrs.  Stone  &  Son  (Exeter)  are  showing 
furniture-cream,  essence  of  rennet,  and  a  perfume  called 
"Flowers  of  Devon."  Brown's  penny  fly-coil  is  being 
shown  in  the  gallery,  and  should  appeal  to  any  colonial 
visitors  whose  summer  has  yet  to  arrive.  Young's  Pabaffin 
Light  &  Mineral  Oil  Co.,  Ltd.,  have  a  large  show  of 
candles,  and  I  noted  samples  of  solid  paraffin  and  ammonium 
sulphate,  products  of  shale-distillation.  In  connection  with 
the  Exhibition  quite  a  number  of  competitions  have  been 
organised.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  perspiring  grocers' 
assistants  were  hurriedly  weighing  up  pounds  of  granular 
sugar,  some  gentlemen — judges,  no  doubt — and  many  of  the 
public  looking  on.  Window-dressing  competitions  occupy 
some  of  the  evenings,  and  I  note  there  is  a  window-ticket 
writing  competition.  Whether  the  last-named  will  produce 
such  a  fine  range  of  window-tickets  as  the  0.  <L-  D.  competi- 
tion remains  to  be  seen. 


lectures  and  demonstrations  in  the  bee-tent  to  appreciative 
audiences  at  intervals  during  the  day.  The  Surrey  Associa- 
tion, it  may  be  said,  is  one  of  the  largest  and  most  successful 
in  England,  and  among  its  honorary  experts  none  is  known 
better  than  Mr.  W.  F.  Reid,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S. 


A  HONEY  SHOW. 

Thanks  to  the  fostering  aid  of  the  many  beekeepers' 
associations,  the  production  of  honey  is  slowly  increasing  in 
this  country.  This  is  evident  from  the  success  of  the 
Surrey  Beekeepers'  Association's  annual  show,  which  was 
held  at  the  Crystal  Palace  from  September  20  to  22.  It 
was  the  biggest  display  of  honey  and  honey  produce  seen 
at  any  similar  exhibition  held  in  England  this  year,  the 
total  entries  in  the  twenty-six  classes  numbering  practically 
300.  The  honey  staged  made  a  fine  display,  much  of  it  being 
of  a  high-class  character — the  colours  ranging  from  the  pale, 
almost  water-white  sanfoin  honey  to  the  deep-red  heather — 
while  some  of  the  samples  of  wax  on  view  were  enough 
to  excite  the  envy  of  a  Mincing  Lane  buyer.  Confectionery 
made  with  honey  instead  of  sugar  was  shown  in  various 
forms,  including  cakes,  biscuits,  jellies,  sweets,  etc.  Alto- 
gether the  trophies  were  a  distinct  feature  of  the  show, 
the  products  being  the  result  of  bee-culture  at  its  highest 
development.  There  were  several  collections  of  hives  and 
appliances,  the  exhibitors  being  Messrs.  J.  Lee  &  Son,  High- 
bury ;  E.  H.  Taylor.  Wei  wyn,  Herts ;  C.  T.  Averton  &  Son, 
Crawley.  Sussex ;  Mrs.  Leadon,  Baldwin  Apiary,  Bromley ; 
and  C*  J.  Greenhill,  Wimbledon.    Bee  experts  also  gave

Society  of  Chemist-Opticians. 

A  Council-meeting  of  this  Society  was  held  at  St.  Bride 
Institute,  Ludgate  Circus,  London,  E.C.,  on  September 
26.  There  were  present  Mr.  W.  H.  Crosland  (President), 
Mr.  J.  H.  Cuff  (Hon.  Secretary),  and  Messrs.  Bunker, 
Curtis,  and  Woolley.  The  Law  Committee  reported  that 
Mr.  F.  S.  Horsey  had  been  appointed  Chairman  of  that 
committee.  The  report  of  the  Library  Committee  was  to 
the  effect  that  Mr.  Julius  Caesar  had  been  appointed  Chair- 
man, and  that  Mr.  W.  P.  Cole,  of  Weymouth,  had  sent  a 
gift  of  optical  books.  A  letter  of  thanks  was  ordered  to 
be  sent  to  Mr.  Cole. 

Mr.  H.  A.  King,  Norwich,  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
Society,  and  Mr.  W.  McCallister,  Urmston,  an  associate. 
It  was  announced  that  Mr.  F.  W.  MacKinney  would  read  a 
paper  at  an  evening  meeting  of  the  Society  in  November, 
and  that  Mr.  F.  Ayling  would  probably  give  a  demonstra- 
tion of  spectacle-repairing.  The  date  of  the  meeting  was 
left  to  the  Library  Committee  to  arrange. 


London  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  was  held  at 
St.  Bride  Institute  on  Wednesday  afternoon,  Septem- 
ber 26,  Mr.  Truman  in  the  chair.  Others  present  were 
Messrs.  Burton,  Campbell,  Pond,  White,  Hazlewcod 
Jones,  Goldthorpe,  Wilson,  Betty,  and  Pentney.  The  chief 
object  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear  what  the  deputation  in 
regard  to 

Tabloid  Prices 
had  to  say.  Mr.  Truman  started  a  conversation  by  refer- 
ring to  the  kindly  reception  the  deputation  had  received 
from  Mr.  Wellcome,  and  he  used  a  different  adjective  when 
he  spoke  of  the  reception  of  the  deputation's  report  by  the 
trade  journals.  After  reference  to  "humiliation"  and 
"apologise,"  Mr.  Pentney  took  up  the  running  by 
definitely  moving  that  the  report  of  the  deputation  be 
received  and  adopted.  Then  he  belaboured  us  and  a  con- 
temporary in  a  most  conpentnious  manner,  our  staff  poet 
particularly  coming  in  for  cudgelling.  Luckily,  in  Mr. 
Pentney's  opinion,  it  is  good  of  the  C.  db  D.  to  keep  the  poet 
thus  engaged,  otherwise  he  might  be  doing  worse ;  any 
way,  Mr.  Pentney  was  most  emphatic  in  asserting  that  the 
deputation  did  not  apologise ;  Mr.  Wellcome  sought  no 
apology,  and  there  was  nothing  to  apologise  for.  They 
had,  however,  secured  the  promise  of  something  for  the 
trade. — Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  seconded  the  motion  pending 
developments  by  the  "tabloid"  makers. — Mr.  Pond,  who 
sells  tabloids  at  full  prices  in  Fleet  Street,  with  a  cutting 
chemist  opposite  (he  said)  and  Spiers  &  Pond  not  far  away, 
told  the  meeting  so,  and  what  fools  chemists  are  not  to 
take  full  prices.  "It's  not,"  he  added,  "  B.  &  W.'s" 
fault  that  tabloids  are  cut." — Mr.  Wilson  and  Mr.  Burton 
expressed  their  surprise  at  these  remarks,  and  the  Chair- 
man put  the  motion  to  the  meeting,  but  before  it  was 
adopted  Mr.  Betty  had  digested  the  poem,  and  in  a  by-the- 
way  tone  assured  the  meeting  that  there  was  no  apology. 
The  Association  had  got  the  firm  to  receive  a  deputation, 
and  that,  explained  the  Chairman,  other  associations  had 
not  succeeded  in.  This  set  the  ball  rolling  once  more, 
and  Mr.  Jones  wanted  to  know  what  was  meant  by  "  setting 
the  clock  back."  The  thing  started  by  a  correspondence 
in  the  C.  .5  D.,  and  he  thought  that  if  Messrs.  Burroughs 
Wellcome  &  Co.  had  written  a  note  to  us  at  the  time  saying 
that  they  were  considering  the  matter,  the  resolutions  from 
associations  would  never  have  been  heard  of.  Mr.  Pentney, 
using  his  right  to  reply,  read  extracts  from  the  shorthand- 
writer's  notes  to  prove  what  he  had  previously  said,  which 
over  the  motion  was  adopted. 

A  New  Secretary  was  the  next  topic.  Mr.  Betty  has 
had  three  years  of  the  job,  and  has  no  more  time  to  give  to 
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it. — The  Chairman  complimented  him  on  his  work,  and 
after  some  conversation  it  was  agreed  to  consider  the  whole 
matter  privately  after  Mr.  Pentney  had  reported  on  his 
visit  to  the  Federation  meeting  at  Birmingham.  Mr. 
Pentney  did  this  in  a  few  crisp  sentences  which  showed 
his  faith  in  the  principle  of  federation  and  his  contempt 
for  the  way  it  is  at  present  attempted.  He  was  thanked, 
and  the  committee  stretched  itself  as  publicity  was  relaxed. 
The  problems  left  for  solution  were  (1)  who  will  succeed 
Mr.  Betty  ?  and  (2)  how  to  get  a  paid  assistant  secretary — 
this  latter  idea  arising  from  Mr.  Pond.  The  next  meeting 
is  to  be  on  October  10. 


Spirits  in  1Bonb. 


In  view  of  the  spirit-regulations  which  begin  on  Octo- 
ber 1,  readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  who  have  not 
been  in  a  spirits  bonded  warehouse  may  be  interested  in 
these  notes  by  a  brother-pill  of  his  visit  to  one,  under  the 
guidance  of  a  friendly  officer. 


A BONDED  WAREHOUSE  is  a  place  where  dutiable 
goods  may  be  stored  free  of  duty,  in  the  charge  of 
officers  appointed  by  the  Boards  of  Customs  and  Excise. 
It  is  not  the  property  of  either  Board,  but  is  always  owned 
or  rented  by  a  private  individual,  technically  called  the 
"  warehouse-keeper,"  who  is  required  to  give  sureties  in  the 
sum  of  at  least  3,0007.  as  security  for  the  duty  on  the  goods 
deposited  in  his  warehouse.  The  owner  of  the  goods  is 
technically  called  "the  proprietor,"  but  the  warehouse- 
keeper  and  the  proprietor  are  often  one  and  the  same  person 
or  firm. 

_  The  building  used  for  the  warehouse  must  be  substan- 
tially constructed ;  the  windows  must  be  secured  by  strong 
iron  bars,  those  requiring  to  be  open  for  ventilation  being 
secured  in  addition  by  strong  wire  gauze.  The  warehouse 
doors  must  each  be  fitted  with  two  locks,  one  provided  by 
the  Customs  officers  and  the  other  by  the  warehouse- 
keeper.  Neither  officer  nor  warehouse-keeper,  therefore, 
can  obtain  access  to  the  warehouse  without  the  other's  know- 
ledge and  consent ;  and  so  careful  are  the  authorities  that 
the  revenue  shall  not  be  defrauded,  that  even  the  screw- 
bolts  fastening  the  hasps  to  the  doors  must  be  riveted  over 
nuts  on  the  inside. 

In  order  to  form  an  idea  of  the  operations  performed 
in  such  a  warehouse  we  will  trace  a  cask  of  whisky,  or 
"  plain  British  spirit,"  as  the  officers  prefer  to  call  it,  until 
it  is  cleared  from  bond.  When  about  to  be  filled  at  the 
distillery-warehouse,  the  cask  is  weighed  to  the  pound  by 
the  Excise  officer  there ;  then  filled  with  spirit,  and  again 
weighed.  The  tare  being  now  deducted  from  the  gross,  the 
net  weight  of  the  spirit  is  obtained.  The  strength  over  or 
under  proof  is  next  found,  and  from  this  figure  and  the 
weight  of  the  spirit  the  "full  content"  of  the  cask  is 
obtained  thus  : 

Let  net  weight  =  735  lb.;  strength  of  spirit  =  10  per  cent, 
overproof;  weight  per  gallon  of  spirit  10  per  cent,  over- 
proof  (as  ascertained  by  consulting  Table  B  of  Spirits  Act, 
1880)  =  9.073  lb.  Then  735-9.073  =  81  gals.  =  full  content  of 
cask. 

This  content  must  be  "  permanently  and  legibly  marked 
on  the  head  of  the  cask."  When  purchased  by  a  merchant 
and  conveyed  to  a  bonded  warehouse,  the  cask  of  spirit  is 
accompanied  by  a  distillery  permit,  and  a  despatch  is  also 
forwarded  by  post  containing  the  following  particulars— 
viz.,  mark,  number,  full  content  (=81  gals.),  bung 
(=27.0  inches),  wet  inches  (  =  26.0),  ullage  gallons  (  =  80.4). 
temperature  when  examined  (=58°  F.),  strength  (  =  10  per 
cent,  overproof),  and  number  of  gallons  at  proof  (  =  88.4). 
(The  figures  in  parentheses  are  those  of  an  actual  operation.) 
The  officer  at  the  bonded  warehouse  now  proceeds  to  verify 
these  figures,  the  most  important  of  which  are  the  number 
of  gallons  at  proof.  Sometimes  the  figures  obtained  by  him 
do  not  quite  coincide  with  those  in  the  despatch,  as  some 
of  the  spirit  may  have  been  absorbed  by  the  wood  or  lost 
by  evaporation.  In  such  a  case  he  judges  by  the  appearance 
and  condition  of  the  cask,  and  the  time  which  has  elapsed 
since  the  previous  examination,  whether  or  not  any  spirit 
has  been  illegally  abstracted.  The  marks,  number,  and 
full  content  in  the  despatch  are  compared  with  those  on  the 
head  of  the  cask,  and  then  the  officer  proceeds  to  verify 
the  "bung"  mentioned  in  the  certificate.      This  is  the 


internal  diameter  of  the  widest  part  of  the  cask,  and  is 
measured  by  a  dipping-rod  marked  to  tenths  of  an  inch; 
the  "  bung  "  in  the  example  given  is  27  inches.  The  number 
of  inches  which  the  liquid  has  reached  on  the  dipping-rod 
is  also  noted,  and  constitutes  the  "wet  inches."  By  de- 
ducting the  wet  inches  (=26)  from  the  bung  (=27  ins.)  the 
number  of  "  dry  inches  "  is  found  (=1.0). 

When  the  number  of  dry  inches  and  the  full  content  of  the 
cask  are  known,  the  capacity  of  the  vacuity  or  space  not 
occupied  by  the  liquid  can  be  ascertained  by  means  of  an 
instrument  called  a  "  head-rod."  This  is  a  sort  of 
mechanical  calculator  which  is  furnished  to  each  warehouse 
by  the  Revenue  authorities,  and  by  the  use  of  which  a 
number  of  gauging  problems  can  be  quickly  solved.  It  is 
45  inches  long,  and  consists  of  two  flat  pieces  of  wood  kept 
parallel  to  each  other  by  means  of  brasses  at  each  end,  while 
between  them  a  third  piece  slides  freely  by  means  of  tongues 
and  grooves.  A  practical  demonstration  would  be  necessary 
in  order  to  explain  its  working.  In  this  instance  the  head- 
rod  shows  that  one  dry  inch  in  a  cask  whose  full  content  is 
81  gals,  is  equivalent  to  a  vacuity  of  0.6  gal.  By  deducting 
this  quantity  from  the  full  content  it  will  be  found  that  the 
space  occupied  by  the  liquid  measures  80.4  gals.  These  are 
called  "  ullage  gallons,"  to  show  that  the  cask  is  not  quite 
full,  but  has  a  space,  called  the  "vacuity,"  not  occupied 
by  the  liquid. 

The  next  operation  is  to  find  the  proof  strength.  A 
sample  is  drawn  with  an  instrument  called  a  valinche  and 
transferred  to  a  glass  vessel.  The  temperature  in  Fahren- 
heit degrees  is  taken  by  means  of  a  thermometer  immersed 
in  the  liquid,  and  a  Sykes  hydrometer  is  also  floated  therein. 
The  indication  by  the  hydrometer  and  temperature  having 
been  ascertained,  reference  is  made  to  a  book  of  tables 
accompanying  the  hydrometer,  and  the  proof  strength  is 
there  found.  In  this  instance  it  is  10  per  cent,  overproof. 
The  number  of  gallons  at  proof  is  now  calculated  in  the 
usual  manner  : 

100:  (100+10)  ::  80.4 : 88.4=gallons  at  proof. 
The  object  of  all  the  preceding  operations  and  calculations 
is  to  ascertain  the  number  of  gallons  at  proof  of 
the  spirit  in  the  cask,  as  duty  is  always  paid  on 
gallons  at  proof  strength.  Proof  spirit  is  defined  by 
the  Hydrometer  Act,  58  Geo.  III.,  cap.  28,  as  spirit  of 
that  strength  which  at  a  temperature  of  51°  F.  weighs 
exactly  twelve-thirteenths  of  an  equal  quantity  of  distilled 
water.  In  the  case  of  rum,  sweetened  liquors,  and  tinctures 
containing  substances  which  would  prevent  the  proof 
strength  being  taken  correctly  with  the  hydrometer, 
samples  are  drawn  and  forwarded  to  the  nearest  Customs  or 
Excise  laboratory  (as  the  case  may  require),  where  the 
strength  is  determined,  and  the  figures  obtained  are  trans- 
mitted to  the  officer  who  forwarded  the  samples. 

These  particulars  are  now  carefully  entered  in  a  book, 
and  the  spirit  is  passed  into  the  warehouse,  where  it  may  be 
allowed  to  mature  in  the  original  cask  or  may  be  "  vatted," 
"blended,"  "mixed,"  "racked,"  or  "bottled."  If 
allowed  to  mature,  it  will,  when  the  time  comes  for  removal, 
be  found  to  have  decreased  considerably  in  volume  and 
proof  strength,  according  to  the  number  of  years  and  the 
conditions  under  which  it  has  been  kept.  If  the  warehouse 
be  damp,  the  deficit  will  be  more  in  proof  strength  than  in 
volume.  If  the  cask  has  been  stored  on  a  dry  floor  beneath 
the  roof,  the  volume  will  have  decreased,  but  the  spirit 
strength  will  not  be  much  less  than  at  first.  The  following 
table  shows  the  allowances  made  for  such  deficiencies  for 
each  year  up  to  five  years  :

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"  The  ordinary  allowance  is  to  coyer  losses  from  natural 
causes,  such  as  absorption  and  evaporation  in  good  sound 
casks  under  average  warehouse  conditions. 

"  The  special  allowance  is  to  meet  further  waste,  due  to  such 
causes  as  porous  timber,  slack  hoops,  defective  staves,  or 
worm-holes  and  general  bad  conditions  of  the  warehouse. 

"  For  every  year  above  five  years  an  ordinary  allowance  of 
2  per  cent,  is  made,  but  no  special  allowance." 

The  figures  given  in  the  table  are  slightly  in  excess  of 
the  average  loss  as  found  by  experience,  but  in  this,  as  in 
every  other  operation  performed  in  the  warehouse,  care  is 
taken  that  the  error,  if  any,  shall  always  be  made  in  favour 
of  the  owner  of  the  spirit.  Before  leaving  the  warehouse, 
duty  must  be  paid,  unless  the  spirit  be  removed  to  another 
bonded  warehouse  or  exported. 

"  Vattmg,"  "blending,"  and  "mixing"  are  operations 
very  much  akin  to  each  other,  the  latter  two  being  merely 
variations  of  the  former.  "  Vatting  "  means  putting  wines 
or  spirits  into  a  vat  to  obtain  uniformity.  "  Blending  "  is 
the  term  used  when  the  wines  or  spirits  .are  of  the  same 
sort.  If  they  are  of  different  sorts  the  operation  is  called 
"mixing."  "Racking"  is  the  drawing-off  of  wines  or 
spirits  from  one  cask  into  another,  and  the  term  "  bottling  " 
is  patent  to  everybody. 

When  spirits  are  vatted,  blended,  mixed,  or  racked,  an 
allowance  of  1  per  cent,  is  made  for  loss  in  the  operation  ;  if 
bottled,  an  allowance  of  2  per  cent,  is  made.

The  Science  of  Common  Life:  A  Theoretical  and  Practical 
Text-book    for    Students    in    Secondary,  Domestic 
Economy,  and  Rural  Schools.    By  John  B.  Coppock, 
B.Sc,  etc.    8vo.    Pp.  279.    3s.  bd.     London,  1906  : 
Swan  Sonnenschein  &  Co.,  Ltd. 
In  the  Board  of  Education's  syllabus  this  is  one  of  the 
subjects  provided,  and  it  is  designed  to  help  in  training 
the   powers   of   observation,    and   to    acquaint  children 
with  the  natural  forces  by  which  they  are  surrounded,  or 
which  change  or  modify  matter.    Also  they  have  to  learn 
something  about  familiar  things.    Mr.  Coppock  in  this 
book  supplies  an  appropriate  course  of  study  in  the  subject, 
beginning  with  weights  and  measures,  then  going  on  to 
heat,  the  atmosphere,  solution,  crystallisation,  distillation, 
water,  hydrogen,  and  elements  and  common  materials  in 
life  up  to  gluten  and  albumen.    This  is  done  in  thirty-five 
chapters,  and  at  the  end  of  each,  chapter  is  a  series  of 
questions,  with  answers  in  the  Appendix.    It  is  a  well- 
prepared  book,  and  we  advise  chemists'  apprentices  who 
have  not  gone  through  such  a  course  cf  study  to  read  it, 
as  it  makes  a  good  introduction  to  chemistry  and  physics. 

A  Manual  of  Veterinary  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology. 
By  E.  Wallis  Hoare,  F.R.C.V.S.  2nd  edition.  8fx5±

One  is  often  tempted  to  ask  whether  the  veterinary  pro- 
fession is  not  developing  too  fast,  and  whether  it  is  to  the 
advantage  of  the  community  that  the  old  class  of  farrier 
should  be  rendered  impossible  by  the  stringency  of  the  new 
veterinary  professional  ideas.  In  the  preface  of  this  work 
we  read  :  "  A  brief  outline  only  is  given  of  the  preparation 
of  the  various  drugs,  as  there  is  a  general  consensus  of 
opinion  that  this  subject  is  of  minor  importance  to  the 
student  of  the  present  day.  The  time  and  energy  that  were 
formerly  devoted  to  the  acquisition  of  such  knowledge  are 
now  far  more  profitably  employed  in  studying  the  actions 
and  uses  of  medicinal  agents  and  their  application  Li  the 
treatment  of  disease.  Similar  remarks  will  apply  with 
reference  to  the  characters  and  impurities  of  drugs,  a  know- 
ledge of  which  is  essential  to  the  manufacturing  chemist, 
but  not  to  the  practitioner."  The  neglect  of  pharmacy  by 
veterinarians  should  mean  that  veterinary  dispensing  will 
be  done  by  the  chemist  in  the  near  future,  but  we  fear  it 
portends  that  the  veterinary  practitioners  will  fall  a  prey 
to  the  "manufacturing  chemist"  in  the  same  way  that 
medical  men  have  succumbed.  The  chapter  on  veterinary 
pharmacy  occupies  only  four  pages  of  the  book,  and 
virtually  recommends  the  practitioner  to  obtain  most  of  his 
remedies  ready  made  from  the  wholesale  chemist.  Although 
these  remarks  indicate  the  weak  point  of  the  book,  the 
work  is  by  no  means  lacking  in  strength.  It  is  divided 
into  three  parts  :  (I.)  Diagnosis  and  general  symptoms  of 
disease;  (II-)  materia  medica ;  and  (III.)  special  thera- 
peutics. It  is  curious  to  find  that  it  takes  five  pages  to 
describe  the  therapeutics  of  adrenalin  in  veterinary  prac- 
tice, and  in  the  same  chapter  is  a  good  account  of  the  various 
vaccines  and  cultures  of  bacilli  which  are  used  as  diagnostic 
or  curative  agents.  Part  III.  strikes  us  as  the  most  useful, 
being  divided  into  such  chapters  as  diseases  of  the  digestive 
organs,  intestines,  and  nervous  system,  treatment  of  pneu- 
monia and  milk-fever.  It  is  also  characterised  by  an 
abundance  of  formulae,  giving  a  practical  turn  to  the  book, 
which  neutralises  to  some  extent  the  ready-made  physic 
ideas  the  reader  may  have  imbibed  at  the  beginning.  The 
appendix  is  a  collection  of  recipes,  some  of  them  being 
usefully  suggestive.    Here,  for  instance,  is  the  formula  for

Mix  well  together  in  a  mortar,  then  melt  one  pound  of 
lanolin  and  mix  the  above  therewith,  blending  them  together 
in  a  mortar  until  thoroughly  incorporated. 

The  pharmacy  is  weak,  but  the  idea  of  using  lanolin  is  new. 

The  cantharides  blister  next  to  this  contains  turpentine  and 

acetic  acid,  both  useful  additions. 
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Chicle. 

'  One  of  the  problems  now  being  examined  by  American  capi- 
talists is  the  more  extensive  use  of  chicle  for  medicinal  and  in- 
dustrial purposes.  The  representative  of  an  American  syndi- 
cate lately  visited  Mexico  with  a  view  to  examining  the 
possibilities  of  increasing  the  yield  of  the  article  in  that 
country  and  of  subjecting  the  raw  material  to  various  new 
processes  intended  to  facilitate  the  use  of  chicle  for  other 
pur'poses  besides  chewing-gum.  The  total  United  States  im- 
ports of  chicle  in  1905  represented  a  value  of  $1,357,458.  One 
half  of  this  amount  was  from  Canada,  which  country  has  of 
late  materially  increased  its  supplies,  while  Mexico  con- 
tributed two-thirds  of  the  balance. 

The  Algerian  Soap-tree. 

The  cultivation  of  the  soap-tree  (Sapindus  utilis)  is  con- 
sidered to  have  a  brilliant  future  before  it,  says  the  British 
Consul  at  Algiers.  So  far  the  only  large  plantation  is  about 
eighteen  miles  from  Algiers,  covering  some  150  acres,  but 
there  are  many  small  plantations,  and  recently  the  cultivation 
of  the  tree  has  been  largely  undertaken.  The  Algerian  tree 
is  a  hybrid,  and  has  characteristics  other  than  those  of  the 
varieties  coming  from  India,  Japan,  or  China.  In  two 'years 
the  plants  reach  to  about  10  ft.  in  height,  and  they  begin  to 
bear  in  six  years,  but  the  fruit-production  increases  largely  as 
the  tree  gains  in  age.  The  berry  is  round  with  a  distinct  keel, 
like  that  of  a  walnut.  When  fresh  it  is  smooth,  shiny,  and 
fleshy;  when  dried  it  is  tough,  gummy,  and  translucid,  the 
colour  varying  from  yellowish-green  to  brown ;  in  size  it 
varies  from  about  i  in.  to  1  in.  in  diameter ;  when  dried  it 
weighs  from  g  oz.  to  \  oz.  The  tree,  when  full  grown,  rises 
to  a  height  of  from  40  to  50  ft.,  and  produces  over  200  lb.  of 
fruit,  worth  at  present  from  $6  to  $7.  Several  varieties  have 
been  produced  from  seed,  but  have  given  poor  results.  The 
production  of  the  plantation  mentioned  above  went  to  Ger- 
many, where  saponin  and  sapindine  (a  hair-wash)  are  pro- 
duced from  it,  as  well  as  other  articles  for  toilet-purposes 

Borax  in  Chili. 

A  Santiago  correspondent  of  the  "Frankfurter  Zeitung  " 
states  that  important  displacements  are  impending  in  the 
borax  market.  Borax  Consolidated,  Ltd.,  has  failed  in  the 
action  regarding  the  borax  deposits  of  Chilcaya,  and  the  corre- 
spondent is  of  opinion  that  the  highest  court  will  confirm  the 
decision,  awarding  the  opponents  of  the  company  these  de- 
posits, which  are  the  richest  of  all  in  existence.  This  would 
break  the  monopoly  and  lower  the  prices  of  borax.  Chilcaya 
is  to  be  connected  with  the  coast  by  railway,  which  should  be 
an  additional  help  to  the  holders  of  the  fields  there.  It  is  also 
stated  that  the  action  against  Borax  Consolidated,  Ltd.,  by  the 
Sindieato  del  Norte,  in  respect  to  the  surrender  of  the  borax 
deposits  at  Ascotan,  is  shortly  to  come  before  the  Court  of 
First  Instance  at  Antofagasta  for  decision.  The  action  is  in 
regard  to  the  title  of  the  English  company  granted  in  1882  by 
the  representatives  of  the  Chilian  Government,  and  it  is 
alleged  that  Chili  did  not  then  have  definite  rights  of  posses- 
sion, as  the  Armistice  Treaty  with  Bolivia  first  dates  from 
1884.  The  company's  opponents.say  that  Chili  did  not  acquire 
the  right  of  ownership  until  1905.  Since  then  the  syndicate 
has  had  granted  to  it  (it  is  stated),  by  the  competent  authori- 
ties, the  sole  legal  rights  to  the  property.

Ballvoom^floor  May. 

By  A  Country  Chemist. 


CALLED  upon  a  few  years  ago  to  prepare  a  schoolroom 
floor  for  dancing-purposes,  I  turned  to  what  I  under- 
stood was  the  customary  article,  French  chalk.  Deter- 
mined to  make  the  floor  satisfactory,  I  had  French  chalk 
sprinkled  lavishly  during  the  afternoon  preceding  the  func- 
tion, and  awaited  with  some  interest,  not  unmixed  with 
concern,  the  result  of  my  experiment.  My  shop  being  a 
lock-up  one,  I  was  off  the  premises  while  the  dancing  was 
going  on,  and  it  was  well  for  me  that  this  was  so ;  for,  as  I 
learned  on  the  morrow,  as  soon  as  the  performance  began 
the  chalk  ascended  in  clouds  and  enveloped  everyone  in  the 
room.  I  was  assured  that  had  I  been  near  at  hand  at  the 
time  I  should  certainly  have  been  torn  to  pieces,  so  exas- 
perated was  everybody  at  the  state  of  things.  As  it  was, 
I  was  besieged  the  next  day  by  a  torrent  of  angry  people, 
who  did  not  spare  my  feelings  in  giving  voice  to  their  own. 
I  had  kicked  up  a  dust  indeed,  and  it  set  me  thinking 
seriously.  I  left  that  neighbourhood  for  the  reason,  to 
some  extent,  that  I  had  got  into  thoroughly  bad  odour,  and 
wanted  to  shake  the  dust  off  my  feet. 

In  my  new  position  I  was  again  solicited  to  supply 
material  for  a  similar  purpose.  You  might  think  that  I  had 
had  enough  of  this  sort  of  thing.  But  no,  I  had  gone  into 
the  matter  in  the  meantime,  and  ventured  again  to  test  my 
capabilities ;  and  this  time  with  complete  success. 

I  decided  upon  wax.  I  knew  that  it  would  have  to  be  in 
a  convenient  form  for  sprinkling  on  the  floor.  It  struck  me 
that  mineral  wax  in  the  form  of  candles  would  serve  my 
purpose,  and  I  procured  the  necessary  quantity — twelve  to 
the  pound.  By  laying  the  candles  on  the  counter  and  scrap- 
ing them  with  a  large  table-knife,  I  brought  the  wax  off  in 
light  feathery  films,  beautifully  white.  I  was  careful  not 
to  shave  the  wax,  lest  it  should  retain  its  original  appear- 
ance, and  thus  expose  my  discovery.  I  may  say  that  the 
wick  in  the  candles  was  of  real  service  in  holding  the  wax 
together,  and  but  little  wax  was  left  on  the  strings. 

My  next  step  was  to  break  up  the  paraffin  into  powder, 
and  this  was  easily  effected  by  rubbing  gently  between 
the  hands,  after  sprinkling  a  small  quantity  of  French  chalk 
upon  the  wax.  At  the  same  time  I  worked  in  a  little  per- 
fume. The  wax  cost  me  M.  per  lb.,  and  I  sold  the  finished 
product  at  Is.  for  this  quantity,  and  it  gave  complete  satis- 
faction. As  the  article  is  required  chiefly  in  the  cold  season, 
this  favours  the  process,  as  the  wax  is  then  more  friable. 

There  must  be  a  considerable  amount  of  this  article  used 
in  every  neighbourhood,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  by  follow- 
ing my  process  a  very  satisfactory  trade  could  be  cultivated. 
In  making  any  window-display  it  would  be  inadvisable  to 
show  full  packages,  lest  the  heat  from  the  sun  or  gas  should 
soften  the  wax  to  any  extent.  Sprinkler-tins  are  not  neces- 
sary, as  the  stuff  is  more  rapidly  distributed  with  the  hand. 
It  is  perfectly  clean  to  handle.  The  wax  left  on  the  wicks 
can  be  used  up  in  various  ways.  Melted  and  mixed  with 
French  chalk,  moulded  and  cut  into  blocks,  it  would  be  an 
excellent  glazing  for  laundry-work;  mixed  with  camphor, 
oil,  and  boric  powder  it  would  be  an  admirable  camphor  ice. 
It  is  not  imperative  that  the  scraping  of  the  candles  be  done 
by  the  proprietor,  or  even  by  his  assistant ;  the  errand-boy 
would  do  equally  well.

Lime-water. 

Sir, — In  response  to  "An  Old  Hand's"  request,  I  have 
repeated  the  experiment  which  I  described  in  the  corre- 
spondence columns  of  your  issue  of  September  1,  relative  to 
the  storage  of  lime-water.  This  time  the  bottle  (a  whole- 
saler's ordinary  corbyn  quart)  and  contents  were  treated  as 
nearly  as  possible  as  a  chemist  uses  his  shop-round  of  lime- 
water,  no  special  precautions  whatever  being  taken  to  pre- 
serve the  solution  from  decomposition.  About  160  c.c.  of 
the  solution  was  poured  off  for  titration  at  intervals,  as 
shown  in  the  table  below.  In  addition,  the  bottle  was  well 
shaken  once  or  twice  on  each  day  when  no  estimation  was 
made.    The  results  obtained  are  as  follows  :

Apparently  the  solution  has  not  depreciated  to  the  same 
extent  as  before,  but  I  attribute  the  difference  in  the  results 
to  the  greater  accuracy  attained  this  time  by  titrating  a 
larger  volume  of  solution.  The  different  treatment  has 
certainly  not  resulted  in  any  greater  diminution  in  the 
strength  of  the  solution.  In  ten  days  only  about  1.3  per 
cent,  of  the  CaO  has  been  thrown  out  of  solution,  and  the 
solution  is  still  well  above  B.P.  strength.  Even  if  the  solu- 
tion had  only  contained  the  standard  quantity  of  CaO  at 
the  commencement,  the  depreciation  is  of  no  practical  im- 
portance. _  I  should  hardly  think  a  prosecution  would  follow 
an  analysis  which  showed  98  per  cent,  of  the  required 
amount  of  lime.  Most  chemists  refill  their  liquor  calcis 
bottle  at  least  once  in  ten  days,  and  unless  they  are  foolish 
enough  to  leave  the  stopper  out  of  the  bottle  for  a  day  or  so 
or  are  too  lazy  to  prevent  an  excessive  deposit  of 
chalk  on  the  stopper,  they  need  not  worry  (if  they  ever  do) 
about  the  strength  of  their  solution,  if  they  see  that  it  is  of 
full  strength  when  they  put  it  in  the  shop-round.  It  might 
interest  some  of  your  readers  to  note  that  I  stored  some  of 
the  above  solution  in  a  similar  bottle,  leaving  the  stopper 
out  the  whole  time  and  not  disturbing  the  solution  in  any 
way.  In  ten  days  it  was  found  that  about  30  per  cent,  of 
the  CaO  had  been  thrown  out  of  solution.  In  his  letter  of 
August  11  "  An  Old  Hand  "  stated  that  he  has  "  proved  that 
the  CO.,  of  the  air  is  the  main  cause  of  weak  lime-water." 
I  think  the  results  of  my  experiments  tend  to  negative  this. 
It  would  be  interesting  to  know  in  what  manner  "An  Old 
Hand  "  conducted  his  experiments.  It  might  then  be  pos- 
sible to  discover  by  comparison  the  reason  for  these  opposite 


results.  "An  Old  Hand's"  experiments  must  surely  have 
been  very  conclusive  for  him  to  be  so  definite  in  his  state- 
ments.

I 
recollect  one  summer  holiday  receiving  a  telegram  from  a 
chemist  at  Bidef ord  asking  us  to  supply  him  with  ' '  four 
Pontius  Pilates,"  which  were  duly  sent.

Their  terms  are  so  unreasonable  from 
the  retailer's  point  of  view  that  I  have  replied  to  them  in 
a  letter,  of  which  the  subjoined  is  a  copy.  It  appears  to 
me  that  determined  opposition  to  such  methods  at  the 
present  juncture  would  have  an  effect  far  greater  than  mere 
parleying  after  the  article  had  been  firmly  established.

Gentlemen, — I  beg  to  acknowledge  your  communication 
re  "Peps,"  the  new  article  you  intend  to  advertise.  It  is  a 
matter  of  surprise  to  me  that  at  this  time  of  day  you  should 
fail  to  realise  that  a  retailer  only  takes  an  interest  in  those 
articles  which-  secure  him  adequate  remuneration.  In  the 
grocery-trade,  with  large  turnover,  from  12g  to  15  per  cent,  is 
necessary  for  profitable  trading ;  in  the  chemist's  business, 
with  a  large  proportion  of  the  shops  returning  less  than  l,0O0L 
a  year,  the  above  is  quite  inadequate.  The  profit  you  are 
allowing  to  the  small  man  I  hardly  care  to  calculate.  By  tho 
time  the  article  is  bought  through  distributors  at  12s.  3tZ.  per 
dozen  and  a  proportion  of  the  carriage  and  booking-fees 
charged  to  its  cost,  the  difference  between  that  price  and  your 
minimum  reselling  figure  (Is.  Id.)  requires  a  microscope  to  find. 

When  you  secure  the  retailer  a  fair  profit  through  tho 
P.A.T.A.  your  articles  will  receive  every  assistance,  but  not 
before.

Sir, — Having  just  received  the  enclosed  circular  [from 
Messrs.  C.  E.  Fulford  &  Co.]  and  form  of  agreement  as  to 
fixed  price,  I  am  forcibly  reminded  of  the  recent  deadlock 
and  the  stand  taken  by  P.A.T.A.  manufacturers,  and  as  a 
sequence  would  ask  the  question  whether  retail  supporters 
of  the  Association  could  be  as  united.  Personally  I  ought 
to  say  I  care  little  for  the  future  of  the  drug-trade.  Mine 
is  to  look  back  for  nearly  half  a  century,  and  the  trade  has 
now,  if  this  circular  is  to  be  accepted  as  a  standard,  reached 
the  other  extreme.  Then  a  Is.  l^d.  article  bore  not  less 
that  3rZ.  profit ;  the  outlook  is  now  Id.  If  this  firm  can  get 
the  trade  to  handle  their  goods  on  these  terms  others  will 
say,  Why  not  go  and  do  likewise  ?  Clearly  some  think  bluff 
enough  will  do  it.  Is  it  worth  while  to  handle  the  stuff 
at  the  price,  or  would  it  not  be  better  to  say  at  once,  "  We 
decline  to  be  the  medium  of  distribution  on  these  terms," 
and  include  the  two  other  articles  of  the  same  firm?  If 
P.A.T.A.  members  will  take  this  stand,  they  will  have  my 
support.  A  form  of  agreement  for  signature  is  also  sent, 
which  no  one  is  obliged  to  sign,  and  which,  if  you  do,  no 
one  will  take  the  trouble  to  see  enforced  or  complied  with.

Changing  Old  Photo  Stock. 

A  Provincial  Chemist  (157/74)  writes  in  regard  to  a 
circular  which  he  recently  received  from  a  firm  of  photo- 
graphic exchange-dealers  offering  to  exchange  on  an  equi- 
valent basis  date-expired  and  unsaleable  photographic 
goods  for  certain  saleable  lines.  Our  correspondent  did  not 
thoroughly  grasp  the  conditions  of  the  exchange,  and  was 
involved  in  greater  expense  than  he  had  reckoned  on.  We 
can  only  repeat  the  advice  given  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  (0.  &  D.,  May  19,  1906, 
p.  792),  that  chemists  who  receive  such  circulars  should 
make  themselves  fully  aware  of  the  basis  on  which  the  ex- 
change is  made  before  accepting  the  offer. 

"  Tabloid  "  Prices. 

Sir,— We  would  suggest,  as  a  set-off  to  the  humiliation 
which  the  London  Chemists'  Association  in  their 
"tabloid  price"  conference  have  brought  upon  the  whole 
trade,  that  when  the  magnanimous  concession  of  the  addi- 
tional 5  per  cent,  is  offered  at  the  beginning  of  the  New 
Year  the  provincial  Associations  should  intimate  to  Mr. 
Wellcome  that  if  he  humbly  apologises  for  having  so  con- 
sistently ignored  the  wishes  of  the  retailers  in  the  past, 
and  approaches  the  retailers  in  a  becoming  attitude  of  re- 
pentance and  submission,  the  scheme  which  he  wishes  to 
bring  before  them  to  promote  and  safeguard  the  interests 
of  his  firm  will  receive  due  consideration.  It  would  be  well 
that  Mr.  Wellcome  should  be  taught  that  all  chemists  are 
not  so  wanting  in  backbone  as  the  members  of  the  London 
Association.

Canada  as  a  Field  for  Trade. 
Sir, — During  a  recent  visit  to  Canada  I  was  much  struck 
by  the  apparent  indifference  of  British  firms  to  the  coming 
importance  of  the  Canadian  market.  It  can  be  fairly 
assumed  that  the  present  prosperity  of  Canada  is  little 
compared  with  what  it  will  be  in  a  few  years,  when  manufac- 
turers early  in  the  field  will  reap  the  benefit.  From  a  casual 
inspection  of  the  druggists'  shops  in  the  large  cities  it  ap- 
peared to  me  that  all  the  prominent  lines  are  obtained  from 
the  United  States.  Many  of  the  well-known  English 
articles  and  firms  are  unknown  there,  and  our  American 
friends  are  picking  up  all  the  business.  The  cost  of  living  in 
Canada  is  high,  and  good  prices  can  therefore  be  obtained. 
British  firms  have  an  advantage  in  the  matter  of  duties,  and 
British  goods  are  preferred  by  the  people.  I  gathered, 
during  interviews  with  500  doctors,  that  this  preference 
actually  exists  among  the  better  classes.  There  is  plenty  of 
business  for  enterprising  houses  who  will  go  after  it,  and 
take  care  to  send  out  a  first-class  business  man  to  represent 
them.  I  recommend  a  tour  of  inspection  before  taking  out 
goods  for  sale.  I  would  emphasise  the  importance  of  select- 
ing a  good  man  to  send  out.  He  should  not  be  chosen  for 
his  prowess  with  the  bat,  because  he  dresses  well,  because 
we  know  his  father,  because  he  toadies  a  lot,  because  he  will 
take  a  low  salary,  nor  for  any  other  fancy  reason ;  but 
because  he  is  young,  industrious,  keen,  and  free  from  pre- 
judice, like  the  men  with  whom  he  will  have  to  compete.

Exporting  to  South  Africa. 
Our  Cape  Town  Correspondent  (157/16)  writes  :  The 
number  of  firms  at  home  who  profess  to  know  all  about  ex- 
porting and  foreign  business  generally,  and  who  blunder 
seriously  in  endeavouring  to  carry  out  what  their  stationery 
terms  them,  seems  not  to  decrease.  I  gather  the  following 
anomalies  from  the  August  experience  of  one  Cape  Town 
firm  doing  a  varied  business  : 

(1)  Glasgow  firm  asking  that  their  agency  be  accepted. 
Shipped  2  cases  whisky,  but  no  invoice  for  clearing,  and 
mailed  the  consignee  "  parcel-ticket,"  as  they  phrased  it, 
"  to  show  the  cases  were  sent  down  to  the  docks." 

(2)  Bristol  concern  shipped  a  56-lb.  drum  of  paint  for  trial 
purposes.  No  invoice,  but  "  thought  "  the  bill  of  lading 
necessary. 

(3)  London  firm  of  chemists,  advertising  in  the  C.  &  29., 
sent  out  as  a  parcel  -per  mail  steamer  some  labels  to  re- 
dress soiled  goods.   Parcel-ticket  from  ship  sent,  no  invoice. 

(4)  Manilla  firm  filled  an  order.  Received  bill  of  lading 
"  for  transportation  to  Hong-Kong.  Passed  local  B/L  through 

bank  with  draft.  South  African  firm  accepted  draft,  bank 
handed  over  the  documents.  Presumably  the  South  African 
firm  has  to  go  to  Hong-Kong  for  its  goods,  as  doubtless  they 
are  still  there  waiting  further  shipping  attention. 
All  of  the  concerns  boldly  state  on  their  letter-paper 
that  they  are  exporters.  Maybe  if  they  were  importers  as 
well  they  would  understand  how  necessary  an  invoice  is 
for  clearing-purposes,  that  a  bill  of  lading  is  a  handy  docu- 
ment to  have,  also  that,  notwithstanding  that  steamers 
these  days  are  of  light  draft  considering  their  tonnage,-  no 
vessels  are  yet  on  the  South  African  service  that  can  pro- 
ceed up  Adderley  Street,  Cape  Town,  even  during  the  wet 
season,  and  deliver  their  own  goods.  Possibly  every  im- 
porter in  South  Africa  could  furnish  facts  that  would  give 
the  lie  direct  to  many  manufacturing  concerns  who  ' '  know 
all  about  exporting."  For  the  benefit  of,  I  trust,  a  very 
small'proportion  of  C.  <L-  D.  export  readers,  I  will  give  the 
list  of  the  usual  documents  required  : 

(a)  Invoice  giving  contents  of  each  individual  package, 
the  marks,  numbers,  and  name  of  steamer. 

(b)  Invoice  covering  cost  of  shipping,  transportation,  in- 
surance, etc.,  when  same  are  charged  to  the  buyer. 

((■)  When  merchandise  is  of  U.K.  manufacture,  or  British 
States  reciprocating  with  South  Africa,  invoice  should  be 
endorsed  as  per  declaration  given  below.  If  the  merchan- 
dise is  of  a  varied  nature,  keep  that  produced  in  the  United 
Kingdom  in  separate  package,  and  bill  separately. 

(d)  Bill  of  lading  or  ship's  receipt. 

(c)  Insurance-policy.

Sir, — I  observe  that  "  Merck's  Report,"  under  the  head- 
ing of  "Rules  for  Dispensing,"  gives  one  as  follows  : 

Placo  together  on  the  counter  all  shop-bottles  containing: 

the  ingredients  for  the  prescription. 
I  have  only  once  heard  of  this  practice  being  adopted,  and 
in  that  particular  case  mistakes  were  frequent.  I  can 
quite  imagine  how  easily  a  dispenser  (momentarily  absent- 
minded)  could  make  an  error  by  weighing  or  measuring  the 
same  powder  or  liquid  twice,  or  even  filling  up  a  mixture 
with  the  wrong  fluid.  I  have  always  dispensed  as  taught 
when  an  apprentice — i.e.,  "Replace  each  shop-bottle  im- 
mediately after  measuring  and  checking."  I  would  very 
much  like  to  have  this  question  discussed  in  your  valuable 
journal.

Legal  Queries. 

See  the  "C.  &  D.  Diary,  1906,"  for  much  legal  information  as  to 
all  trade  matters.  In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


M.P.S.  (157/17). — The  Apothecaries'  Society's  assistants' 
certificate  certainly  covers  the  actions  of  the  holders  thereof 
in  compounding,  dispensing,  and  retailing  poisons  on  behalf 
of  licentiates  of  the  Society,  and  not  necessarily  under  their 
direct  supervision,  but  it  goes  no  further  than  this.  Medical 
men  who  are  not  apothecaries  must,  if  they  employ  such 
assistants,  supervise  their  work  just  as  if  they  had  no  quali- 
fication, so  far  as  poisons  are  concerned;  and  the  same  applies 
to  chemists  and  druggists  who  employ  them.  This  does  not 
apply  to  dispensers  in  public  institutions,  as  they  do  not  sell 
or  keep  open  shop  for  retailing,  dispensing,  or  compounding 
poisons  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act. 

Shop  within  a  Shop  (158/51). — (1)  The  case  to  which  you  refer 
was  of  illegal  compounding  of  a  physician's  prescription. 
The  defendants  were  not  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  and  the 
defence  was  that  part  of  the  premises  was  let  to  a  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  whose  business  it  was  to  do  the  compounding, 
and  whose  name  was  put  on  the  labels  of  all  medicines  dis- 
pensed. This  pharmaceutical  chemist,  called  as  a  witness, 
stated  that  the  defendant  acted  as  his  assistant.  The  Magis- 
trate convicted  on  the  part  of  the  summons  charging  the 
defendant  with  keeping  open  shop  for  the  compounding  of 
medical  prescriptions.  Notice  of  appeal  was  given,  but  it  was 
not  proceeded  with.  Other  cases  of  a  like  nature  have  been 
similarly  decided.  (2)  An  assistant  who  gives  up  a  situation 
with  A  in  order  to  take  one  with  B  is  entitled  to  enter  B's 
employment  on  the  terms  of  the  engagement.   If  B  finds  that 


it  is  not  practicable  to  take  on  the  assistant  he  cannot  wipe  out 
his  obligation  to  the  assistant  by  paying  him  a  month's  salary 
according  to  an  agreement  which  has  not  been  fairly  entered 
upon.  Owing  to  B  the  assistant  finds  himself  without  employ- 
ment, and  his  market  value  may  be  depreciated  in  conse- 
quence. 

Metol  (159/3). — (1)  Your  embrocation  being  an  essential 
oil  enjoys  the  privileges  of  entire  drugs,  so  that  you  may  use 
your  name  in  the  possessive  case,  and  recommend  it  as  you  do 
on  the  label  without  incurring  stamp  duty.  (2)  We  shall  print 
your  formulae  in  the  forthcoming  Diary.  There  is  no  formula 
for  the  plaster  published  with  exactly  your  proportions  of 
active  ingredients.

For  children  and  persons  with  very 
delicate  skins  it  may  be  diluted.

Irish  Druggist  and  Farmer  (133/2). — (1)  The  cow-ailment 
which  you  describe  as  Bog  Crook  or  Bog-lame  is,  apparently, 
rheumatism.  Follow  the  treatment  given  in  "  Veterinary 
Counter-practice."  One  of  the  simplest  remedies  is  a  morning 
and  evening  dose  consisting  of  half  an  ounce  each  of  potassium 
acetate  and  bicarbonate  in  a  quart  of  warm  barley-water. 
The  cows  should  be  kept  in  a  warm  byre  when  the  symptoms 
first  appear,  and  not  allowed  to  graze  in  marshy  pasture. 
(2)  Snoring  Bullocks. — This  is  a  catarrhal  symptom.  Give 
the  following  powder  with  the  evening  meal :

TP.  D.  (147/21).— Coloured  Arc  Lights.— The  idea  of  pro- 
ducing coloured  lights  with  arc  lamps  has  already  been  carried 
out  in  the  "flame"  lamps.  There  are  several  makers  of 
these.  _  The  light  is  a  yellow  colour,  due  to  the  incorporation 
of  sodium  salts  with  the  carbon  in  the  process  of  manufacture. 
Doubtless  other  colours  could  be  produced  by  admixture  of 
barium  or  strontium  salts,  but  coloured  arc  lamps  would  be 
useless  for  theatrical  purposes,  as  they  cannot  be  lighted  in- 
stantaneously, like  the  incandescent  lamps.  You  have  only  to 
watch  the  spluttering  of  the  average  arc  lamp  when  the 
current  is  turned  on  to  realise  that  the  colour-effects  produced 
by  the  use  of  coloured  globes  or  coloured  glass  are  surer. 

TF.  F.  S.  (150/2). — Ink. — The  manufacture  of  various  kinds 
of  inks  is  fullv  dealt  with  in  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas,"  to 
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which  you  should  refer,  as  we  could  not  do  justice  to  the 
subject  in  a  short  answer  in  this  column. 

Phenacetin  (159/4)  and  F.  &  Co.  (153/62).—  Non -poisonous 
Nit-ointment. — We  last  gave  a  formula  for  this  in  the  O.  &  D., 
November  18,  1905,  p.  814. 

Beta  (158/47).— Malt  and  Oil.— The  extract  of  malt  should 
be  warm  when  cod-liver  oil  is  incorporated  with  it,  and  for  this 
reason  the  mixing  is  effected  with  freshly  made  extract  of 
malt  when  it  is  at  a  temperature  of  about  100°  F.  There  are 
some  recipes,  with  the  special  flavourings,  given  in  "  Phar- 
maceutical Formulas." 

W.  B.  S.  (157/18).— (1)  Dental  Anesthetic— There  are 
several  distinct  methods  of  producing  anaesthesia  of  the  gums 
before  extracting  teeth,  the  most-used  being  the  cocaine  and 
ethvl-chloride  processes.  The  method  of  using  cocaine  was  de- 
scribed in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  3.  p.  359.  When  ethyl  chloride 
is  used  the  gums  are  dried  with  cotton-wool  and  frozen  by 
directing  a  fine  srjray  of  ethyl  chloride  on  the  part  near  the 
tooth  by  means  of  the  nozzle  which  is  sent  out  with  each  flask 
of  the  anaesthetic.  The  older  process  was  to  use  calorific 
fluids,  for  which  recines  are  given  in  "Pharmaceutical  For- 
mulas." (2)  "  W.  H.  S."  also  asks  if  any  reader  -an  help  him 
m  supplying  a  customer  with  "  a  bottle  of  syrup  of  dicaphor." 
It  is  possibly  a  phonetic  spelling.  We  have  seen  the  order, 
and  cannot  make  the  letters  fit  in  with  "  diacodium." 

_  Ajax  (157/19). — Liquid  to  Imitate  Whisky.— Most  of  the 
tinted  waters  in  which  aniline  dves  are  used  change  on  keep- 
ing, but  a  very  weak  iodine  solution  will  keep  indefinitely.

TO  the  drug-trade  the  most  directly  interesting  part  of 
.  the  contents  of  the  second  report  of  the  Wellcome 
Research  Laboratories  at  the  Gordon  Memorial  College, 
Khartoum,  is  one  of  the  least  conspicuous  pieces  of  work 
recorded  in  it — viz.,  a  passage  in  the  report  of  the  chemical 
laboratory  by  Dr.  William  Beam  which  deals  with  Sudan 
gum  arabic.  The  work  being  done,  under  the  direction  of 
Dr.  Andrew  Balfour,  in  tracking  through  insect  and  other 
pests  the  origin  of  several  mysterious  insidious  and  fatal 
tropical  diseases,  we  can  only  refer  to  by  saying  that  the 
results  justify  the  establishment  of  the  laboratories.  Even 
in  the  chemical  work  there  is  much  of  the  same  character, 
but  Dr.  Beam's  notes  on  gum  naturally  rivet  the  attention 
of  the  druggist.  Two  large  pictures  accompany  this  paper. 
The  first  shows  the  gum-market  on  the  foreshore  of  the 


Gum-market  at  Omdurman. 


Nile  at  Omdurman  (the  white  spots  to  the  left  are,  pre- 
sumably, piles  of  gum) .  In  the  second  picture  native  women 
are  depicted  engaged  in  picking  gum  at  Omdurman.  For 
his  information  in  regard  to  the  source  and  commerce  of 
gum  arabic  Dr.  Beam  draws  from  a  report  by  Mr.  C.  E. 
Muriel  on  the  Forests  of  Sudan  (1901),  but  he  prefaces 
this  with  a  few  historical  facts,  and  the  remark  that  both 
in  the  Sudan  and  Senegal  Acacia  Verek  (A.  Senegal)  is  the 
tree  which  yields  the  best  gum;  A.  Seyal  yields  a  smaller 
quantity  in  the  Sudan  of  a  gum  called  Talk,  and  A .  arabica 
and  other  species  are  also  drawn  upon.  The  Sudan  Hashab 
gum  is  from  A.  Verek;  the  best  comes  from  Kordofan,  and 


a  small  quantity  is  collected  on  the  Blue  Nile.  It  is  not  a 
natural  exudation  (at  least,  not  the  best  of  it),  but  soon 
after  the  rains  cease  men  go  to  three-year-old  trees  and 
strip  off  bits  of  bark  2  to  3  ft.  long  and  1  to  3  in.  wide, 
leaving  the  liber  intact.  The  gum  begins  to  exude,  and 
sixty  days  after  barking  it  is  gathered.  The  picking  is 
renewed  every  fourth  day  until  the  new  leaves  begin  to 
appear.  Particulars  are  given  of  the  conditions  which 
favour  the  production  and  collection  of  gum,  the  most 
notable  fact  being  that  excessive  moisture  in  the  soil  pre- 
vents its  production.      A  ten-acre  Geneina  of  gum-trees

yields  100  lb.  of  gum  at  the  first  collection,  75  lb.  at  the 
next,  and  60  lb.  at  the  third  picking.  Talh  gum  exudes 
naturally  from  trees  in  the  Blue  Nile  forests,  the  trees  not 
being  barked  or  wounded  by  the  collectors.  After  referring 
to  Dr.  Greig-Smith's  observations  on  the  bacterial  origin 
of  gum,  Dr.  Beam  describes  the  grading  of  Sudan  gum, 
most  of  which  is  exported  as  sorts.  A  small  quantity  is 
partially  picked,  and  some  of  it,  already  of  a  light  colour, 
is  further  bleached  by  exposure  to  the  sun,  the  result  being 
an  almost  perfectly  white  gum,  yielding  a  colourless  solu- 
tion, odourless  and  practically  tasteless,  or  of  a  slight 
agreeable  flavour.  The  gum,  as  is  well  known,  is  mostly 
sorted  at  Trieste,  where  it  is  divided  broadly  into  "  Khar- 
toum "  and  "  Kordofan,"  the  former  being  harder  than  the 
other.  The  grades  into  which  both  kinds  are  picked  are 
detailed,  and  the  note  concludes  with  analyses  by  Dr.  Beam, 
including  interesting  determinations  on  the  viscosity  of 
various  kinds,  with  notes  on  the  methods.  The  observations 
are  a  decided  acquisition  to  our  knowledge  of  gum  arabic, 
observations  on  the  spot  being  rare  and  too  inexact  for 
reliance. 


A  Good  Application  to  soles  of  boots  is  two  or  three  dress- 
ings with  copal  varnish  to  which  clean  fine  sand  has  been 
added  in  the  proportion  of  2  oz.  to  the  pint. 

Lozenge-basis  Wanted.— Who  will  come  forward,  asks  a 
C.  &  D.  reader,  and  devise  a  lozenge-basis  which  can  be  used 
when  the  mouth  is  very  sore  ?  The  B.P.  bases  are  a  shockingly 
hard  lot,  and  quite  unworthy  of  modern  times. 

Rendering  Calico  Waterproof.— The  following  recipe  is 
given  in  the  "  Gardener  "  :  3  pints  of  linseed  oil,  4  oz.  of  white 
resin,  1  oz.  of  sugar  of  lead ;  put  in  an  iron  pot  over  a  slow  fire 
and  mix  secundum  artem.  Stretch  the  calico  on  a  frame,  and 
apply  hot. 

German  Potash  Syndicate.— As  a  result  of  the  visit  of  Herr 
Schuddekopf  (one  of  the  directors  of  the  German  potash  syndi- 
cate) to  the  United  States,  he  recommends  the  establishment 
of  a  bureau  at  Hamburg  specially  for  the  cultivation  of  the 
transatlantic  trade. 

British  Sulphate  of  Copper  in  Algeria.— Since  the  perono- 
spora  has  affected  the  vines  in  Algeria  a  considerable  quantity 
of  sulphate  of  copper  is  being  imported,  the  amount  received 
last  year  from  the  United  Kingdom  being  3,108  tons,  valued  at 
69,680Z.  That  of  British  origin  is  considered  the  best.  The 
French  preparation,  containing  98  to  99  per  cent.,  is  sold  at  the 
equivalent  of  Id.  per  kilo.  Sulphate  of  copper  imported  from 
the  United  Kingdom  pays  a  duty  equal  to  11.  4*.  per  ton. 
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Colleoe  motes. 


Great  extensions  are  being  made  in  the  usefulness  of  the 
East  London  College,  Mile  End.  The  arts  course  for  the 
London  B.A.  degree  has  been  greatly  extended,  and  very  full 
courses  under  recognised  teachers  of  the  University  of  London 
aro  arranged  for  the  B.A.,  B.Sc.,  and  B.Sc.  engineering 
degrees.  The  College  staff  has  been  enlarged,  while  the  en-' 
gineering  and  other  portions  of  the  College  premises  have  been 
added  to  at  the  expense  of  the  Drapers'  Company,  who  have 
made  a  further  grant  of  5,000/.  for  this  purpose.  This  Com- 
pany is  again  awarding  scholarships.  Several  students  gained 
London  University  scholarships  and  exhibitions  at  the  last 
examinations. 

Sir  John  Cass  Technical  Institute,  Jewrv  Street,  Aldgate, 
London,  E.G.— The  syllabus  for  the  1906-7  (September  to  July) 
session,  which  has  just  been  issued,  shows  that  the  classes 
held  cover  the  departments  of  chemistry  and  metallurgy, 
physics  and  mathematics,  arts  and  crafts,  domestic  economy, 
and  commercial  and  trade  subjects  at  the  low  fees  of  from 
3s.  to  7s.  tel.  for  members,  and  4s.  to  10s.  for  non-members, 
including  laboratory-work.  Apprentices,  whether  indentured 
or  not,  are  allowed  half-fees.  Dr.  George  Senter,  Ph.C., 
again  repeats  his  course  of  lectures  on  prfysical  chemistry. 
The  session  opened  on  September  24. 

Guy's  Hospital  Medical  School. — The  session  of  1906-7 
begins  on  Monday.  October  1,  the  winter  session  extending  till 
the  end  of  March  and  the  summer  session  from  the  beginning 
of  May  till  the  end  of  July.  Lectures  in  pharmacy,  pharma- 
cology, and  therapeutics  are  given  by  Dr.  Beddard,  while 
practical  pharmacy  is  taught  at  the  hospital  dispensary  by 
Mr.  Horace  Finnemore,  Ph.C  F.I.C.,  the  hospital  phar- 
macist. Chemistry  is  taught  by  Dr.  Wade,  Mr.  Ball,  M.A., 
and  Mr.  Merriman.  B.Sc.  Particulars  regarding  the  school 
may  be  obtained  from  the  Dean,  Guv's  Hospital,  London 
Bridge,  S.E. 

Metropolitan  College  of  Pharmacy. — On  Friday,  Septem- 
ber 21,  the  students  of  this  college  were  taken  by  Mr.  Sage  to 
see  the  inside  workings  of  a  tar  "  distillery."  The  works  of 
the  South  Metropolitan  Gas  Co.  were  visited  by  a  large  party, 
and  the  details  explained  by  the  works  manager,  Mr.  S.  S. 
Fiejd.  Tar  is  received  at  the  works  by  millions  of  gallons  per 
annum,  and  is  treated  at  the  rate  of  over  1.000  gals,  an  hour 
by  a  continuous  process  which  is  a  reversal  of  the  ordinary 
method.  Instead  of  gradually  raising  the  temperature,  the 
tar  is  heated  strongly  and  the  resulting  vapours  fractionally 
cooled,  thus  yielding  the  fractions  in  the  opposite  order  to 
that  given  by  the  text  books.  The  students  saw  the  processes 
of  benzol  purification  and  distillation,  purification  of  pyri- 
dine, solvent  naphtha  manufacture,  creosote-distillation,  car- 
bolic-acid separation,  anthracene-pressing,  and  also  the  load- 
ing of  the  pitch  for  export,  and  concluded  an  instructive  visit 
by  entering  the  naphthaline-sublimation  chamber.  A  short 
demonstration  by  the  works  chemist,  Mr.  James,  helped  to 
explain  some  of  the  other  processes  carried  on  at  the  works. 


The  Exports  of  Medicinal  Herbs  and  Roots  (excluding 
ipecac.)  from  Brazil  during  1905  amounted  to  180,876  kilos. 
(6,284/),  against  738.201  kilos.  (27,533/.)  in  1904. 

Rubber  Trust. — A  good  deal  of  interest  has  been  aroused 
hero,  says  a  New  York  correspondent  of  the  "  Times,"  by  the 
announcement  of  the  formation  of  the  firm  of  Wm.  Symington 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  in  London,  with  a  capital  stock  of  .$2,500,000,  all 
of  which  is  owned  by  the  United  States  Rubber  Co.  of  this 
city.  It  is  stated  that  this  firm  will  in  future  represent  the 
United  States  Rubber  Co..  the  Rubber  Goods  Manufacturing 
Co.,  and  other  affiliated  companies,  and  will  be  practically  the 
English  branch  of  the  Rubber  Trust.  What  is  taken  here  to  be 
the  real  significance  of  the  move  is  found  in  the  details  accom- 
panying the  announcement  given  out  by  Colonel  Samuel  P. 
Colt,  president  of  the  trust.  He  states  that  the  firm  is  really 
successor  to  the  old  firm  of  Alden,  Symington  &  Co.,  which  for 
years  was  regarded  as  the  most  important  crude-rubber  con- 
cern in  Europe,  thereby  implying  that  this  important  business 
has  now  come  under  American  control.  Reasons  for  the  for- 
mation of  tho  company  are  numerous,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant being  its  usefulness  in  financing  shipments  of  crude 
rubber,  for  London  is  still  tho  centre  of  the  crude-rubber 
industry,  and  even  Brazilian  rubber  purchased  for  New  York 
account  has  to  be  paid  for  through  London.  Bank  commis- 
sions for  such  payments  have  been  an  important  item  for  the 
Rubber  Trust  in  the  past,  and  these  will  now  be  done  away 
-with.  It  is  claimed,  further,  that  through  the  new  London 
corporation  the  trust  will  be  in  a  much  more  advantageous 
position  for  purchasing  crude  rubber  cheaply,  and,  in  fact, 
will  benefit  in  every  way.  The  London  firm  will  have  direct 
oiiarge  of  the  various  selling  agencies  already  iii  existence  in 
Europe.

— The  Government  has  been  asked  for 
a  sum  of  $357,  to  enclose  the  analytical  laboratory  with  gal- 
vanised-iron  fencing.  The  laboratory  contains  property 
valued  at  $25,000,  and  is  not  properly  protected. 

Considerable  Indignation  exists  in  the  trade,  owing  to 
the  glaring  manner  in  which  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Ordinance  is  being  defied  ;  it  is  stated  that  there  are  no 
fewer  than  five  druggists'  shops  which  are  carried  on  by 
unqualified  men. 

Professor  Harrison,  C.M.G.,  who  was  one  of  the 
victims  of  the  poisoning-case  "at  the  Government  analytical 
laboratory,  where  arsenic  was  placed  in  the  drinking-water, 
has  so  far  recovered  as  to  be  able  to  take  leave  of  absence 
from  the  Colony.
